Annual  Report  of  the  Board 
of  Selectmen 


To  the  Citizens  of  Attleborough : 

The  Board  of  Selectmen,  to  whom  you  entrusted  by 
your  suffrage  at  the  last  annual  election  the  adminis- 
tration of  the  affairs  of  the  town,  submit  to*  you  the 
following  annual  report,  together  with  such  recom- 
mendations as  we  deem  advisable : 

In  entering  upon  our  duties  we  felt  keenly  the  re- 
sponsibility that  rested  with  us  as  Selectmen  of  one 
of  the  largest  and  certainly  the  most  flourishing  towns 
in  the  Commonwealth.  We  have  endeavored  to  serve 
the  town  honestly  and  conscientiously,  and  as  we  close 
the  year  and  render  to  you  an  account  of  our  steward- 
ship, we  can  say  with  all  candor  that  we  have  served 
you  with  the  best  of  our  ability,  rendering  obedience 
to  no  party  or  clique.  The  best  welfare  of  the  com- 
‘munity  and  all  our  citizens  has  been  uppermost  in  our 
mSinds  at  all  times. 

We  have  endeavored  to  give  you  a business  adminis- 
tration, and  trust  it  will  be  considered  in  an  impartial 
manner.  We  realize  that  it  is  impossible  to  please  all 
the  people  all  the  time,  and  we  trust  to  the  intelligence 
of  o-ur  constituents  to  at  least  give  us  credit  for  making 
the  attempt  to  do  what  we  thought  was  right,  and  would 
be  for  the  town’s  best  good  and  the  greatest  good  of  the 
greatest  number  of  our  inhabitants. 

Nothing  of  a startling  character  has  transpired  within 
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the  limits  of  our  town  during-  the  year.  We  have  been 
[free  from  epidemlics  and  all  the  town  officers,  as  far  as 
we  have  been  able  to  judge,  have  performed  their  duties 
satisfactorily. 


Financial  Statement. 

In  spite  of  the  fact  that  there  has  been  a widespread  and 
universal  depression  in  business  throughout  the  country, 
Attleborough  has  had  its  usual  share  of  prosperity,  due  to 
the  thrift  and  intelligence  of  the  people,  and  we  as  a 
town  are  growing  fast,  extending  out  in  many  directions. 

The  valuation  of  the  town  this  year  is  $13,543,770,  an 
increase  over  the  previous  year  of  $938,995,  and  to  further 
illustrate  our  rapid  and  steady  growth  we  compare  our 
present  valuation  with  that  of  the  year  1898,  just  ten  years 
ago,  and  find  we  have  increased  in  assessed  valuation 
$7,550,778;  that  is,  we  have  very  nearly  two  and  one-half 
times  the  valuation  we  had  a decade  ago,  which  we  con- 
sider remarkable. 

The  tax  rate  of  $17.50  per  thousand  we  do  not  consider 
excessive  when  we  take  into  consideration  what  we  get 
for  our  money,  and  believe  our  various  departments  will 
compare  favorably  with  any  in  the  state.  Our  schools, 
our  fire  department,,  our  water  department,  the  good 
condition  of  our  streets,  our  street  lights,  our  health  and 
poor  departments,  should  all  be  considered  when  we 
consider  the  tax  rate. 

Ten  years  ago  Attleborough  had  a floating  debt  of 
$40,000.  Under  the  system  that  has  prevailed  for  the 
past  few  years,  we  are  virtually  paying  as  we  go  all  the 
current  and  incidental  expenses  in  every  department. 
Consequenty,  we  have  no  floating  debt,  a marked  im- 
provement over  the  conditions  that  have  heretofore  pre- 
vailed. 

During  the  past  year,  perhaps  the  most  important 
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work  completed  was  the  street  to  South  Attleborough, 
(called  for  want  o-f  a beter  name,  South  Avenue).  This 
street,  as  many  are  now  aware,  connects  one  of  our  larg- 
est and  most  flourishing  villages,  with  the  center. 

There  are  good  electric  car  accommodations  and  a 
good,  wide  public  street,  and  we  confidently  look  for- 
ward to  more  intimate  business  relations  with  that 
section.  We  are  pleased  to  state  that  in  spite  of  the 
opinion  of  many  road-builders  and  some  of  oui  own  citi- 
zens, the  road  was  built  inside  the  appropriation  made 
by  the  town. 

This  was  brought  about  by  what  we  consider  a good 
business  proposition.  The  Selectmen  agreed  to  release 
the  contractors  from  further  work  on  the  street  for  a 
sum  of  money  that  was  sufficient  to  finish  the  street  and 
pay  for  all  the  engineering  and  superintending  necessary 
to  do  the  work.  We  wish  to  congratulate  the  town  on 
the  result. 

Sidewalks. 

During  the  year  we  have  caused  to  be  constructed  sev- 
eral hundred  feet  of  concrete  sidewalk,  and  it  seems  to 
meet  with  universal  approval.  We  know  of  no  expendi- 
ture of  money  during  the  past  year  where  the  results  have 
been  more  appreciated,  and  we  would  recommiend  the 
continuation  of  the  policy  of  more  concrete  sidewalks, 
to  extend  from  the  center  to  the  outside  in  every 
direction. 

Street  Lighting. 

The  lights  on  our  public  streets  have  been  furnished 
as  usual  by  the  Attleboro  Steam)  & Electric  Company,  and 
have  been  the  most  satisfactory  of  any  year  since  that 
service  has  been  used.  W e are  now  receiving  more  vol- 
ume of  light,  and  more  hours  of  lighting  service  than 
heretofore.  The  number  of  arc  lights  now  in  use  is  104, 
and  the  number  of  incandescent  lights  is  333. 
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The  Selectmen  requested  the  lighting  comjpany  to  fur- 
nish them  with  a new  schedule  of  lighting,,  with  a view 
of  ascertaining  the  cost  of  an  all-night  service,  also  to 
see  if  any  reduction  could  be  secured  from  the  present 
price  on  the  same  plan  as  is  now  in  use.  To  state  it 
briefly:  To  run  the  lights  all  night  will  increase  the  cost 
about  one-third  over  and  above  the  present  total  cost. 
We  will  submit  the  matter  more  in  detail  to  the  citizens 
in  town  meeting. 

In  regard  to  our  other  request  we  are  pleased  to  state 
that  the  request  was  successful,  as  it  resulted  in  a net 
decrease  of  $2.50  per  arc  light  per  annum,  making  a total 
reduction  of  $260  on  the  number  of  arc  lights  now  in  use. 
It  is  a question  worthy  of  consideration,  as  our  streets 
are  practically  without  police  patrol,  there  being  but  two 
night  officers  for  the  entire  town.  Many  of  our  citizens 
claim  they  prefer  light  to  policemen  if  they  cannot  have 
both. 

Street  Sprinkling. 

The  streets  of  our  town  have  been  well  sprinkled  this 
past  season,  and  a larger  area  has  been  covered  than  ever 
before.  We  would  recom|mend  the  same  appropriation 
as  last  year. 

Police  Officers. 

The  present  number  of  patrolmen  on  our  streets  at 
night  seems  wholly  inadequate  to  give  the  inhabitants 
'the  protection  they  desire.  The  two  night  patrolmen 
are  obliged  to  serve  long  hours,  and  to  divide  the  time  as 
best  we  can,  seems  very  unsatisfactory.  We  would 
therefore  recommend  that  the  town  authorize  the  Select- 
men to  have  one  day  patrolman,  as  now,  and  three  night 
patrolmen. 

Highways  and  Bridges. 

In  regard  to  our  highways  there  has  been  a very 
marked  improvem'ent  for  the  past  few  years,  and  as  new 
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streets  are  constantly  being  accepted  there  must  of 
necessity  be  a larger  appropriation  than  heretofore. 
'There  are  many  more  miles  of  streets  to  be  taken  care 
of  than  we  had  a few  years  ago.  We  would  recommend 
that  in  accepting  new  streets  an  appropriation  be  made 
for  each  street,  ample  to  put  it  in  fair  condition. 

In  regard  to  bridges  there  are  several  in  town  that  in 
the  near  fututre  will  have  to  be  repaired  or  rebuilt.  We 
would  advise  that  only  those  be  built  that  we  are  abso- 
lutely certain  will  not  be  changed  in  any  way  when  our 
sewerage  system  is  constructed.  For  a detailed  report 
of  the  work  done  on  our  streets  and  bridges  we  would 
respectfully  refer  to  the  report  of  our  Superintendent  of 
Streets,  Mr.  H.  A.  Smith,  who  has  all  this  work  under  his 
superintendence. 


Site  for  Town  Hall. 

At  this  time  we  deem  it  advisable  to  call  the  attention 
of  the  citizens  to  the  very  cramped  and  unsatisfactory 
condition  of  the  rooms  used  by  the  town  officers.  At 
present  we  have  no  available  room  in  the  building  for 
the  Assessors  or  Overseers  of  the  Poor. 

In  the  Selectmen’s  room  there  are  many  valuable  plans 
and  papers,  which,  if  lost  by  fire  or  otherwise,  would 
entail  a great  loss  to  the  town.  The  room  occupied  by 
the  Town  Clerk  and  Treasurer  is  not  large  enough  for 
the  amount  of  business  transacted.  The  vault  is  not 
large  enough  to  hold  all  the  valuable  books  and  papers 
that  the  State  requires  shall  be  kept  in  a fireproof  vault. 

The  Town  of  Attleboro,  one  of  the  largest  in  the 
Commonwealth,  is  practically  without  a home.  All  the 
town  officers  are  practically  tenants  at  will  and  are  pay- 
ing rent  for  all  the  room$  occupied  by  them.  When  we 
take  all  these  necessities  and  requirements  into  consid- 
eration, we  would  recommend  that  the  town  take  into 
Consideration  the  purchase  of  a site  for  a town  hall. 
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We  realize  that  available  sites  for  a public  building 
are  getting  scarce,  and  we  feel  as  if  one  should  be 
secured  while  there  is  no  expensive  building  thereon. 
While  we  would  not  recommend  the  building  of  a Town 
Hall  at  present,  we  would  recommend  that  the  town  buy 
the  land  necessary  for  a site  for  a town  building.  It  is 
possible  that  a site  with  a building  thereon  could  be 
secured,  that  could  be  used  for  town  purposes  until  such 
a time  as  the  town  may  decide  to  build  a hall.

Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of 
Assessors 


To  the  Citizens  of  Attleborough: 

The  assessors  in  rendering  this  annual  report  for  the 
year  ending  Dec.  31,  1908,  feel  it  their  duty  to  bring  to 
your  attention  the  fact  that  the  amount  required  to  be 
raised  by  taxation  in  1909  to  take  care  of  the  recommend- 
ations of  the  various  departments,  together  with  the  sum 
necessary  to  meet  former  votes  of  the  town  and  the  re- 
quirements of  the  law  will  amount  to  at  least  $261,000.00. 
This  is  a sum  $15,000.00  greater  than  the  entire  levy  of 
1908.  To  this  amount  must  be  added  the  extra  appro- 
priations made  in  town  meeting  so  that  it  can  readily  be 
seen  that  in  order  to  keep  the  rate  at  $17.50  in  1909  it 
would  require  an  increase  in  valuation  of  over  $1,200,000. 

Inasmuch  as  the  valuation  of  the  town  has  been  in- 
creased $2,000,000  in  the  last  two  years  and  as  conditions 
would  not  seem  to  warrant  a large  increase  this  year  we 
are  of  the  opinion  that  a conservative  estimate  would 
make  the  valuation  in  1909  approximately  $14,000,000,  or 
an  increase  of  about  $500,000  over  1908. 

On  this  basis  the  tax  rate  for  1909  will  have  to  be 
$18.00  per  thousand  plus  about  7 1-3  cents  for  each  thou- 
sand dollars  appropriated  in  town  meeting,  other  than 
for  regular  department  purposes.  Consequently,  while 
we  would  not  advise  false  economy,  which  would  hamper 
the  departments  in  their  work  or  deprive  the  citizens  of 
needed  improvements,  we  earnestly  request  that  each 
article  in  the  warrant  be  carefully  considered  in  order 
that  the  tax  rate  be  kept  as  near  $18.00  as  possible.

Apparatus. 

The  apparatus  of  the  department  consists  of  one  two- 
horse  hook  and  ladder  truck,  with  300  feet  of  ladders  and 
fully  equipped  with  all  necessary  tools  ; one  two-horse 
combination  hose  and  chemical  wagon,  fully  equipped ; 
one  two-horse  wagon,  fully  equipped ; two  supply  wag- 
ons, and  5,000  feet  of  hose  in  good  condition,  located  in 
the  center  of  the  town ; one  one-horse  hose  wagon,  600 
feet  of  hose  and  all  necessary  tools  in  good  condition,  lo- 
cated at  the  Farmers;  one  four-wheel  hose  reel,  1.300  feet 
of  hose  in  good  condition  and  one  two-horse  hook  and 
ladder  truck  in  good  condition  located  at  South  Attle- 
borough; one  four-wheel  hose  reel,  1,000  feet  of  hose  in 
good  condition,  located  at  Hebronville ; one  hand  reel, 
800  feet  of  hose,  located  at  St.  Jean  Plat;  one  hand  reel, 
800  feet  of  hose,  located  at  Briggs  Corner ; one  democrat 
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wagon,  one  single-horse  pung  and  one  two-horse  pung, 
located  in  the  center  of  the  Town. 

Horses. 

The  department  has  eight  horses,  two  on  Hose  No.  i 
at  South  Main  Street,  two  on  Hose  No.  2 at  Union 
Street,  two  on  Ladder  Truck  No.  1 at  Union 
Street,  one  used  by  Chief  and  for  fire  alarm  purposes, 
one  spare  horse,  which  has  been  laid  up,  but  is  now  in 
good  condition. 

We  believe  that  the  department  should  keep  an  extra 
horse  at  Union  Street,  so  as  to  have  one  in  readiness  for 
the  Chief  at  all  times,  as  in  a great  many  cases  one  is  re- 
quired on  the  fire  alarm  system ; also  in  case  of  a sick 
horse,  the  department  is  then  prepared. 

The  horses  for  the  use  of  Hose  Companies  No.  3,  4,  5 
and  Ladder  Company  No.  2 are  hired. 

The  service  for  Hose  Company  No.  3 is  not  as  good  as 
is  needed,  but  is  the  best  we  have  been  able  to  secure,  as 
there  are  very  few  available  horses  in  that  section. 

The  service  for  Hose  Company  No.  4 and  Hook  and 
Ladder  Company  No.  2 at  South  Attleborough  is  as  good 
as  can  be  expected  while  dependent  upon  hired  horses. 

The  service  for  Hose  Company  No.  5 al  Hebronville 
is  as  good  as  we  can  expect,  owing  to  the  fact  that  the 
horses  used  are  at  such  a long  distance  from  the  hose 
house. 

Harnesses. 

The  department  has  four  sets  of  double  harnesses,  one 
used  by  Hook  and  Ladder  Truck  No.  1,  one  used  by 
Hose  Company  No.  2,  and  one  used  by  Hose  Company 
No.  5,  Hebronville;  four  single  harnesses,  one  used  by 
Hose  Company  No.  4,  South  Attleborough,  one  by  Hose 
Company  No.  3,  Farmers;  one  used  by  the  spare  horse 
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at  Union  street,  and  one  extra  harness,  all  in  good  con- 
dition. 

Fire  Alarm. 

The  Gamewell  fire  alarm  system  is  in  use  and  in  good 
condition.  It  consists  of  the  following  apparatus  : Two 
steam  gongs,  one  at  the  pumping  station  at  South  Attle- 
borough, and  one  at  the  Electric  Light  Station,  located 
at  Farmers ; three  bells,  one  on  South  Main  Street,  one 
near  Peck  Street,  one  on  Hose  Company  No.  4 house, 
South  Attleborough ; one  striker  located  on  the  church 
at  Hebronville;  one  indicator  at  Hose  Company  No.  1, 
one  at  Hose  Company  No.  2,  and  one  at  Hose  Company 
No.  5;  15  tappers,  used  in  the  shops,  and  by  members  of 
the  fire  department,  57  fire  alarm  boxes,  owned  by  the 
town,  one  private  box,  owned  by  the  Interstate  Street 
Railway  Company;  about  50  miles  of  wire  and  all  neces- 
sary tools  for  keeping  the  same  in  repair;  one  storage 
battery,  complete,  with  a six-circuit  switch  board. 

Houses. 

The  department  houses  are  located  as  follows : South 
Main  Street  house,  occupied  by  Hose  Company  No.  1 ; 
Union  Street  house,  occupied  by  Hook  and  Ladder  Com- 
pany No.  1,  and  Hose  Company  No.  2;  the  house  at  Far- 
mers, occupied  by  Hose  Company  No.  3;  the  house  at 
South  Attleborough,  occupied  by  Hook  and  Ladder  No. 
2,  and  Hose  Company  No.  4;  the  house  at  Hebronville, 
occupied  by  Hose  Company  No.  5.  Hose  Company  No. 
6 is  located  in  the  building  owned  by  the  St.  Jean  Im- 
provement Society;  the  house  at  Briggs  Corner  is  occu- 
pied by  Hose  Company  No.  7. 

Permanent  Improvements. 

During  the  last  year  we  have  purchased  500  feet  of 
hose  and  one  new  horse ; painted  South  Main  Street  hose 
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house ; repaired  the  democrat  wagon,  also  added  two  fire 
alarm  boxes,  No.  612,  located  on  Falmouth  Street,  and 
No.  69,  at  the  corner  of  Park  and  Wilmarth  Streets.

I have  experienced  quite  a little  trouble  with  comput- 
ing scales.  I believe  that  there  should  be  a law  enacted 
by  our  legislature  bearing  more  directly  on  this  type  of 
scale,  so  that  the  sealer  may  know  definitely  what  his  ^ 
duties  are.  As  I understand  it,  now,  each  sealer  in  the 
state  uses  his  own  judgment  in  regard  to  them  and  some 
sealers  are  sealing  the  same  scale  that  others  are  con- 
demning. In  my  work  I have  followed  the  advice  of  the 
State  Commissioner  to  a great  extent  and  used  my  best 
judgment.  If  I have  failed  it  was  for  lack  of  judgment, 
rather  than  intent. 

I have  found  many  of  the  pedlers  coming  into  town 
and  some  of  the  town  dealers  using  measures  that  never 
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have  been  sealed  in  this  state.  In  these  cases  I have 
not  prosecuted,  but  given  notice  that  they  must  be  sealed 
in  this  state. 


Inspection  of  Coal. 

I have  inspected  as  yet  only  four  loads  of  coal  and  the 
inspection  of  one  of  them  was  rendered  void  by  the 
driver  having  his  wagon  weighed  and  returning  to  the 
yard  when  I was  not  present. 

Two  of  the  others  were  found  nearly  correct,  accord- 
ing to  the  slip  held  by  the  driver.  The  remaining  load 
was  weighed,  but  the  driver  did  not  have  any  delivery 
slip,  so  I could  not  ascertain  what  weight  the  load  was 
sold  for.  In  this  case  I caused  the  arrest  of  the  driver 
for  delivering  without  a slip,  as  the  law  directs,  and  ob- 
tained judgment  against  him,  but  failed  in  my  effort  to 
get  the  weight  for  which  it  was  sold.  It  is  but  fair  to 
the  dealers  in  town  to  say  that  this  load  came  from  out 
of  town. 

In  closing,  I wish  to  thank  any  and  all  who  have  as- 
sisted me  in  my  work  and  especially  the  merchants  and 
dealers,  all  of  whom  I have  found  courteous  and  anx- 
ious to  comply  with  the  laws,  rendering  me  any  assist- 
ance in  their  power.

Report  of  the  Inspector  of  Cattle, 
Provisions  and  Milk 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  of  Attleborough: 

Gentlemen: — I herewith  submit  my  eighth  annual  re- 
port as  Cattle  and  Milk  Inspector  for  the  year  ending 
December  31,  1908. 

I made  my  annual  inspection  of  all  the  cattle  and  swine 
in  town  in  October. 

Visits  have  been  made  to  182  stables,  where  909  cows, 
97  young  cattle,  702  swine,  22  bulls,  4 oxen  and  one 
sheep  were  kept. 

There  is  an  increase  in  all  kinds  of  neat  stock  since 
1907,  except  swine. 

The  number  of  cattle  quarantined  and  killed  this  year 
having  the  disease  known  as  tuberculosis,  was  11,  and  2 
of  these  were  brought  into  town  from  Rehoboth  badly 
diseased  a day  or  two  before  they  were  quarantined. 
The  health  and  quality  of  the  cattle  in  town  today  is  far 
above  what  it  has  been  in  previous  years.  In  1906 
there  were  67  cows  killed.  In  1907  there  were  34  cows 
killed  and  in  1908  11  cows  killed,  having  the  disease 
known  as  tuberculosis.  If  we  do  not  get  good  milk  now 
I think  it  is  no  fault  of  the  cows. 

There  have  been  no  cases  of  glanders  in  town  this 
year. 

There  has  been  21  dogs  quarantined  in  town  this  year 
under  suspicion  of  having  the  disease  known  as  rabies. 
Not  one  of  them  developed  the  disease. 

There  has  been  some  280  cows  brought  into  town  this 
year  from  New  Hampshire,  Vermont  and  New  York 
states.

Report  of  the  Park  Commissioners 
for  1 908 


To  the  Citizens  o-f  Attleborough: 

The  Park  Commissioners  hereby  make  their  annual  re- 
port or  1908.  During  the  season  a large  part  of  the 
grove  was  cleared  of  underbrush,  and  a large  area  cleared 
of  stumps  and  roots.  It  is  now  one  of  the  most  beautiful 
and  attractive  features  of  the  park. 

During  the  dry  season  of  the  summer  the 
pond  was  enlarged  and  cleaned  out,  and  now 

it  is  twice  its  previous  size.  It  is  used  by 
large  numbers  of  young  people  for  skating.  The 

material  removed  from  the  bottom  was  used  to  resurface 
the  land  in  the  vicinity  of  the  fountain,  and  the  land  has 
been  sown  to  grass.  The  result  of  this  work  will  be  ap- 
parent next  summer  in  a beautiful  green  sward. 

The  bandstand  was  completed  in  a thorough  manner, 
and  it  adds  considerably  to  the  picturesqueness  of  the 
park.  The  various  buildings  were  repainted,  and  large 
numbers  of  trees  and  shrubs  were  set  out  during  the 
summer. 

Through  the  working  season  an  average  of  four  men 
was  kept  at  work,  under  the  direction  of  Solon  D. 
Bushee.  As  a result  of  their  work  the  park  is  in  better 
condition  than  ever  before.  The  Commissioners  feel 
that  through  the  painstaking  efforts  of  Mr.  Bushee  they 
have  received  the  largest  possible  amount  of  work  for 
the  money  expended. 

The  $2,000,  appropriated  annually  by  the  town,  is 
barely  sufficient  to  care  for  the  park  as  it  is  at  present. 
In  order  to  extend  the  park  and  beautify  it  as  we  believe 
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it  should  be,  a larger  appropriation  is  necessary.  The 
Commissioners  would  therefore  recommend  that  a small 
special  appropriation  be  made  each  year  in  order  that  the 
park  may  be  made  more  beautiful  and  extensive. 

We  would  also  recommend  that  the  sum  of  $300  be 
appropriated  for  band  concerts  in  the  summer  of  1909. 
We  believe  that  it  would  be  cheaper  and  more  satisfac- 
tory for  the  citizens  to  have  entertainment  in  Attlebor- 
ough than  to  go  to  Providence  and  other  places  to  se- 
cure it.

Report  of  the  Superintendent  of 
Streets 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  of  the  Town  of 
Attleborough : 

I,  herewith,  submit  my.  fifth  annual  report  as  Super- 
intendent of  Streets  for  the  year  ending  December  31, 
1908. 

During  the  past  year  the  work  has  been  performed 
in  the  following  manner: 

In  laying  out  the  work  it  was  deemed  advisable  to  dis- 
pense with  the  services  of  two  division  superintendents 
and  their  gangs  and  to  enlarge  the  forces  of  men  in  other 
divisions.  Herbert  A.  Caswell  had  charge  of  the  central 
division,  wherein  lies  the  greater  part  of  the  work. 
Henry  A.  Lord  had  charge  of  the  southern  part  of  the 
town,  and  Frank  E.  Shaw  was  given  charge  of  the  south- 
western section. 

The  department  owns  the  same  number  of  teams  as 
were  reported  at  this  time  last  year. 

We  have  been  able  to  do  excellent  work  with  the  new 
steam  roller  which  was  purchased  from  the  Buffalo 
Steam  Roller  Company. 

It  has  been  necessary  to  make  a large  number  of  re- 
pairs to  the  stone  crusher  and  crusher  house,  while  the 
roof  of  the  barn  has  been  shingled. 

All  of  the  streets  in  the  town,  excepting  those  in  South 
Attleboro,  were  scraped  by  means  of  a road  scraper  and 
gutters  cleaned  by  the  center  gang  and  the  usual  good 
results  followed.  Three  thousand,  two  hundred  and 
six  loads  of  dirt  were  removed  in  this  work. 

The  largest  amount  of  macadam  work  was  performed 
on  Mechanics  and  County  Streets. 
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Mechanics  Street  was  brought  to  grade  from  the 
bridge  to  Denins  Street.  In  order  to  accomplish  this  it 
was  necessary  to  fill  one-half  of  the  distance  two  and 
one-half  feet  deep.  The  street  was  widened  so  that  it 
is  now  fifty  feet  wide  and  sidewalks  were  built  on  both 
sides  of  the  street.  A bank  wall  was  constructed  on  the 
south  side  of  the  street  for  a distance  of  150  feet  The 
widening  of  the  street  was  made  possible  by  Clarence  L. 
Watson  and  Everett  H.  Capron,  who  gave  a strip  of 
land  ten  feet  wide,  which  bordered  the  street  the  entire 
length  of  the  widening,  or  from  the  bridge  to  Dennis 
Street. 

County  Street  has  been  macadamized  from  the  Bron- 
son Building  the  entire  length  to  Capron  Park,  with  the 
point  in  view  that  the  work  of  macadamizing  should  be 
carried  on  from  this  point  to  Thacher  Street  during  the 
coming  year.

Southwest  Division. 

The  largest  piece  of  work  performed  on  any  street  in 
this  division  was  completed  on  Red  Rock  Hill,  which 
is  a portion  of  Newport  Avenue.  The  street  was 
widened  and  brought  to  grade  from  Orr’s  Corner  to  a 
point  1,600  feet  northeast.  In  order  to  do  this  work  it 
was  necessary  to  remove  two  large  elm  trees  and  blast 
a large  quantity  of  rock,  these  obstructions  forming  a 
part  of  the  west  side  of  the  street.  Previous  to  the  time 
when  this  work  was  done  the  curve  at  this  point  in  the 
street  was  considered  to  be  extremely  dangerous,  more 
especially  for  automobiles,  for  the  distance  between  the 
car  tracks  and  the  rocks  was  but  16  feet. 

Turner  street  has  been  gravelled  a distance  of  1,750 
feet  and  a catch  basin  was  built  in  the  gutter  opposite 
the  Standard  Oil  Company’s  works  and  a pipe  laid  under 
ground  and  running  across  the  street.  In  this  manner 
a large  amount  of  the  water  which  collects  at  this  low 
point  is  carried  away. 

Read  Street  has  been  improved  by  crowning  the  road, 
thus  forming  gutters.  This  work  was  performed  by 
means  of  a road  machine. 
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A portion  of  Newport  Avenue,  near  the  fire  station, 
was  improved  by  means  of  screened  gravel,  which  was 
used  to  fill  the  ruts  and  depressions  in  the  street. 

Other  streets  in  this  section  were  improved  by  being 
scraped  with  a road  machine  and  removing  stones  from 
the  surface.

The  following  streets  were  improved  under  special  ap- 
propriation : 

Phillips  Street  has  been  gravelled  for  a distance  of 
1,300  feet  and  other  general  improvements  were  made. 
The  gravel  used  on  this  street  was  given  by  the  Hebron 
Building  and  Improvement  Association. 

Number  of  loads  of  material  used  in  this  work,  960. 
Countv  Street  has  been  widened  from  Thacher  Street 
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to  a point  1,150  feet  south.  At  this  point  the  street  was 
very  rocky  and  it  was  necessary  to  do  a great  deal  of 
blasting.  The  rock  obtained  in  this  manner  was  used  in 
extending  the  Thacher  Brook  drain. 

West  Street  has  been  brought  to  grade  from  Orr’s 
Corner  to  a point  where  the  new  street,  built  between 
County  and  West  Streets,  connects  with  the  street.  The 
gravel  used  on  the  street  was  taken  from  a bank  which 
is  located  opposite  the  pumping  station  and  was  given 
to  the  Town  by  James  H.  Fales,  owner  of  the  land. 

Number  of  loads  of  gravel  used  on  this  street,  3,377. 

Thacher  Street  has  been  brought  to  grade  from  County 
street  to  the  new  South  Avenue,  so  called,  with  the  ex- 
ception of  300  feet,  which  remains  unfinished. 

New  Street  Leading  from  Thacher  to  West  Streets. 

The  work  o-f  building  this  street  has  been  completed 
and  it  has  an  easy  grade  of  3 per  cent,  for  600  feet,  the 
remainder  of  the  street  ranging  from  1 to  3 per  cent. 
The  street  was  worked  fifty-six  feet  of  the  layout,  which 
was  66  feet,  and  was  gravelled  the  entire  length,  1,250 
feet.  Akron  pipe  was  laid  underground  and  600  feet  of 
stone  drain  was  constructed ; six  large  catch  basins  were 
constructed,  300  feet  apart,  and  by  this  method  it  was 
made  possible  to  convey  the  water  from  the  street  to 
the  low-lands  by  underground  pipes.  The  contract  for 
building  the  street  was  awarded  to  Eveline  Bros.,  of 
New  Britain,  Conn.,  but  the  work  was  completed  by  the 
highway  department. 

Thacher  Brook  Drain. 

A retaining  wall  was  built  for  a distance  of  200  feet 
and  the  drain  was  extended  to  Horton  street,  which  com- 
pletes the  work  of  excavation.  An  appropriation  should 
be  made  each  year  for  the  purpose  of  cleaning  out  the 
drain  and  extending  the  retaining  walls. 
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Ten  Mile  River. 

The  work  of  cleaning  this  river  has  been  performed 
in  the  usual  manner  and  should  be  continued  each  year. 

Forest  and  Emory  Street  Drain. 

The  work  of  constructing  this  drain  was  performed 
under  contract  by  the  Eveline  Bros.  A ten-inch  pipe 
was  laid  from  the  Thacher  Brook  drain  at  Emory  Street, 
extending  as  far  as  Forest  Street.  Six  catch  basins  were 
built  in  connection  with  the  drain.  Open  joints  were 
made  and  ties  placed  in  the  pipes  opposite  each  house 
in  Emory  street,  making  it  possible  for  the  owners  to 
connect  their  cellars  with  the  drain  by  means  of  small 
pipes,  thereby  warranting  dry  cellars. 


Street  Sprinkling. 

Seven  sprinkling  carts  have  been  in  use  during  the 
past  year  and  the  work  was  performed  by  the  following 
parties :

In  this  manner  one-fourth  of  the  town’s  highways 
were  covered. 

We  have  experimented  with  Tarvia  and  a preparation 
called  Calcide  and  find  that  Tarvia  preserves  the  surface 
of  the  street  and  warrants  the  effort  of  its  usage,  al- 
though it  is  not  a real  success  as  a preventative  of  dust. 
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Calcide  was  furnished  through  the  kindness  of  J.  L. 
Sweet  and  was  used  on  North  Main,  Peck  and  Bank 
Streets.  This  preparation  requires  moistening  once 
every  four  days,  otherwise  the  streets  become  dry  and 
consequently  dust  prevails.  We  finally  came  to  the  con- 
clusion that  up  to  that  time  we  could  not  find  any  prep- 
aration which  would  act  as  a substitute  for  water.

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Street  Cleaning  Department. 

In  the  past,  one  man  has  been  kept  constantly  at  work 
cleaning  the  streets  in  the  business  section  of  the  center 
of  the  town,  but  the  time  has  now  arrived  when  our 
facilities  for  performing  this  work  are  inadequate  to  meet 
the  demands  of  the  public,  therefore  I would  recommend 
that  the  town  purchase  a street  sweeper  which  will  be 
drawn  by  a horse.  In  using  this  method  the  work 
could  be  done  early  in  the  morning  and  extended  to  a 
large  area  from  the  center  of  the  town.

Report  of  the  Overseers  of  the 
Poor 


To  the  Citizens  of  Attleborough: 

In  giving  an  account  of  our  stewardship  for  the  past 
year,  inasmuch  as  it  has  been  a busy  one  with  us,  we 
make  a brief,  yet  sufficiently  comprehensive,  report  of 
show  what  we  have  been  doing  the  past  twelve  months. 

The  organization  of  the  Board  was  perfected  as  soon 
after  the  annual  election  as  possible,  on  the  same  lines 
as  the  previous  year,  Mr.  Curran  having  been  re-elected. 
Because  of  the  business  depression  in  the  fall  of  1907, 
we  w/ere  led  to  ask  for  an  increase  in  our  appropriation  by 
the  addition  of  one  thousand  dollars  ($1,000.00)  making 
a total  of  eight  thousand  dollars  ($8,000.00),  with  five 
hundred  dollars  ($500.00)  for  medical  attendance,  a 
grand  total  of  eight  thousand,  five  hundred  dollars 
($8,500.00),  which  was  given  to  us.  Our  expectations 
have  been  fully  realized,  as  our  financial  statement  that 
follows  will  show.  Had  it  not  been  for  the  revival  of 
business  within  the  past  year  in  our  midst,  there  is  no 
doubt  but  that  we  should  have  been  obliged  to  use  more 
money  than  we  have. 

Our  Town  is  growing  very  rapidly,  and  naturally  the 
expenses  of  this  department  will  increase  with  the 
growth,  but  with  care  and  continuous  watching  it  can 
be  held  to  a minimum,  except  when  business  fails, 
for  there  are  a large  number  who  save  nothing  who  get 
along  when  business  is  good,  but  when  dull  times  come 
in  a very  short  time  have  to  apply  for  relief.  While  it 
is  true  that  many  of  our  townspeople  have  been  obliged

to  apply  to  this  department,  a large  part  of  our  increase 
has  come  from  those  who  happen  to  be  here  with  no  set- 
tlement, and  are  found  to  be  what  we  call  “state  cases.” 
They  are  usually  of  short  duration  and  the  amount  of  re- 
lief comparatively  small,  yet  in  the  aggregate  amounts 
to  quite  a sum,  and  while  we  are  supposed  to  be  reim- 
bursed by  theState  for  money  expended  in  these  cases, 
the  State  is  so  critical  in  its  demands  for  notification  and 
forms  of  presentation  of  bills  that  it  is  rather  a difficult 
matter  to  tell  as  to  the  amount  of  reimbursement  we  are 
to  receive.  Towns  and  cities  make  very  prompt  returns 
as  a rule,  and  from  them  we  receive  full  reimbursement. 
We  have  received  quite  a large  amount  from  credits  the 
past  year,  and  there  are  several  now  due — nearly  ($500) 
five  hundred  dollars — which  will  appear  in  next  year’s 
accounts.  The  Town  Farm  holds  its  own  and  by  the 
continuance  of  the  present  policy  we  hope  to  make  fur- 
ther gains.  The  expenses  of  the  Farm  have  been  much 
larger  this  year  than  last,  but  when  we  consider  the  ad- 
vanced cost  of  supplies  of  all  kinds  and  the  number  we 
have  had  in  the  Alms  House,  the  increase  is  not  out  of 
proportion. 

It  is  very  likely  that  the  number  of  inmates  will 
increase,  as  there  are  several  old  people  on  our  list  that 
must  of  necessity  go  there  for  shelter  in  the  near  fu- 
ture. Total  number  of  inmates  during  the  year,  18;  an 
average  of  9^  for  the  entire  year. 

Our  horses  are  still  at  work  and  barring  accidents 
it  is  possible  that  they  may  last  another  year. 

We  must  erect  some  kind  of  shelter,  in  the  form  of  a 
shed,  to  place  under  cover  our  farming  tools  and  save 
them  from  the  weather.  We  have  wagons  and  tools 
that  are  of  too  much  value  to  be  left  out  of  doors  to  rust 
and  rot  out.  The  cost  will  be  saved  in  the  saving  of 
our  tools,  etc.  Our  heating  plant  must  be  renovated 
this  year.  The  present  heater  is  too  small  and  the  extra 
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cost  of  fuel  to  run  it  would  in  a few  years’ 
time  pay  the  expense  of  changing.  For  this  job 

we  expect  to  have  to  ask  for  an  extra  appropria- 
tion of  ($500.00)  five  hundred  dollars.  For  our 
regular  appropriation  we  ask  for  the  same  amount  as 
last  year  ($8,000)  eight  thousand  dollars,  and  ($500) 
five  hundred  dollars  for  medical  attendance.  We  are 
pleased  to  be  able  to  return  to  the  treasury  a balance 
of  ($124.29)  one  hundred,  twenty-four  dollars  and 
twenty-nine  cents. 

This  has  not  been  accomplished  without  much  hard 
work.  The  Board  has  had  the  advantage  of  united 
effort,  a constant  watching  out,  and  no  small  credit  is 
due  to  the  careful  attention  of  our  visitor,  Mr.  Gustin. 
He  has  much  responsibility  in  his  branch  of  the  work 
and  he  has  done  that  work  well,  and  we  hope  he  may 
be  returned  to  his  place  on  the  Board.  Our  Superin- 
tendent, Mr.  Hager,  and  wife,  at  the  “Town  Home”  (as 
he  calls  it),  continue  in  their  well  doing,  and  did  well 
their  part  in  the  care  of  the  inmates,  many  of  whom 
have  been  sick  and  needed  good  care.  The  Farm  also 
shows  intelligent  handling  and  we  all  have  reason  to 
feel  well  satisfied  in  the  advances  made  during  the  past 
five  years. 

There  are  probably  few  Alms  Houses  conducted  on 
such  liberal  lines  as  is  ours,  but  believing  that  the  citi- 
zens of  Attleborough  are  unwilling  to  stand  for  anything 
but  a reasonable  and  humane  policy,  as  do  the  Overseers 
themselves,  we  care  for  and  feed  well  those  who  of  ne- 
cessity are  placed  under  our  care.

Annual  Report  of  the  Board 
of  Health 


To  the  Citizens  of  Attleboro: 

In  accordance  with  the  public  statutes,  the  Board  of 
Health  hereby  submits  its  report  for  the  year  1908. 

A peculiar  state  of  affairs  has  existed  during  the  year, 
consisting  of  a lack  of  correspondence  between  the  num- 
ber of  deaths  and  the  number  of  contagious  diseases.  It 
has  been  several  years  since  the  number  of  deaths  has 
been  as  few  as  1908;  166  for  this  year  as  compared  with 
198  in  1907  and  172  in  1906.  The  greatest  number  of 
deaths  was  due  to  heart  disease,  30  in  number;  apoplexy 
claimed  15;  10  each  were  due  to  pneumonia,  tuberculosis 
and  nephritis,  while  the  number  of  deaths  due  to  con- 
tagious diseases  has  been  but  4,  1 to  diphtheria  and  3 to 
influenza. 

There  has  been  a geat  increase  in  the  number  of  con- 
tagious diseases  reported  over  that  of  preceding  years. 
This  has  been  partly  due  to  the  physicians  being  more 
careful  in  reporting  these  diseases  and  to  the  fact  that 
other  diseases  have  been  added  to  the  list  to  be  reported. 

Last  year  there  were  43  cases  as  against  134  of  the 
year  before.  This  year  there  were  158  cases:  measles  72, 
scarlet  fever  40,  diphtheria  4,  typhoid  fever  14,  tubercu- 
losis 25,  meningitis  4,  chicken  pox  1. 

From  this  it  will  be  seen  that  the  increase  has  been 
in  measles,  scarlet  fever,  tuberculosis  and  typhoid  fever. 

Why  typhoid  fever  should  have  increased  is  probem- 
atical,  as  each  case  has  been  investigated  and  no  valid 
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cause  could  be  ascertained. 

There  have  been  40  eases  of  scarlet  fever ; each  has 
been  mild  in  character,  in  fact  so  mild  in  some  cases  as 
to  make  the  diagnosis  very  doubtful ; but  the  Board  has 
considered  it  best  to  be  on  the  safe  side  and  has  taken 
every  precaution  in  each  case,  quarantining  the  house 
and  fumigating  after  recovery. 

In  the  early  part  of  the  year  Dr.  Hewitt  was  appoint- 
ed as  special  member  of  the  Board  to  investigate  and  in- 
struct every  case  of  tuberculosis  reported  to  the  Board. 
The  following  report  is  extremely  instructive  and  im- 
portant : 

THE  TUBERCULOSIS  SITUATION  IN 
ATTLEBOROUGH 

A Supplement  to  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of  Health

The  Board  of  Health  would  like  every  citizen  of  the 
town  to  be  interested  in  the  subject  of  the  prevention 
of  tuberculosis.  Attleboro  has  its  quota  of  consumptive 
cases,  and  our  death  rate  from  this  disease  must  increase 
as  our  population  grows  if  proper  measures  are  not 
employed  for  its  control.  It  has  been  demonstrated  in 
the  last  few  years  that  the  prevalence  of  this  affection 
can  be  greatly  influenced  'by  a co-ordination  of  efforts 
of  a public  and  private  nature.  The  Board  of  Health 
is  trying  in  a systematic  way  to  control  this  disease  in 
our  community ; whether  its  efforts  will  succeed  or  not, 
will  depend  largely  on  the  support  received  from  the 
public.  The  Board  must  have  an  accurate  knowledge 
of  the  number  of  individuals  affected,  and  as  consump- 
tion is  essentially  a house  disease  we  must  know  where 
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the  cases  are,  and  in  the  event  of  removal  it  is  necessary 
that  the  Board  be  informed,  that  disinfection  may  be 
carried  out.  The  Board  has  now  a system  of  registra- 
tion of  cases  of  consumption,  and  intends  to  visit  every 
case  reported,  and  furnishes  free  sputum  cups  and  liter- 
ature for  the  instruction  of  the  patient.  While  a record 
is  kept  of  every  case,  it  is  those  among  the  poor  espe- 
cially that  we  are  anxious  to  help.  The  public  can  be 
of  much  assistance  by  informing  the  Board  of  needy 
cases  of  consumption.  The  law  against  promiscuous 
spitting  in  public  places,  if  enforced  to  the  letter,  will 
help  in  the  control  of  the  disease.  We  trust  that  an  anti- 
tuberculosis society  will  be  formed  during  the  coming 
year;  such  an  association  would  be  of  inestimable  value 
to  the  town  from  a health  standpoint,  and  might  in- 
clude in  its  scope  of  usefulness  the  duties  of  a district 
nursing  association.  Many  towns  in  the  state  already 
have  societies  for  the  prevention  of  consumption ; let  us 
hope  the  citizens  of  Attleboro  will  rise  to  this  occasion 
and  help  in  observing  preventive  measures  to  keep  up 
our  standard  of  a healthful  and  progressive  community. 

During  the  year  twenty-five  cases  of  consumption 
were  reported  to  the  local  Board,  and  three  others  died 
whose  cases  were  not  reported ; there  were  ten  deaths 
from  tuberculosis  in  Attleboro  in  1908.  Twelve  of  the 
twenty-five  cases  went  to  institutions  for  special  care, 
or  removed  from  town ; of  these  two  died  in  another 
town,  and  cannot  be  properly  classified  in  our  death  rate. 

To  estimate  the  number  of  persons  in  the  town  who 
are  today  afflicted  with  consumption  we  may  with  author- 
ity multiply  the  number  of  deaths  by  ten.  We  may  say 
then  that  we  have  at  present  in  Attleboro  about  one  hun- 
dred cases  of  consumption ! One  hundred  cases  of  a cur- 
able and  preventable  disease ! Do  these  facts  not  dem- 
onstrate that  we  need  to  give  some  thought  to  this  sub- 
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ject  that  we  may  put  an  end  to  such  ravages  and  con- 
quer this  enemy  that  is  always  in  our  midst?

There  have  been  the  usual  number  of  nuisances  com- 
plained of  'and  in  each  case  the  Board  has  made  a thor- 
ough investigation  and  have  done  their  best  to  rectify 
them,  but  the  laws  relating  to  nuisances  are  so  vague 
that  in  some  cases  the  Board  was  not  able  to  accomplish 
as  much  as  they  desired. 

The  most  important  complaint  was  one  that  a ditch 
running  between  Emory  and  Park  streets  was  a nuis- 
ance and  a menace  to  public  health.  This  was  signed 

by  Calvin  B.  Goff,  Onie  Bowman,  and  Ellis  M.  Dean, 
residents  of  Emory  Street. 

For  several  years  this  ditch  and  the  premises  adjoin- 
ing has  been  an  eye  sore  to  the  Board,  consequently  the 
following  resolution  was  adopted  and  sent  to  the  abut- 
tors : In  accordance  with  the  statutes  relating  thereto 
the  abuttors  on  the  above  ditch  be  notified  to  meet  the 
Board  of  Health  at  the  Town  Clerk’s  office,  Jan.  31,  1908, 
to  take  measures  to  'abate  the  nuisance  complained  of. 
On  Jan.  31,  1908,  a joint  meeting  of  the  abut- 
tors and  the  Board  of  Health  was  called  to 
order  by  the  Chairman.  All  the  abuttors  (with 
the  exception  of  Mr.  C.  Tappan  and  Mrs.  Ellen  Winsor) 
'and  all  of  the  members  of  the  Board  were  present.  After 
discussing  the  matter  for  over  an  hour  and  no  decision 
arrived  at  the  meeting  adjourned.  The  chairman  of 
the  Board  notified  the  abuttors  that  they  would  be  no- 
tified as  to  the  decision  of  the  Board  as  to  the  manner 
in  which  the  nuisance  should  be  abated. 

At  a special  meeting  of  the  Board,  Mr.  H.  F.  Conant 
who  was  present  at  the  joint  meeting  was  instructed  to 
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investigate  the  premises  and  report  in  writing  as  to  the 
best  manner  in  which  to  abate  the  nuisance.  July  i, 
1908,  the  following  letter  was  received  from  Mr. 
Conant : 


Attleboro,  Mass.,  July  1,  1908. 

To  the  Board  of  Health' of  the  Town  of  Attleborough, 

Mass. : 

Gentlemen : — In  accordance  with  your  request  I have 
examined  the  location  between  Park  and  Emory  streets, 
west  of  the  Thacher  Brook  Drain,  from  which  com- 
plaints have  been  made  to  your  Board. 

There  is  at  present  an  open  drain  through  this  location 
which  is  connected  with  the  Thacher  Brook  Drain  by  a 
pipe  across  Brook  street.  This  drain  is  very  shallow  and 
collects  the  overflow  from  cesspools,  making  the  soil 
rich  and  causing  a rank  growth  of  vegetation  which  re- 
tards the  flow  almost  to  stagnation.  The  odor  from 
this  drain  is  very  objectionable,  and  the  cellars  in  this 
locality  are  damp  and  have  standing  water  in  them  at 
certain  times  in  the  year. 

I find,  after  making  careful  surveys  and  levels  and 
digging  test  holes,  that  the  source  of  trouble  comes 
from  the  ground  water  which  is  very  near  the  surface, 
except  during  the  dry  season.  The  test  holes  not  only 
proved  the  ground  water  level,  but  also  showled  the 
nature  of  the  soil.  After  excavating  through  a black 
rich  soil  a depth  on  the  average  of  about  fifteen  inches, 
I found  a light  colored  sand  and  gravel. 

The  ground  water  being  so  near  the  top  of  the  cess- 
pools causes  them  to  overflow  when  in  use,  and  when 
pumped  out,  to  rapidly  fill  again. 

We  have  absolute  proof  that  the  Thacher  Brook 
Drain  lowers  the  ground  water  for  a considerable  dis- 
tance on  either  side,  and  there  is  no  doubt  in  my  mind 
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that  an  open  joint  pipe  drain,  laid  according  to  plan  here- 
with submitted,  would  lower  the  ground  water  between 
Park  and  Emory  streets  the  entire  length  of  the  loca- 
tion. Now,  if  this  ground  water  is  lowered  to  the  grade 
of  the  proposed  pipe  drain,  it  will  be  below  the  bottom 
of  any  cesspool  in  this  locality,  and  will  give  them  a 
chance  to  act  properly.  Being  from  three  to  four  feet 
below  the  lowest  cellar  bottom,  it  will  entirely  do  away 
with  damp  cellars.  I have  estimated  the  cost  of  in- 
stalling this  drain  at  eight  hundred  dollars. 

As  a system  of  sewers  is  contemplated  in  the  near  fu- 
ture, it  might  seem  unnecessary  to  install  a drain  at  the 
present  time ; but  as  the  sewers  will  undoubtedly  be 
built  for  a separate  system,  they  will  in  no  way  lower 
the  ground  water,  and  I believe  this  section  of  the  town 
will  never  be  a healthy  place  to  live  until  a,  system  of 
drains  is  installed. 

I,  therefore,  recommend  that  an  open  joint  pipe  drain 
be  laid  from  Thacher  Brook  Drain  westerly  between 
Park  and  Emory  streets,  as  shown  on  plan  presented 
herewith.

After  viewing  the  premises  as  a board  and  considering 
the  above  letter,  on  the  31st  of  July  the  Board  adopted 
the  following  resolution : 

That  the  land  between  Park  and  Emory  streets,  west 
of  Thacher  Brook,  between  Morey  and  Brook  streets, 
be  condemned  as  wet,  rotten  and  spongy  land  and  that 
the  Board  take  steps  to  abate  the  same  by  building  a 
pipe-lined  drain  in  accordance  with  the  statutes  relating 
thereto.  It  was  also  voted  that  the  abuttors  be  notified 
of  the  intention  of  the  Board  to  abate  the  above  nuisance 
and  of  the  amount  of  assessment  each  would  be 
assessed.

The  secretary  notified  each  abuttor  in  the  manner  pre- 
scribed by  law  and  no  protest  has  been  made  at  any 
time  by  any  abuttor  to  the  action  of  the  Board. 

At  a special  meeting  of  the  Board  it  was  voted  that 
the  contract  to  construct  the  drain  to  abate  the  nuisance 
existing  upon  the  land  between  Emory  and  Park  streets 
in  this  town  shall  be  awarded  to  John  Eden  for  the  sum 
of  seven  hundred  and  fifty  dollars,  said  contract  to  be 
upon  the  terms  and  specifications  drawn  by  H.  F. 
Conant,  C.  E.,  and  approved  by  the  Board.  It  was  voted 
that  notices  be  sent  to  the  abuttors  and  in  the  manner 
required  by  law  for  the  abatement  of  said  nuisances. 
Also  that  the  parties  benefited  thereby  shall  pay  seven 
hundred  and  fifty  dollars  of  the  expense  of  construction 
of  said  drain,  and  that  the  Town  of  Attleborough  shall 
pay  all  the  expense  of  keeping  said  drain  and 
catch  basins  clean,  and  the  persons  benefitted 

thereby  shall  pay  all  the  expense  for  all  other  repairs  to 
said  drain  in  the  same  proportion  as  the  cost  of  con- 
struction is  apportioned. 

On  October  28,  1908,  at  a meeting  of  the  Board  of 
Health,  the  secretary  reported  that  the  'abatement  of  the 
nuisance  caused  by  the  ditch  between  Emory  and  Park 
streets  had  been  accomplished  by  the  building  of  a pipe 
lined  drain,  acording  to  the  specifications  approved  by 
the  Board  of  Health,  and  that  the  said  drain  had  been 
built  and  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  engineer,  Mr.  H.  F. 
Conant. 

The  secretary  was  instructed  to  inform  the  Town 
Clerk  that  such  was  in  accordance  with  statutes. 

In  order  that  our  milk  supply  should  be  as  pure  as 
possible  the  Inspector  of  Milk  was  instructed  not  to  give 
a milk  license  to  any  person  unless  recommended  by  the 
Board  of  Health.  Each  applicant  was  obliged  to  fill  out 
a blank  stating  his  or  her  name,  residence,  location  of 
dairy,  location  of  sales  room,  if  milk  was  bought,  from 
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whom,  if  sold  to  any  one,  to  whom,  manner  of  sale 
and  number  of  cows  kept. 

The  Board  divided  the  list  of  milkmen  whose  premises 
had  been  condemned  by  the  State  Board  of  Health 
among  themselves,  and  every  place  was  inspected  and 
none  were  granted  a license  until  they  had  fulfilled  the 
requirements  of  both  Boards. 

During  the  year  the  Board  adopted  a code  of  by-laws 
relating  to  the  sale  of  milk  which,  if  adopted  by  the 
town,  will  tend  to  essentially  increase  its  purity. 

A petition  was  received  from  the  milkmen  asking  the 
Board  to  prohibit  the  use  of  milk  bottles.  After  con- 
sulting other  Boards  and  the  State  Inspector  of  Health 
it  was  not  considered  advisable  to  do  so  at  present. 

Our  garbage  system  is  not  satisfactory  at  present 
owing  to  the  fact  that  the  collectors  are  not  as  regular 
in  their  collections  as  they  should  be,  and  to  the  fact 
that  they  steal  garbage  from  one  another. 

This  can  only  be  remedied  by  putting  the  collection  of 
garbage  out  at  contract  to  one  or  more  persons,  making 
them  personally  responsible,  but  as  the  law  now  stands 
this  is  impossible. 

The  attention  of  the  town  has  been  called  to  the  neces- 
sity of  one  or  more  public  urinals ; this  want  is  still  an 
important  one,  and  one  that  is  the  cause  of  at  least  two 
nuisances  that  would  not  be  in  existence  if  those  wants 
were  supplied.  As  it  is  these  nuisances  must  be  over- 
looked, no  matter  how  foul  the  odors  which  may  emanate 
from  them,  for  there  must  be  some  place  for  humanity 
to  relieve  itself. 

At  a meeting  held  March  nth,  it  was  voted  that  the 
selectmen  be  requested  to  insert  the  following  article  in 
the  warrant  for  next  town  meeting: 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  a system  of  sew- 
erage for  the  town  or  take  any  action  relating  thereto. 
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The  Board  is  pleased  to  be  able  to  state  that  the  Town 
voted  to  take  the  proper  steps  to  install  a system  of 
sewerage. 

A recent  law  passed  by  the  General  Court  makes  it 
obligatory  upon  the  Board  of  Health  to  support  and 
furnish  necessary  attendance  upon  all  persons  suffering 
from  contagious  disease  who  are  unable  to  support 
themselves.  On  account  of  this  law  the  Board  has  been 
obliged  to  approve  bills  for  attendance  upon  citizens  of 
the  town  suffering  from  such  diseases,  amounting  to 
$206.29.  On  account  of  the  above  law  it  is  only  a ques- 
tion of  time  when  the  town  will  be  obliged  to  build  a 
hospital  for  contagious  diseases,  so  that  our  citizens 
dwelling  in  other  towns  can  be  attended  here,  as  the 
expense  of  attendance  upon  them  in  other  towns  will 
be  too  great,  and  at  the  same  time  all  tubercular  patients 
could  receive  the  attention  they  deserve.

Report  of  the  Trustees  of  the 
Public  Library 


The  report  of  the  librarian,  submitted  with  this,  gives 
an  account  in  detail  of  the  work  of  the  library  during 
the  year  1908,  and  shows  how  extensively"  the  library' 
has  been  used  by  the  public.  It  is  especially"  gratifying 
to  the  trustees  that  the  library  work  is  extending  on  such 
broad  lines.  The  members  of  the  various  clubs  in  town 
visit  the  library  and  obtain  material  from  many  sources 
for  use  in  preparations  of  papers  and  for  general  inform- 
ation ; and  artisans  from  the  factories  find  on  the  shelves 
books  and  magazines  that  furnish  aid  and  give  sugges- 
tions for  improvement  in  their  various  lines  of  work. 

The  general  circulation  of  books  during  the  year  has 
been  the  largest  of  any  year  in  the  history  of  the  library", 
and  it  is  a source  of  pleasure  to  learn  that  the  percentage 
of  fiction  to  the  total  circulation  is  somewhat  smaller 
than  in  previous  years. 

Notwithstanding  the  increased  circulation,  the  trustees 
feel  that  there  are  many  people  in  the  outlying  districts 
who  do  not  as  yet  appreciate  the  wealth  of  pleasure  and 
profit  to  be  derived  from  taking  books  to  their  homes  for 
quiet  reading  and  study,  and  so  a plan  of  library  ex- 
tension work  has  been  formed  and  will  be  put  into  exe- 
cution early  in  the  ensuing  year.  The  details  are  not 
fully  developed  as  yet,  but  some  suitable  and  convenient 
method  will  be  adopted  for  suplying  the  people  in  Dodge- 
ville,  Hebronville  and  South  Attleboro  with  books  twice 
a month,  the  distribution  to  be  made  from  some  central 
point  in  these  villages.  The  Ladies’  Library  Aid  Asso- 
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ciation  has  generously  donated  $300  to  assist  in  this 
work. 

During  the  year,  the  trustees  were  pained  at  receiving 
the  resignation  of  Major  Everett  S.  Horton  from  the 
board.  He  has  been  a trustee  from  the  organization  of 
the  library,  and  its  only  president.  His  duties  as  a 
trustee  have  been  performed  in  the  same  faithful  and 
conscientious  manner  that  has  characterized  his  labors 
in  many  other  public  trusts,  and  it  was  with  heartfelt  re- 
gret that  his  resignation  was  accepted. 

The  detailed  report  of  the  expenses  of  the  library  for 
the  past  year  is  appended.  Inasmuch  as  the  trustees  feel 
that  a larger  sum  should  be  expended  each  year  for  the 
purchase  of  new  books,  and  the  plan  for  library  exten- 
sion work  will  involve  increased  expenditures,  they 
recommend  to  the  Town  that  the  sum  of  $7000  be  appro- 
priated for  the  use  of  the  library  during  the  year  1909.

In  accordance  with  recent:  custom,  the  details  of  the 
library’s  activities  for  the  year  are  arranged  alphabetically 
by  subject. 

Accessions. 


During  the  year,  1244  new  volumes  have  been  added 
to  the  library:  1097  by  purchase ; 44  by  gift;  103  by  bind- 
ing periodicals.  Besides  these,  169  lost  and  worn  out 
books  have  been  replaced,  the  cost  for  which  alone  has 
been  $134.16.  One  hundred  and  twenty-one  books  have 
been  discarded  entirely,  as  not  worthy  of  replacement.

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Book  Lists. 

A number  of  special  book  lists  have  been  printed  dur- 
ing the  year  in  the  Attleboro  Daily  Sun  and  in  the  Paw- 
tucket Times.  Among  them  have  been  lists  on  St.  Fran- 
cis of  Assisi,  St.  Valentine’s  Day,  George  Washington, 
Abraham  Lincoln,  a list  highly  spoken  of  by  Mrs.  Mar- 
garet Deland  during  an  afternoon  lecture  at  Library 
Hall;  a list  selected  by  the  Newark  Public  Library  and 
known  as  ioo  best  novels.  These  have  been  mimeo- 
graphed and  distributed  free  to  readers.  A somewhat 
more  elaborate,  bibliography  of  all  material  in  the  library 
on  Browning  was  made  for  the  use  of  a town  club.  With 
the  co-operation  of  Mr.  Jones,  principal  of  the  grammar 
schools,  a list  of  books  wjas  selected  for  the  use  of  Eighth 
grade  pupils.  We  consider  the  selection  and  making  of 
lists  of  books  a most  important  branch  of  library  work. 
We  are  always  ready  to  help  in  discovering  material 
somewhat  inaccessible  to  the  general  reader,  and  to  put 
it  into  permanent  form  in  the  shape  of  lists  of  books 
on  given  subjects. 


Books,  Care  of 

Open  access  to  all  books  in  the  library  is  a source  of 
satisfaction  to  borrowers.  The  privilege  is  seldom 
abused.  The  loss  of  books  from  the  shelves  for  the  year 
1908  has  been  six  from  the  children’s  department,  14 
from  the  adult.

Bulletin. 

A new  feature  of  the  library’s  work  this  year  has  been 
the  publication  of  a Quarterly  Bulletin.  This,  as  its  title 
indicates,  is  to  be  published  once  every  three  months. 
The  first  number  appeared  November  15.  It  contains 
the  rules  of  the  library,  a list  of  the  books  added  to  the 
library  during  the  three  months  preceding  the  publica- 
tion of  the  Bulletin,  a brief  characterization  of  many 
books  and  from  time  to  time  it  will  contain  lists  of  spe- 
cial interest.  This  publication  will  in  some  measure 
take  the  place  of  a complete  catalogue  of  the  library, 
printed  in  book  form. 

Catalogue  Department. 

An  item  in  last  year’s  report  was  this:  “Books  pre- 
viously catalogued  in  classed  catalogue  form  will,  as 
time  and  assistance  permit,  be  changed  to  conform  with 
the  requirements  of  a dictionary  catalogue.  During  1908 
the  fiction  section  of  the  children’s  room  has  thus  been 
re-catalogued.  At  the  same  time  a duplicate  catalogue 
has  been  made  up  to  this  point.  The  latter  work  was 
begun  because  we  look  forward  to  a time  when  this  de- 
partment may  be  in  a part  of  the  building  less  accessible 
to  the  general  catalogue.

In  addition  to  the  work  already  outlined  342  volumes 
of  periodicals  never  before  catalogued  have  been  acces- 
sioned, classified,  and  shelf-listed  during  the  year.  The 
same  has  been  done  for  1244  new  volumes  of  books. 

Children’s  Work. 

The  work  in  the  children’s  room  is  for  the  most  part 
included  in  the  report  on  other  activities  in  the  library. 
The'  circulation  here  is  about  one-third  the  total  for  the 
entire  library.  Outlying  schools  have  as  usual  been  sup- 
plied with  books.  One  special  list  of  books  has  been 
compiled  for  the  benefit  of  the  children.  The  children 
are  indebted  to  Mrs.  MacIntyre  of  the  Sanford  Street 
school  for  a pleasant  afternoon  of  “stories.”

Hours. 

More  definite  rules  in  regard  to  the  opening  of  the  li- 
brary on  holidays  have  been  adopted.  The  reading  room 
is  open  from  3 to  9 p.  m.  Sundays  and  all  holidays  ex- 
cept Thanksgiving,  Christmas  and  July  4,  when  the  en- 
tire library  is  closed.  The  Sunday  attendance  at  the  li- 
brary during  the  past  year  has  been  most  gratifying. 
The  total  attendance  was  5049,  an  increase  over  1907  of 
1930;  as  this  year  in  the  circulating  department  was  the 
largest  in  the  history  of  the  library,  so  this  year’s  Sui, 
day  attendance  has  shown  the  largest  total  and  the  larg- 
est single  month,  February,  805,  and  the  largest  single 
day,  297. 


Library  Aid  Association. 

The  Library  Aid  Association  has  voted  the  library 
$300,  to  be  used  for  the  work  of  extension.  That  is,  this 
amount  is  to  be  spent  to  supply  the  outlying  districts  of 
Hebronville,  Dodgeville  and  South  Attleborough,  with 
books.  As  a beginning  it  is  planned  to  deliver  books  to 
a certain  point,  at  a definite  hour,  on  a given  day,  every 
two  weeks  and  to  collect  the  books  in  like  manner,  to  be 
exchanged  at  the  library. 

Library  Art  Exhibits. 

The  library  became  a member  of  the  Library  Art  club 
in  May,  1908.  Since  that  time  12  exhibits  have  been 
held,  illustrating  various  subjects.  Lists  of  exhibits  of- 
fered by  the  club  have  been  sent  to  the  various  women’s 
clubs  in  town. 
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Mr.  Arnold  Slade,  for  several  weeks  lent  the  library  a 
number  of  his  reproductions  of  famous  paintings  in  the 
Luxembourg. 


Music. 

The  library  has  purchased  as  an  experiment,  the  scores 
of  ten  standard  operas  and  oratorios.  These  scores  are 
to  circulate  as  any  other  books  do.  If  this  branch  of 
work  proves  popular  we  shall  add  other  scores  from  time 
to  time.

Conclusion. 

This  year  has  in  every  respect  been  the  largest  on  the 
records  of  the  library : in  the  number  of  books  circulated, 
in  the  proportion  of  non-fiction  to  fiction  circulated,  in 
the  number  of  new  books  purchased,  in  the  number  of 
Sunday  visitors.  The  statistics  showr  admirable  results. 
If  they  told  the  entire  story  it  wrould  be  a good  one. 
However,  the  w^ork  that  is  not  recorded,  the  work  in  ref- 
erence and  reading  rooms,  counts  almost  as  much  in  the 
real  sendee  rendered  by  the  library,  to  the  public.  As 
we  acquire  a greater  number  of  technical  magazines  and 
reference  books  of  value,  w»e  hope  to  see  this  work  and 
the  circulation  increase  side  by  side.

Report  of  the  Gypsy  Moth 
Inspector 


To  the  Citizens  of  Attleborough: 

I herewith  submit  my  annual  report  as  Inspector  of 
Gypsy  Moths  for  the  year  ending  Dec.  31,  1908.  I bur- 
lapped  the  orchard  of  E.  V.  Carpenter  and  cared  for  same 
through  the  larvae  season.  A Gypsy  moth  colony  was 
found  there  in  the  spring. 

"W]ith  two  assistants,  I gave  the  Town  a thorough 
scouting  in  the  fall,  discovering  three  colonies  of  Gypsy 
moths,  containing  15  egg  clusters,  or  about  6,500  eggs. 
All  were  destroyed.  I also  cut  off  about  200  webs  of  the 
Brown-tail  moth,  containing  about  300  larvae  to  the  web. 

I would  be  pleased  to  give  help  to  anyone  clearing 
their  place  of  the  pest  at  any  time.

REPORT  OF  WATER  COMMISSIONERS 

To  the  Citizens  of  Attleborough : — 

The  Water  Commissioners  herewith  submit  their  six- 
teenth annual  report,  covering  the  operations  of  the  de- 
partment for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1908.  Ap- 
pended will  be  found  the  report  of  the  Superintendent 
and  Registrar,  in  which  a detailed  statement  of  statistics 
pertaining  to  the  wjork  is  presented 

The  supply  of  water  has  been  ample  during  the  year, 
although  conditions  have  been  such  that  in  many  places 
underground  sources  have  been  severely  tested.  In 
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September  and  October  the  water  in  the  wells  was  drawn 
down  to  such  a point  that  it  became  necessary  to  use 
the  percolating  area  in  order  to  meet  the  daily  consump- 
tion. At  this  time  the  brook  was  dry  for  a considerable 
distance  above  the  pumping  station,  and  water  was 
necessarily  pumped  from  Orr’s  Pond  to  the  area  sur- 
rounding the  wells.  The  results  were  extremely  satis- 
factory and  a proof  of  the  value  of  the  percolating  area 
as  an  auxiliary  to  the  ground  water  supply.  The  exist- 
ence of  a watershed  in  proportion  to  the  storage  capaci- 
ty in  the  ground  makes  necessary  some  method  of  tem- 
porary relief  during  short  periods  of  drought,  if  the 
source  is  to  be  developed  to  its  maximum  capacity.  Such 
relief  is  provided  by  the  percolating  area  and  low  lift 
pumping  apparatus  by  which  the  water  stored  in  Orr’s 
Pond  can  be  lifted  to  the  area  adjacent  to  the  wells,  fil- 
tered and  added  to  the  available  supply  of  ground  wa- 
ter. By  this  method,  as  suggested  in  our  report  for  1907, 
it  is  estimated  that  the  supply  now  developed  has  been 
made  capable  of  meeting  a daily  draft  of  one  million, 
three  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  (1,350,000)  gallons  in 
the  driest  period  of  the  year.  This  is  considerably  in 
excess  of  present  requirements,  but  it  may  be  well  to 
note  that  the  consumption  is  increasing  yearly  and  that 
during  the  driest  month  the  water  is  liable  to  reach  an 
amount  twenty-five  per  cent,  in  excess  of  the  average 
for  the  year.  When,  therefore,  the  average  daily  amount 
reaches  a million  (1,000,000)  gallons  there  may  be 
months  when  the  demand  will  approach  the  capacity  of 
the  sources  as  non-developed.  This  from  the  present 
yearly  increase,  will  occur  in  1914  or  1915,  which  fact 
indicates  the  advisability  of  looking  toward  the  develop- 
ment of  an  additional  storage  basin  above  the  wells  to 
the  extent  at  least  of  acquiring  the  land  at  the  earliest 
opportunity. 

The  roof  of  the  older  well  will  require  some  repairs 
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in  the  near  future  and  at  such  time  it  is  recommended 
that  the  present  wooden  roof  be  replaced  by  a tiled  dome 
similar  to  that  on  the  new  well. 

The  steam  turbine  and  low  lift  centrifugal  pump  have 
satisfactorily  met  requirements ; the  boiler  plant  and 
Barr  pump,  with  due  allowance  for  the  poor  quality  of 
the  coal  used  during  the  year  and  for  which  the  depart- 
ment is  to  be  paid  a rebate  by  the  seller,  have  operated 
with  high  efficiency. 

Some  minor  repairs  will  soon  be  advisable  to  the  water 
end  of  the  Barr  pump,  which  has  not  been  overhauled 
for  some  years.  The  sewerage  plant  continues  to  satis- 
factorily dispose  of  the  wastes  from  the  engineer’s  house 
and  the  station. 

Twenty  leaks  have  been  found  in  the  mains,  the 
greater  part  ki  Thacher  Street  and  presumably  due  to 
electrolysis.  In  many  cases  the  leak  had  started  at  the 
top  of  the  joint  or  in  the  section  where  the  best  caulking 
is  always  done  and  the  explanation  must  apparently  be 
sought  in  some  form  of  electrolytic  action.  During  the 
year  additional  investigations  of  the  pipe  system  in  this 
regard  have  been  made  by  Mr.  Knudson,  E.  E.,  and 
your  attention  is  called  to  his  report,  which  is  appended. 

Our  experience  to  date  indicates  that  with  proper 
bonding  of  the  track,  an  adequate  return  wire  and  insu- 
lating joints  to  isolate  sections  of  the  pipe  laid  in  wet 
ground,,  the  effects  of  stray  currents  can  be  reduce  1 to  a 
minimum. 

The  standpipe  continues  in  satisfactory  condition.  In 
the  coming  year  it  will  probably  be  advisable  to  draw 
off  the  water  and  remove  whatever  deposit  has  accumu- 
lated. The  possible  danger  of  accident  to  the  standpipe 
by  lightning  has  been  a matter  of  discussion  since  its 
erection.  On  the  assumption  that  the  vertical  steel 
members,  which  extend  from  the  top  to  the  foundation, 
wfould  probably  safely  carry  off  any  charge,  no  special 
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provision  was  undertaken  until  the  present  year.  As  a 
matter  of  precaution,  during  the  past  summer,  a light- 
ning rod  of  one  and  one-half  inch  ( i]/2  in.)  galvanized 
iron  pipe,  with  five  wrought  iron  points,  was  erected  in 
the  centre  of  the  dome  and  connected  by  oooo  copper 
wire  to  the  one  inch  (i  in.)  brass  pipe  which  extends 
down  the  exterior  face  of  the  standpipe  to  the  gate  house 
and  through  which  the  cord  of  the  Winslow  recording 
apparatus  is  carried.  From  the  foot  of  this  pipe  another 
section  of  copper  wire  connects  with  the  twenty-four 
inch  (24  in.)  water  main. 

The  Winslow  apparatus  has  furnished  since  May  21 
continuous  records  of  the  amount  of  wjater  in  the  stand- 
pipe at  all  times,  providing  a concise,  graphic  history 
of  the  daily  operation  of  the  works  and  a valuable  basis 
for  the  investigation  of  leakage  and  waste. 

We  again  call  attention  to  the  desirability  of  appor- 
tioning the  assessment  for  water  service  on  a more  equi- 
table basis  than  now  exists.  At  present,  except  for  the 
direct  contribution  of  the  Town  in  amount  equal  to  the 
difference  between  income  trom  consumers  and  the  ex- 
penses of  the  department  and  not  determined  by  any 
method  which  might  express  the  benefit  derived  by  the 
Town  as  a whole,  the  department  is  dependent  for  in- 
come on  the  consumers.  That  this  is  not  a rational  ap- 
portionment of  the  assessment:  for  water  service  is  at 
once  apparent  when  it  is  realized  that  one-half  of  the 
actual  cost  of  the  system  is  due  to  provision  for  fire  pro- 
tection. In  other  words,  if  the  system  had  been  installed 
for  domestic  and  manufacturing  service  alone  the  rates 
to  consumers  could  be  cut  to  about  one-half.  In  1907 
the  consumers  paid  ninety-six  per  cent.  (96%)  of  the 
expenses  of  the  department.  It  must  be  obvious  that 
this  basis  does  not  express  the  value  of  the  service  to 
individuals  in  fire  protection  and  that  many  properties 
which  use  little  or  no  water  are  deriving  benefits  for 
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which  no  return  is  made.  A much  more  logical  method 
would  be  to  collect  a portion  of  the  income  in  the  ratio 
of  valuation  and  the  rest  from  consumers  in  proportion 
to  actual  use. 

The  first  can  be  accomplished  from  a payment  by  the 
Town  to  the  department  of  a certain  yearly  sum  for 
e'ach  hydrant,  as  would  be  the  case  if  a private  water 
company  were  controlling  the  works.  The  result  would 
make  possible  a corresponding  reduction  of  the  rates 
charged  consumers  and  the  suggested  re-arrangement 
does  not  imply  any  increased  revenue,  but  merely  a re- 
distribution on  a more  logical  basis.  It  is  further  to  be 
noted  that  no  credit  is  given  the  department  for  public 
water  used  for  street  sprinkling  and  other  purposes  and 
amounting  during  the  summer  to  fifteen  per  cent.  (15%) 
of  the  total  water  pumped.  It  is,  therefore,  evident  that 
any  contribution  which  the  Town  has  made  to  the  income 
of  the  department  is  merely  a return  for  services  rend- 
ered and  much  less  than  would  be  the  case  if  all  public 
water  were  paid  for  at  meter  rates  and  an  allowance 
made  for  fire  protection  in  the  form  of  hydrant  rental. 

A statement  of  the  present  outstanding  indebtedness 
of  the  department  is  given  in  another  part  of  this  report. 
From  this  it  appears  that  bonds  to  the  amount  of  four 
hundred  and  eighty-seven  thousand  dollars  ($487,000.00) 
have  been  issued  on  a sinking  fund  basis,  the  last  ma- 
turing November  1,  1935.  In  addition  serial  bonds  to 
the  amount  of  fifty  thousand  dollars  ($50,000.00)  were 
issued  during  the  past  year.  The  sinking  fund  at  the 
present  time  amounts  to  sixty-two  thousand  and  sixty- 
three  dollars  and  eighty-six  cents  ($62,063.86)  which, 
with  a yearly  contribution  of  nine  thousand,  five  hun- 
dred and  sixty  dollars  ($9,560.00) — figuring  a four  and 
one-half  per  cent.  (4^%)  return  on  invested  fund,  until 
the  date  of  retirement  of  the  last  bond,  will  retire  all  is- 
sues on  the  sinking  fund  basis.  To  this  amount  must  be 
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added  on  and  after  1910,  the  two  thousand  dollars 
($2,000.00)  yearly  installment  on  the  1908  issue  and  such 
further  contributions  to  a serial  payment  as  future  issues 
may  make  necessary. 

Assuming  that  extensions  will  require  a yearly  expen- 
diture of  fifteen  thousand  dollars  ($15,000.00)  in  con- 
struction account  and  allowing  for  the  variable  interest 
charges  due  to  the  payment  of  serial  bonds  and  also  esti- 
mating the  probable  future  increase  in  revenue,  it  ap- 
pears that  the  average  yearly  contribution  from  the 
Town  wjhich  will  be  necessary  will  be  about  five  thou- 
sand dollars  ($5,000.00).  Owing,  however,  to  a falling 
off  in  income  in  the  first  half  of  last  year  the  income  of 
the  department  did  not  furnish  the  addition  of  seven 
thousand  dollars  ($7,000.00)  to  the  sinking  fund  which 
the  finance  committee  deemed  necessary  and  twelve  hun- 
dred and  eleven  dollars  and  seventy  cents  ($1,211.70) 
were  drawn  from  the  construction  account  for  this  pur- 
pose. This  amount  must  be  replaced  and  it  is  therefore 
recommended  that  the  Town  appropriate  sixty-two  hun- 
dred dollars  ($6,200.00)  for  the  present  year  or  twelve 
hundred  dollars  ($1,200.00)  in  excess  of  the  average  con- 
tribution, which  it  is  estimated  will  in  future  be  sufficient 
with  the  income  of  the  department  to  pay  off  all  out- 
standing indebtedness  at  maturity. 

One  of  the  assets  of  the  department  to  which  atten- 
tion may  profitably  be  directed  is  the  hundred  and  fifty 
(150)  acres  of  land  adjacent  to  the  standpipe  and  along 
the  main  pipe  lines  to  the  pumping  station.  This  land 
is  now  wprth  several  times  the  amount  paid  for  it  and  in 
its  situation,  topography  and  accessibility  through  the 
electric  service  recently  constructed  furnishes  a most 
valuable  foundation  for  a future  park  system  reaching 
from  the  standpipe  to  Orr’s  Pond,  included.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Water  Commissioners: 

Gentlemen : — I submit  the  following  report  of  the 
condition  and  operation  of  the  W ater  Department  for 
the  year  ending  December  31,  1908: 

Extension  of  Mains. 

During  the  year  there  have  been  thirty-five  extensions 
of  main  pipe,  amounting  to  10,560  feet,  as  shown  by  fol- 
lowing table.  Thirteen  of  these  were  under  guarantees, 
the  rest  are  self-sustaining. 

The  unusual  number  of  extensions  is  largely  due  to 
the  development  of  new  plats,  thereby  adding  to  the 
taxable  valuation  of  the  town. 

The  call  for  such  extensions  will  probably  continue 
with  the  natural  and  prosperous  growth  of  the  town. 

The  longest  extensions  are  as  follows : 

Mechanics  Street,  extending  1,008  feet,  connecting  two 
dead  ends,  thereby  giving  circulation  on  this  line. 

Cumberland  Avenue,  South  Attleborough,  a distance 
of  1,339  feet- 

The  extension  from  Park  Street  to  the  Attleborough 
Sanitarium,  a distance  of  1,126  feet. 

Services. 

Total  number  of  services  in  use  2,098,  including  139 
new  services  this  year. 

Nine  old  services  have  been  replaced  with  cement- 
lined  pipe. 

Amount  of  service  pipe  laid  as  follows : 

1,824  feet  from  main  to  service  box. 

5,221  feet  from  service  box  to  cellar. 

1.530  feet  sold  to  plumbers  and  others  for  inside  use. 
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Total  service  pipe  laid  8,575  feet,  or  1.6  miles. 


Hydrants. 

During  the  year  sixteen  new  hydrants  have  been  set 
and  five  old  ones  have  been  replaced.  All  hydrants  have 
been  inspected  and  flushed  during  the  year  and  a com- 
plete list  of  locations  is  published  in  this  report. 


Leaks. 

The  total  number  of  leaks  is  61.  Of  these  20  are  on 
mains,,  17  on  services,  two  of  which  were  caused  by 
electrolysis,  18  on  hydrants,  4 on  gates  and  2 on  stand- 
pipes.

The  improvements  at  station  have  been  completed  and 
necessary  repairs  have  been  made  on  pumping  plant, 
except  on  Barr  pump,  which  should  be  overhauled  and 
necessary  repairs  made  at  once,  as  suggested  in  Com- 
missioners’ report.  May  4,  1908,  W.  P.  Whittemore 
succeeded  George  H.  Palmer  as  chief  engineer.  The 
station  and  grounds  have  been  well  cared  for  during  the 
year  and  the  re-location  of  the  street  in  front  of  station 
will  make  it  necessary  to  re-grade  the  lawn  of  station 
and  cottage,  which  will  be  attended  to  in  the  spring. 

Electrolysis. 

The  following  reports  of  A.  A.  Knudson,  E.  E.,  on 
surveys  made  during  the  year  are  submitted,  showing 
that  the  danger  to  water  mains  has  been  largely  elim- 
inated.

Gentlemen : — I hand  you,  herewith,  the  tabulated  volt- 
meter readings  taken  upon  the  lines  of  the  Taunton  & 
Pawtucket  Railway  Company,  together  with  my  report 
explaining  the  conditions  which  cause  electrolysis  to  the 
mains  and  service  pipes  in  the  vicinity  of  Briggs  Corner: 

Voltmeter  readings  taken  between  rails  of  Taunton  & 
Pawtucket  Railway  Company  and  hydrants ; from 
power  house,  through  Park  Avenue  to  Emory 
Street,  between  4 p.  m.  arid  5 130  p.  m.,  May  6,  1908 : 


With  one  exception  all  of  these  readings  show  current 
flowing  in  both  directions,  that  is  to  say,  at  the  power 
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house  the  flow  is  pipe  (+)  or  from  the  pipe  continuously 
to  rails,  while  at  the  other  readings  it  is  at  times  pipe 
(+)  and  reverses  to  pipe  ( — ) or  from  the  rails  to  mains. 
It  will  be  understood  from  former  reports  that  at  points 
where  mains  are  (+)  either  continuously  (as  in  the  case 
at  the  power  house)  or  nearly  so,  they  are  in  danger 
from  electrolysis  if  in  damp  or  wet  soil.  The  reversals 
to  ( — ) negative  are  caused  by  the  movements  of  cars 
over  the  line,  during  the  absence  of  cars  when  readings 
were  taken  the  direction  would  be  pipe  (+)  ; when  a car 
approached  the  flow  would  be  forced  in  the  opposite  di- 
rection ; after  the  car  passed,  the  (+)  condition  would 
resume  again.  The  (-{-)  readings  grow  less  from  the 
power  house  north  to  Emory  Street,  and  the  negative 
readings  increase.  We  find  the  danger  area  is  from 
about  Steere  Street  to  the  power  house,  the  principal 
point  being  in  the  vicinity  of  Briggs  Corner  and  power 
house. 

There  are  two  causes  which  we  believe  are  responsible 
for  these  conditions,  which  result  in  damage  to  your 
pipes : 

(a)  Defective  bonding  at  the  rail  joints; 

(b)  The  low  ground  at  Forest  Street,  where  the 

rails  are  continually  in  water  or  wet  soil, 
or  the  rails  may  be  grounded  at  this 
point  by  special  connection. 

In  regard  to  “(b),”  this  “ground”  has  the  effect  of 
making  a path  of  low  resistance  in  the  soil  between  the 
rails  and  pipe,  by  which  current  from  the  rails  easily 
passes  into  the  main  and  followis  it  until  they  pass  out 
again,  which  is  mostly  in  the  vicinity  of  Briggs  Corner, 
or  near  the  power  house,  where  damage  has  been  caused. 

There  is  another  point  to  be  considered  in  reference 
to  “(b).”  The  flow  of  current  from  the  Interstate  tracks 
over  to  the  Taunton  & Pawtucket  tracks,  which  former- 
ly passed  by  way  of  underground  pipes  in  Emory  Street, 
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causing  their  destruction,  is  largely  attracted  by  such 
ground  connection  on  the  Taunton  & Pawtucket  rails. 
This  has  been  proven  by  former  tests,  as  for  instance  the 
one  made  upon  the  Taunton  & Pawtucket  rails  between 
Briggs  Corner  and  the  power  house,  with  the  station 
switches  open,  and  closed  (See  report  dated  August  12, 
1905.)  When  open  there  was  practically  no  flow  of  for- 
eign current  on  the  rails,  which  shows  that  what  current 
passes  from  Interstate  tracks  to  Taunton  & Pawtucket 
tracks  by  way  of  the  new  track  connection  between  the 
two  lines  at  Emory  and  Union  Streets  goes  to  “ground’' 
at,  or  near,  Forest  Street. 

Conclusion. 

It  is  suggested  that  the  Taunton  & Pawtucket  Com- 
pany be  requested  to  take  this  matter  up  of  correcting 
these  two  points,  viz : 

Improving  the  bonding  at  the  rail  joints, 
Removing  the  “ground’’  near  Forest  Street. 

In  regard  to  the  “ground,’  if  it  is  caused  simply  by  the 
rails  resting  in  water,  some  drainage  method  should  be 
applied,  or  if  this  is  not  practical,  the  tracks  should  be 
raised. 

If  there  is  a metallic  connection  between  the  rails  and 
soil,  it  should  be  forthwith  removed. 

In  either  case  the  removal  of  such  “ground”  will  not 
only  help  reduce  the  flow  on  your  main  in  Park  Street, 
and  consequent  damage  near  the  power  house,  but  also 
reduce  the  attraction  from  Interstate  currents  to  flow  to 
Taunton  & Pawtucket  tracks. 

In  view1  of  the  fact  that  your  main  at  the  power  house 
is  a 3-inch  cement  lined,  the  metal  is  comparatively  thin, 
and  unless  this  matter  is  promptly  attended  to  you  may 
expect  further  leaks  from  electrolysis  in  the  near  fu- 
ture, either  upon  service  pipes  or  upon  the  main. 
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The  cause  of  damage  to  service  pipes  we  find  due  to 
currents  from  the  Taunton  & Pawtucket  lines,  for  which 
reimbursement  should  be  made. 

It  was  not  deemed  warrantable  at  this  time  to  uncover 
the  2-inch  main  to  determine  the  extent  of  damage,  and 
this  has  been  left,  with  other  matters,  until  our  visit  in 
July  next.

Dear  Sir : — I beg  to  report  the  result  of  my  investiga- 
tion for  electrolysis  upon  the  mains  which  connect  with 
the  standpipe  in  Attleborough,  and  also  at  other  places, 
as  show|n  by  the  enclosed  table  of  tests. 

Last  spring,  when  in  Attleborough  (May  5,  1908),  we 
investigated  the  current  indications  in  and  around  the 
standpipe,  and  made  measurements  of  current  flow  in 
the  basement  on  the  mains. 

At  that  time  there  was  a flow  discovered  in  the  mains, 
part  of  the  time  entering  the  structure,  and  again  leav- 
ing The  reading  at  that  time,  which  seemed  the  most 
conclusive,  was  taken  on  the  16-inch  intake  main,  close 
to  where  it  enters  the  standpipe.  Current  was  found 
flowing  out  of  the  standpipe  at  that  time  with  a range 
of  o to  4.2  amperes.  This  flow  was  continuously  in  the 
same  direction,  which  was  ascertained  by  repeated  tests. 
As  this  current  would  in  all  probability  cause  damage

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to  some  of  the  metal  parts  of  the  structure,  the  question 
was  seriously  considered  as  to  what  could  be  done  to 
eliminate  same. 

At  that  time  a new  trolley  line  was  under  process  of 
construction,  which  would  pass  a short  distance  north  of 
the  standpipe.  The  question  as  to  what  efifect  this  ap- 
parent new  source  of  danger  would  have  as  to  a further 
menace  from  electrolysis  was  considered,  and  after  con- 
sulting with  other  members  of  your  Board  it  was 
thought  best  to  wait  until  that  new  line  was  completed, 
and  then  make  further  tests. 

These  tests  w^ere  made  when  the  line  was  in  operation, 
on  Nov.  24,  1908,  at  the  same  point  on  the  16-inch  intake 
main  as  the  former  tests  were  made.  At  this  time  an 
observer  was  stationed  to  watch  the  movements  of  cars, 
when  they  approached,  crossed  over  the  mains,  and  re- 
ceded. At  these  tests  the  writer  used  a new  pattern 
voltmeter,  a most  delicate  instrument,  and  with  the  best 
possible  connections  on  the  main  was  unable,  after  sev- 
eral attempts,  to  discover  the  first  sign  of  a current  flow- 
ing either  in  or  out  of  the  standpipe.  Another  test 
which  goes  to  confirm  that  made  in  the  basement  of  the 
standpipe,  is,  the  structure  was  negative  ( — ) to  the  soil, 
wjhich  means  if  there  was  any  flow  in  its  vicinity  at  all 
it  is,  electrically  speaking,  in  a position  of  safety. 

I am  pleased,  therefore,  to  report  that,  instead  of  the 
new  trolley  line  acting  as  an  additional  menace  as  to 
electrolysis  upon  the  standpipe,  it  in  efifect  acts  as  a 
means  to  relieve  the  mains  and  standpipe  of  the  cur- 
rents previously  found  upon  them,  by  establishing  a new 
path  for  these  currents  to  return  to  the  power  house  in 
this  part  of  the  country. 

Tests  were  also  made  further  west  (which  are  re- 
corded in  the  enclosed  table)  between  hydrants,  rails, 
and  earth.  At  Orr’s  Corner,  owing  to  the  presence  of 
a track  feeder  connection  a “positive”  area  was  found, 
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which  is  reversed  to  negative  when  a car  is  approaching 
and  passing  this  point. 

At  Newport  Avenue  and  West  Street  the  highest 
“negative”  reading  was  found,  while  a car  was  ascend- 
ing grade  at  a curve,  viz.,  19  volts.  This  changed  back 
to  low)  “positive”  after  the  car  moved  away. 

Taunton  & Pawtucket  Line. 

Other  tests  were  again  made  over  the  Taunton  & 
Pawtucket  Line.  In  Emory  Street  the  readings  have 
now  changed  from  the  dangerous  “positive,”  which  for- 
merly caused  destruction  to  the  6-inch  main  in  a part 
of  this  street,  to  “negative.”  This  is  largely  caused  by 
the  new  track  extension  into  Pleasant  Street,  where  it 
makes  connection  with  the  Interstate  tracks.  The  in- 
sulating joints  in  this  main  also  protects  it  from  further 
damage. 

The  point  on  this  line  where  damage  may  be  expected, 
either  to  service  pipes  or  mains,  is  in  the  vicinity  of  the 
power  house,  where  there  is  a range  from  o to  10.5  volts, 
main  “positive,”  to  rails.  This  high  reading  is  undoubt- 
edly due  to  inefficient  rail  return,  either  in  unbonded 
tracks  or  lack  of  proper  return  feeders. 

In  conclusion,  we  have  to  say  that  there  are  no  indica- 
tions of  danger  from  electrolysis  at  the  standpipe,  at  the 
present  time.  In  case  the  bonds  should  fail  on  the  new 
railwfay  line  in  the  future,  the  probability  would  be  the 
currents  formerly  found  there  would  return  again.  This 
can  be  easily  ascertained,  however,  by  occasional  tests. 

The  readings  at  Orr’s  Corner,  where  the  main  was 
found  positive  to  rails,  is  not  considered  specially  impor- 
tant, as  they  do  not  continually  remain  in  this  direction. 
The  same  may  be  said  at  Newport  Avenue,  where  the 
high  “negative”  is  momentary.  With  the  exception,  at 
the  power  house  on  the  Taunton  & Pawtucket  Line 
there  is  now  no  point  on  your  piping  system  that  I .am 
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aware  of  where  electrolysis  may  be  considered 
menacing.

Water  Ordinances. 

Section  i.  Water  Commissioners  shall,  at  their  first 
meeting,  after  the  annual  Town  election,  choose  from 
their  number  a chairman.  Two  members  shall  be  a 
quorum  for  the  exercise  of  the  powers  and  performance 
of  the  duties  of  the  Water  Commissioners.  The  Com- 
missioners may  appoint  and  remove  at  their  discretion 
a clerk,  who  shall  also  be  Water  Registrar,  a superin- 
tendent and  such  employees  or  agents  as  they  may  deem 
necessary,  and  may  prescribe  their  duties.  They  may 
fix  the  salaries  of  such  clerk,  employees  and  agents  sub- 
ject to  the  instructions  and  control  of  the  Town. 

Sec.  2.  The  Water  Board  shall  have  the  exclusive 
and  entire  charge,  superintendence  and  oversight  of  all 
land,  structures,  works  and  apparatus  designed  and  pro- 
vided for  obtaining  and  supplying  pure  water  for  the 
uses  of  the  Town.  They  shall  have  the  exclusive  control 
and  management  of  the  uses,  repairs  and  extensions  of 
such  work  and  structures,  whether  newly  determined 
upon  or  otherwise 

Sec.  3.  The  Water  Board  shall  have  control  and 
jurisdiction  over  all  sources  of  supply  possessed  by  the 
Town,  and  all  lands  appurtenant  thereto,  owned  or  law- 
fully controlled  by  the  Town,  and  they  may  exercise  all 
rights  as  to  entry  upon  and  passage  over  private  prem- 
ises which  are  now  or  may  become  vested  in  the  Town, 
belonging  or  relating  to  the  management  of  the  water 
works  and  supply  of  water. 

Sec.  4.  The  Water  Board  shall  use  diligent  care  for 
the  protection  and  security  of  all  sources  of  water  from 
which  a supply  is  obtained,  so  that  the  purity  thereof 
may  not  be  impaired. 

Sec.  5.  The  Water  Board  shall,  as  often  as  once  in 
each  calendar  month,  meet  and  examine  all  bills  and 
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claims  incurred  by  them  in  the  prosecution  of  their  duty 
and  all  claims  approved  shall  be  certified  by  them  before 
payment  of  the  same  by  the  Town  Treasurer. 

The  Water  Board  shall  keep  a full  record  of  their 
proceedings,  and  they  shall,  at  the  annual  Town  meeting, 
make  a report  in  detail  to  the  Town  of  their  official  acts 
and  doings  for  the  year  preceding,  with  estimates  of 
expenditures  and  receipts  for  the  year  succeeding,  and 
such  suggestions  and  recommendations  as  may  seem  to 
them  for  the  benefit  of  the  Town. 

Sec.  6.  The  Water  Board  shall  make  all  proper 
arrangements  for  the  sufficient  supply  of  water  for  use 
at  fires,  and  for  furnishing  the  same  in  the  most  efficient 
and  suitable  manner.  They  shall,  in  consultation  with 
the  Selectmen,  arrange  for  such  supply  of  water  as  may 
be  required  for  operating  any  public  fountains,  or  orna- 
mental public  water  works,  for  flushing  and  cleansing 
public  sewers  and  drains,  for  sprinkling  streets,  and  for 
any  other  use  clearly  distinct  from  that  of  ordinary 
water  takers. 

Sec.  7.  The  Water  Board  shall  have  exclusive  charge 
of  the  supply  of  water,  may  make  all  the  necessary 
arrangements  therefor,  and  such  rules  and  regulations 
and  rates  as  they  may  deem  to  be  judicious. 

Sec.  8.  The  following  rules  and  regulations  are 
hereby  established,  and,  together  with  such  rules,  regula- 
tions and  rates  as  shall,  from  time  to  time,  be  made  by 
the  Water  Board,  under  the  authority  of  the  preceding 
section,  shall  be  considered  a part  of  the  contract  with 
every  person  who  takes  the  water,  and  the  fact  of  taking 
shall  be  considered  as  expressing  assent  on  the  part  of 
the  taker  to  be  bound  thereby. 

Whenever  any  of  them  is  violated,  although  two  or 
more  parties  may  receive  the  wlater  through  the  same 
pipe,  the  water  shall  be  cut  off  and  not  let  on  again 
except  by  order  of  the  Water  Board,  and  on  payment 
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of  one  dollar,  and  in  case  of  such  violation,  any  payment 
for  the  water  by  the  person  committing  such  violation 
shall  be  forfeited. 

Rules  and  Regulations. 

1.  Application  for  the  use  of  water  must  be  made 
in  writing  at  the  office  of  the  Water  Registrar  in  the 
prescribed  form,  and  must  state  fully  and  truly  the  use 
which  it  is  to  be  applied. 

No  water  shall  be  supplied  by  takers  to  persons  not 
entitled  to  its  use. 

2.  All  persons  taking  the  water  shall  keep  the  service 
pipes  within  their  premises  in  good  repair  and  protected 
from  frost  at  their  own  expense,  and  they  shall  be  held 
liable  for  all  damages  resulting  from  their  failure  to  do 
so.  They  shall  provide  a stop  and  waste  cock,  to  be 
properly  located  inside  the  building,  and  have  the  pipes 
so  arranged  that  the  water  can  be  drawn  from  them 
whenever  there  is  danger  of  its  freezing. 

3.  They  shall  prevent  all  voluntary  waste  of  water, 
and  shall  not  allow  water  to  run  through  their  fixtures 
to  prevent  freezing,  and  there  shall  be  no  concealment 
of  the  purpose  for  which  the  water  is  used. 

4.  No  alteration  shall  be  made  in  any  of  the  pipes 
or  fixtures  inserted  by  the  Town  except  by  persons 
authorized  by  the  Water  Board,  who  shall  be  allowed 
to  enter  the  premises  to  examine  the  apparatus,  the 
quantity  of  water  used  and  the  manner  of  its  use  and  to 
ascertain  whether  there  is  any  unnecessary  waste. 

5.  The  Town  reserves  to  itself  the  right,  whenever 
the  Water  Board  deems  it  necessary  to  repair  the  works, 
to  shut  off  the  water  in  whole  or  in  part. 

6.  The  Water  Registrar  or  Superintendent,  or  their 
agents  or  assistants  may  enter  the  premises  of  any  water 
taker  to  examine  the  quantity  used  and  the  manner  of 
its  use  and  to  cut  off  the  water  for  non-payment  of  rents

or  fines,  or  any  violations  of  these  regulations  or  for  any 
other  necessary  purpose  connected  with  the  discharge  of 
their  duties. 

7.  Owners  shall  be  responsible  for  water  supplied  to 
their  premises.  When  water  is  supplied  to  more  than 
one  taker  through  a single  service,  the  bill  may  be  made 
either  to  the  owner  of  the  estate  or  by  the  direction  of 
the  owner  to  the  tenants;  but  in  case  of  non-payment 
the  water  may  be  shut  off,  notwithstanding  one  or  more 
takers  may  have  paid  their  proportion  to  such  owner  or 
the  Town. 

8.  A taker  may  be  required  at  any  time  to  attach  to 
the  service  pipe  of  his  premises  a meter  of  suitable  size, 
when  at  the  discretion  of  the  Water  Board  it  seems  for 
the  interest  of  the  Town.  And  in  all  such  cases  the  rates 
for  the  current  year  shall  be  adjusted  by  the  meter  read- 
ings, even  if  a bill  by  fixture  rates  has  already  been 
settled. 

9.  All  service  pipe  and  stop  cocks  wjill  be  supplied 
and  put  down  to  the  sidewalk  line  by  the  Town.  All 
work  beyond  the  sidewalk  line  shall  be  done  under  the 
direction  and  approval  of  the  Water  Board  by  the  water 
taker  and  at  his  expense  both  for  labor  and  material. 

10.  In  all  cases  of  non-payment  of  water  rent  in 
thirty  days  after  the  same  is  due,  or  violating  the  above 
rules  the  water  may  be  shut  off.  The  sum  of  $1  will  be 
charged  for  letting  it  on. 

11.  Since  January  1,  1902,  no  person  or  persons 
are  allowed  to  connect  two  or  more  houses  together 
through  one  service  connection  with  the  main  water  pipe 
unless  by  special  permit  from  the  Water  Board;  and  if 
any  are  so  connected  in  the  future  without  permission 
the  w&ter  may  be  shut  off  from  the  service  in  use  until  a 
new  service  conection  is  made  with  the  connecting 
house. 

On  all  services  where  two  or  more  houses  are  now' 
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connected  through  one  service  the  owner  shall  not  have 
the  benefit  of  the  sliding  scale  of  water  rates  until  the 
average  of  each  house  so  connected  amounts  to  the  same 
as  allowed  by  the  same  rates  for  a single  house. 

12.  The  Water  Board  reserves  to  itself  the  right  to 
shut  off  the  water  at  the  street  service  from  the  property 
of  any  person  or  persons  disconnecting  or  taking  out  a 
water  meter  on  their  premises  without  permission,  and 
water  so  turned  off  shall  not  be  let  on  again  until  a 
satisfactory  settlement  for  same  offense  is  made  with  the 
Water  Board. 

13.  All  persons  or  firms  wishing  to  have  private  hy- 
drants or  sprinklers  connected  with  the  town  watei 
supply  shall  make  application  to  the  Water  Board  and 
sign  an  application  for  same,  by  which  they  agree  to 
comply  with  the  by-laws  of  the  department,  and  also  file 
a plan  of  piping  for  the  entire  system  and  the  water  will 
not  be  turned  on  until  the  system  is  inspected  by  the 
Board  or  their  representatives. 

The  Water  Board  shall  inspect  the  system  as  often 
as  they  deem  necessary,  and  if  any  repairs  are  necessary 
they  shall  be  made  by  them  at  the  expense  of  the  owner. 

All  outside  piping  connecting  with  the  Towtn  system 
shall  be  laid  by  the  Water  Department  at  the  expense 
of  the  owner. 

All  valves  and  private  hydrants  shall  be  sealed  by  the 
Water  Department. 

14.  All  persons  or  firms  having  private  fire  connec- 
tions for  sprinklers  and  private  hydrants  on  the  premises 
or  in  buildings  are  forbidden  to  use  the  water  for  any 
purposes  excepting  fires,  and  shall  not  open  any  private 
hydrant  in  or  out  of  the  building  for  any  other  pur- 
poses, excepting  fire,  unless  by  permission  of  the  Water 
Board. 

For  any  violation  of  this  by-law  the  Water  Board  may 
impose  a fine  of  not  less  than  $5.00  and  not  more  than 
$20.00. 
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If  water  is  used  for  any  other  purposes  than  for  fires 
the  Water  Board  shall  estimate  the  amount  so  used 
and  shall  charge  regular  rates. 

If  the  fine  or  bill  for  w|ater  is  not  paid  when  presented 
the  Water  Board  may  shut  off  the  water  furnished  the 
private  hydrants  or  sprinklers  from  the  town  supply 
until  such  fine  or  bill  for  water  is  paid  and  the  sum  of 
two  dollars  shall  be  charged  for  turning  it  on. 

15.  All  services  shall  be  laid  by  the  Water  Board 
from  the  sidewalk  line  to  the  cellar  at  the  expense  of  the 
owner.  The  Water  Board  may  make  an  estimate  of  the 
cost  of  the  owner’s  part  and  may  demand  a deposit  for 
the  same  before  laying  the  pipe. 

Applicants  wishing  a service  pipe  laid  when  there  is 
frost  in  the  ground  shall  pay  the  extra  expense  caused 
by  the  frost,  on  the  part  laid  by  the  town. 

16.  Applications  for  extensions  of  mains  through 
private  ways  or  grounds  shall  in  no  case  be  granted  un- 
less the  owner  thereof  executes  a proper  instrument 
securing  to  the  town  the  right  of  permanent  occupation, 
free  from  any  acts  of  interefence  that  shall  affect  the 
safety  of  the  pipe,  and  securing  to  the  department  free 
right  of  entrance  for  purposes  of  inspection  and  main- 
tenance. 

17.  The  town  pond,  South  Attleborough  shall  be  open 
for  fishing,  Tuesdays  and  Fridays,  to  residents  of  the 
Tow,n  of  Attleborough  only,  upon  application  at  the 
water  office  for  permission.  No  fishing  through  the  ice 
will  be  allowed.  There  shall  be  no  dead  fish  left  around 
the  pond  or  thrown  into  the  water.  No  nuisances  shall 
be  committed  around  the  pond  or  from  boats,  and  every 
care  shall  be  taken  by  persons  fishing  not  to  contaminate 
the  purity  of  the  water  Persons  having  permits  shall 
show  them  to  any  officer  of  the  Town  or  Water  Depart- 
ment when  called  upon  to  do  so.  Anyone  caught  fishing 
without  a permit,  or  in  any  way  violating  this  by-law, 
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will  be  refused  permission  to  fish  and  will  be  prosecuted 
to  the  full  extent  of  the  law'. 

Sec.  9.  The  water  rates  and  meter  rents  shall  be  pay- 
able semi-annually  in  advance  on  the  first  days  of  Janu- 
ary and  July  of  each  year.  All  charges  for  specific 
supplies  or  supplies  for  fractional  parts  of  the  year  shall 
be  payable  in  advance  and  before  the  water  is  let  on.  In 
all  cases  where  the  consumption  of  water  is  ascertained 
by  meters,  any  excess  of  the  minimum  rates  shall  be 
payable  annually,  quarterly  or  monthly,  as  may  be  re- 
quired by  the  Water  Board.  Bills  for  the  same  shall  be 
due  when  rendered. 

Sec.  10.  If  any  person  shall  turn  on  or  turn  off  the 
water  in  any  public  water  pipes  or  reservoirs  without  the 
license  of  the  Water  Board  he  shall  be  liable  to  a penalty 
of  not  less  than  $3  nor  more  than  $20  upon  conviction 
thereof  before  a trial  justice  or  court  having  jurisdiction 
of  offenses  arising  under  town  by-laws. 


Report  of  Committee  on  Soldiers 
and  Sailors  Monument 


To  the  Citizens  of  Attleboro: 

Gentlemen: — At  the  annual  Town  Meeting  in  March, 
1906,  on  motion  of  Capt.  Edward  Caufy,  it  was  voted 
that  a committee  of  seven  be  appointed  to  consider  the 
matters  expressed  in  Article  33  of  the  warrant ; viz, : 
“To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  erect  a monumeir: 
in  memory  of  the  soldiers  and  sailors  who  enlisted  from 
Attleboro  and  who  lost  their  lives  in  the  War  of  1861 
to  1865,  or  will  do  anything  in  relation  thereto.” 

That  committee  gave  the  matter  careful  consideration 
and  at  the  annual  meeting,  March,  1907,  reported  recom- 
mending that  the  Town  erect  a soldiers  and  sailors 
monument  on  the  common  and  that  the  sum  of  seventy- 
five  hundred  dollars  be  appropriated  for  the  same. 

This  report  was  recommitted  to  the  committee  with 
instructions  “To  take  such  action  as  may  be  possible  to 
inform  the  public  of  the  proposed  model  or  design,  by 
publishing  the  same,  and  that  local  parties  be  given  an 
opportunity  to  present  designs.” 

In  pursuance  to  these  instructions  the  committee  ad- 
vertised in  the  local  papers  for  designs,  and  exhibited 
the  designs  and  models  received  for  a number  of  days 
in  the  Town  Clerk’s  office,  and  also  at  the  special  Town 
Meeting,  June  13,  1907,  at  which  meeting  the  committee 
recommended  that  the  sum  of  eight  thousand  dollars  be 
appropriated,  which  sum  was  voted  by  the  meeting  and 
the  committee  was  authorized  to  select  such  design  as 
they  thought  would  be  best  suited  to  the  Town. 
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After  a number  of  meetings  at  which  the  designs  al- 
ready shown,  and  others  that  were  received  afterwards 
were  considered,  it  was  unanimously  voted  to  contract 
with  J.  W.  White  & Sons  of  Quincy,  Mass.,  for  their  de- 
sign at  a cost  of  eight  thousand  dollars. 

As  there  was  some  question  as  to  the  proposed  loca- 
tion of  the  monument,  it  was  voted  at  the  special  Town 
Meeting  held  November  15,  1907 — under  Article  6 — 
“That  the  proposed  Monument  be  placed  in  the  square 
on  Park  Street  east  of  the  steam  railroad,  and  that  the 
selectmen  be  authorized  to  give  the  use  of  such  land  as 
is  necessary  for  that  location.” 

The  annual  Town  Meeting  of  March  2,  1908,  appropri- 
ated five  hundred  dollars  for  the  purpose  of  providing 
a suitable  curbing  for  the  monument  when  placed  m the 
square. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  committee  in  April,  1908,  it  was 
voted  that  William  A.  Streeter  Post,  G.  A.  R.,  be  invited 
to  appoint  a committee  of  six  to  assist  this  committee  m 
carrying  out  a program  dedicating  the  new  monument. 
Emmons  D.  Guild,  Everett  S.  Horton,  William  H.  '..off, 
Edwiard  Caufy,  George  R.  Adams,  F.  L.  Le Baron  were 
appointed  by  the  Post  and  assisted  the  committee  on 
June  20,  1908,  in  the  following  program: 

1.  Music  by  Attleboro  Band. 

2.  Prayer  by  Rev.  John  H.  Applebee. 

3.  Unveiling  of  the  Monument  by  Miss  Gertrude  E. 

Horton. 

4.  Presenting  of  the  Monument  to  the  Selectmen  of 

the  Town  by  Chairman  of  the  Monument 

Committee. 

5.  Acceptance  by  the  Selectmen,  and  request  to  the 

G.  A.  R.  to  dedicate  the  same. 

6.  Singing  by  the  School  Children. 

7.  G.  A.  R.  services. 

8.  Recitation  by  Miss  Gertrude  Sweeney. 

9.  Oration  by  Comrade  J.  Willard  Brown,  Junior 

Vice  Commander  of  the  Dep’t.  of  Mass. 

G.  A.  R. 
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10.  Singing. 

11.  Flag  Salute. 

12.  Benediction  by  Rev.  J.  Lee  Mitchell. 

The  Town  is  to  be  congratulated  in  having  been  able 
to  procure  one  of  the  finest  soldiers  and  sailors  monu- 
ments in  the  country,  and  at  a cost  within  the  appropria- 
tion. The  total  appropriation  being  eight  thousand,  five 
hundred  dollars,  and  the  total  expenditures  eight  thou- 
sand, four  hundred  and  ninety  dollars  and  five  cents, 
there  remains  an  unexpended  balance  of  nine  dollars  and 
ninety-five  cents. 

The  monument  stands  as  a fitting  tribute  of  Attle- 
borough’s loyalty  to  her  brave  sons,  teaching  a lesson  of 
patriotism  and  good  citizenship  to  thousands  who  daily 
gaze  upon  it.

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REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE 

To  the  Citizens  of  Attleborough: 

We  herewith  submit  the  report  of  our  doings  as  school 
committee  for  the  year  1908.  We  realize  that  a large 
per  cent,  of  the  tax  levy  goes  into  our  educational  de- 
partment and  we  have  endeavored  to  give  the  town  the 
best  results  possible  for  the  money  expended ; and  we 
think  our  schools  will  compare  favorably  with  those  of 
other  towns  of  our  size  in  the  state. 

Ever  since  a special  instructor  of  drawing  has  been 
employed  in  our  schools,  up  to  January  first  of  the  pres- 
ent year,  the  Trustees  of  the  Richardson  School  Fund 
have  paid  $500  each  year  towards  that  teacher’s  salary. 
At  that  date,  however,  they  deemed  it  wise  to  discon- 
tinue that  payment,  and  during  the  present  year  the 
town  will  have  to  bear  that  extra  burden. 

Buildings. 

Our  buildings  remain  much  in  the  same  condition  as 
one  year  ago,  with  the  exception  of  the  Robinson  build- 
ing, which  was  destroyed  by  fire,  January  15,  1908.  Im- 
mediately after  the  fire  the  committee  hired  a room  in 
the  old  Barrows  Tavern,  South  Attleborough,  and 
opened  a school  there  for  the  lower  grades.  Transporta- 
tion was  furnished  to  that  place  and  to  the  South  Attle- 
borough school  for  the  pupils  from  the  Robinson  School 
district.  At  the  end  of  the  year  we  were  notified  by  the 
State  Inspector  that  if  we  continued  a school  in  the 
tavern  we  should  have  to  equip  the  building  with  a fire 
escape,  but  it  being  private  property  we  did  not  deem 
it  wise  to  do  so,  and  another  room  has  been  added  to  the 
South  Attleborough  building.  From  the  opening  of  the 
fall  term,  all  of  the  Robinson  school  pupils  have  been 
transported  to  South  Attleborough,  and  the  same  ar- 
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rangement  will  continue  until  the  opening  of  the  new 
Washington  school. 

With  the  exception  of  the  South  Attleborough  build- 
ing, where  the  new  room  was  added,  no  large  amount 
has  been  expended  on  any  one  building.  As  the  financial 
statement  shows,  there  has  been  expended  for  repairs 
and  furniture  $3,448.83,  of  which  $2,946.56  was  for  re- 
pairs and  $502.27  for  furniture.  Of  the  amount  ex- 
pended for  furniture  $363.67  was  for  new  furniture  made 
necessary  by  the'  opening  of  new  rooms  and  the  in- 
creased attendance  in  other  rooms.  The  new  room  at 
the  South  Attleborough  school  cost  altogether,  including 
the  furniture,  $965 ; and  the  changes  made  on  the  build- 
ings in  order  to  bring  them  up  to  the  requirements  of  the 
state — fire  escapes  on  the  Turner  street  building  and  the 
office  building  at  Sanford  Street,  stair  rails,  new  locks, 
doors  opening  outward,  boiler  repairs,  fire  extinguishers, 
etc. — cost  over  $1,100  more.  These  expenditures  re- 
duced our  appropriation  to  such  an  extent  that  only 
about  $2,000  has  been  spent  on  the  regular  repair  work. 
As  a result  many  needful  repairs  have  been  left  undone, 
as  they  could  only  be  done  by  overdrawing  the  appro- 
priation. 

During  the  coming  year  the  South  Attleborough 
school  should  have  a new  heater  and  be  properly  ventil- 
ated, and  some  move  should  be  made  looking  toward 
ventilation  for  the  Sanford  Street  buildings. 


New  Buildings. 

The  report  of  the  committees  appointed  to  erect  the 
two  new  buildings  will  be  found  as  separate  reports. 
We  expect  to  occupy  the  Washington  school  before  the 
annual  meeting  of  the  Town  in  March  and  the  Charles 
E.  Bliss  school  by  the  first  of  September  of  the  present 
year.  With  the  opening  of  these  new  buildings  the 
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present  crowded  condition  of  our  schools  will  be  re- 
lieved, but  if  the  town  continues  to  grow  in  the  future  as 
in  the  past,  new  buildings  will  continually  be  required 
to  meet  that  growth. 


Insurance. 

At  the  last  annual  meeting  the  Town  voted  and  in- 
structed the  School  Committee  to  insure  the  school 
buildings,  and  appropriated  the  sum  of  $1,750  for  that 
purpose. 

The  School  Committee  appointed  W.  J.  Newman  and 
Harvey  E.  Clap  to  attend  to  the  same  and  the  school 
buildings  are  insured  as  follows :

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  OF 
WASHINGTON  SCHOOL 


To  the  School  Committee: 

Having  been  appointed  by  you  to  purchase  land,  se- 
cure plans,  and  erect  a four-room  brick  school  house  in 
South  Attleboro,  we  wish  to  report  as  follows : 

After  carefully  looking  over  the  section  where  the  new 
building  was  to  be:  erected  we  decided  that  the  proper 
place  for  it  was  on  Washington  street,  just  north  of 
Mendon  Road,  and  we  purchased  about  one  acre  of  land 
from  Rebecca  M.  Guild  for  $1,000.00. 

We  then  had  plans  submitted  by  nine  different  archi- 
tects, and  accepted  those  drawn  by  R.  C.  N.  Monahan  of 
Pawtucket.  The  plans  made  were  for  a building  with 
three  entrances  and  large  enough  so  that  we  could  add  on 
four  more  rooms  at  a cost  of  about  eight  thousand  dol- 
lars. When  w*e  got  in  our  bids  we  found  that  we  would 
require  $5,000.00  more  to  carry  out  our  plans.  We 
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asked  for  this  at  a special  Town  Meeting  and  being  re- 
fused, we  were  obliged  to  abandon  these  plans  and  get 
another  set.  Wfe  have  built  a building  practically  on  the 
same  lines  as  at  first  planned,  only  leaving  out  the  front 
entrance,  and  reducing  the  cost  on  some  minor  parts. 

The  same  was  erected  by  R.  G.  & J.  A.  Munroe  of 
North  Attleborough  for  $10,360.00. 

The  plumbing  was  given  to  The  Samuel  Jackson  Com- 
pany of  Pawtucket  for  $567.00. 

The  heating  and  ventilating  to  The  Fuller,  Warren  Co. 
of  Boston  for  $1,730.00. 

The  electric  wiring  to  Mullen  Brothers  of  Pawtucket 
for  $156.00. 

The  grading  to  Frank  E.  Shaw  for  $375.00. 

The  building  has  been  built  of  the  best  materials  and 
the  workmanship  is  very  satisfactory.  Much  credit  is 
due  the  contractors  and  architect  for  the  building  which 
we  have.  We  expect  it  to  be  ready  to  open  school  on 
February  1.

CHARLES  E.  BLISS  SCHOOL 


To  the  Citizens  of  Attleborough : 

The  committee  appointed  at  a special  town  meeting 
to  erect  an  eight-room  school  house  with  an  assembly 
hall  on  Park  Street  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following 
report : 
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Iii  accordance  with  our  report  to  the  town  at  the  spe- 
cial meeting  and  our  instructions  at  that  meeting,  we 
have  purchased  the  Winsor  lot  for  $10,000,  and  have  se- 
cured a release  from  the  two  abuttors  on  Emory  street, 
so  that  Winsor  Street  so-called  has  been  abandoned. 

The  building  has  been  placed  nearly  in  the  center  of 
the  lot,  so  that  the  town  may,  if  it  seems  best,  sell  some 
of  the  front  land  and  use  the  money  for  grading  the 
main  lot  when  the  proper  time  comes. 

The  contract  for  the  erection  of  the  building  has  been 
given  to  William  Williams  of  Providence,  R.  I.,  for 
$36,275,  that  being  the  lowest  bid  received.  Mr.  Wil- 
liams’s contract  includes  everything  about  the  building, 
except  the  heating,  ventilating  and  sanitaries,  and  the 
contract  for  these  has  been  awarded  to  the  Fuller  & 
Warren  Co.  of  Boston  for  $3,996,  the  lowest  bid  received 
for  that  work.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT 

To  the  School  Committee  of  the  Town  of  Attleborough: 

I have  the  honor  to  submit  my  fourth  annual  report 
as  Superintendent  of  Schools,  it  being  the  twenty-fifth 
in  the  series  of  such  reports. 

No  startling  changes  or  innovations  have  been  made 
during  the  year  in  the  work  of  the  schools.  Our  aim 
has  been,  as  in  the  past,  to  emphasize  those  subjects  and 
phases  of  subjects  that  seem  most  important  from  a prac- 
tical point  of  view,  and  at  the  same  time  to  give  proper 
attention  to  those  studies  that  have  an  ethical  and  cul- 
tural value.  As  it  is  every  man’s  duty  . to  earn  his  own 
living,  so  I consider  it  one  of  the  functions  of  the  public 
schools  to  give  pupils  the  training  that  will  directly  aid 
them  in  fulfilling  this  obligation.  To  this  end  I am 
strongly  in  favor  of  the  rapidly  spreading  movement  to 
establish  trades  schools  in  connection  with  the  public 
schools.  That  such  a course  will  keep  in  school  a few 
years  longer  many  who  now'  leave  at  the  age  of  fourteen, 
and  give  them  a better  equipment  for  earning  a living, 
there  can  be  no  doubt ; and  in  doing  this  the  welfare 
of  the  whole  community  will  be  greatly  benefitted. 
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And  yet,  being  in  hearty  sympathy  with  the  idea  that 
the  education  our  pupils  receive  should  be  of  direct  help 
to  them  in  earning  a living,  I feel  that  there  is  danger 
that  the  value  of  the  so-called  culture  studies  may  be 
under-estimated.  To  be  sure,  we  cannot  measure  the 
influence  that  these  studies  have  on  the  lives  of  the  pupils 
as  we  assume  to  determine  the  worth  in  dollars  and 
cents  of  the  “practical”  subjects.  But  history  and  litera- 
ture and  art  and  music  open  up  to  the  pupils  an  illimit- 
able field  of  new  and  higher  ideals  of  life,  loftier  aspira- 
tions and  nobler  ambitions  than  can  possibly  be  found 
in  the  “bread-and-butter”  subjects,  and  exert  a more 
powerful  influence  in  forming  strong,  sterling  character 
and  habits  of  upright  living  than  can  be  equalled  any- 
where outside  the  doctrines  of  the  Church. 

Remove  these  influences  from  our  lives,  and  life  be- 
comes a matter  o-f  simply  existing,  and  is  hardly  worth 
the  living.  With  the  constantly  increasing  tendency  in 
education  to  emphasize  more  and  more  the  practical  and 
the  material,  we  should  not  allow  ourselves  to  under- 
estimate the  value  of  the  culture  studies,  and  should 
see  that  a desirable  balance  between  the  two  is  main- 
tained.

The  most  perplexing  problem  of  the  year  has  been  to 
provide  accommodations  for  the  ever-increasing  number 
of  pupils,  maintain  the  usual  standard  of  scholarship,  and 
yet  keep  our  expenses  from  increasing  disproportion- 
ately. For  the  year  1907-1908  we  had  an  increase  in 
the  number  of  pupils  over  the  preceding  year  of  91 — two 
full  rooms.  This  fall  we  had  an  increase  of  four  rooms 
more,  so  that  we  were  obliged  to  secure  a number  of 
extra  teachers.  These  extra  teachers  were  used  as 
assistants  in  crowded  rooms,  and  were  only  employed 
after  many  pupils  had  been  transferred  from  one  school 
to  another  to  avoid  the  necessity  of  assistants  if  possible. 
We  have  at  present  assistant  teachers  in  nine  rooms,  and 
the  cost  of  instruction  in  those  rooms  is  considerably 
above  the  average  cost  for  the  rest  of  the  schools. 

In  October  it  was  necessary  to  take  some  steps  to  re- 
lieve the  Carpenter-  Street  school,  which  was  badly 
crowded,  and  rather  than  put  the  pupils  on  half  time 
a room  was  secured  in  the  St.  Jean  Baptiste  building  on 
Pine  Street  at  an  expense  of  $25  per  month,  and  thirty 
pupils  were  transferred  to  that  school. 
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At  the  Sanford  Street  school  the  first  grade  became 
so  large  that  not  all  the  children  could  be  accommodated, 
and  no  room  being  available  without  incurring  very 
heavy  expense,  the  school  was  divided  and  placed  on  half 
sessions  January  6,  1909.  With  two  teachers  in  the 
room  we  hope  to  give  each  pupil  sufficient  individual 
attention  to  enable  him  to  accomplish  fully  as  much  in 
half  a day  as  would  be  expected  in  a whole  day  under 
the  crowded  conditions  that  have  existed  during  the  fall 
term. 

The  outlook  for  next  year,  however,  is  full  of  promise. 
The  Bliss  school  will  afford  much  needed  relief  for  the 
schools  in  the  center  of  the  town;  and  the  Washington 
school,  together  with  the  new  room  opened  this  fall  in 
the  South  Attleboro  school,  will  give  the  pupils  of  that 
section  educational  advantages  of  which  they  have  long 
been  deprived.  With  ample  accommodations — below 
the  High  School — good  equipment,  and  satisfactory  sal- 
aries, the  schools  will  certainly  be  able  next  year  to  at- 
tain a much  higher  standard  than  has  hitherto  been 
possible. 


Teachers. 

There  have  been  rather  more  than  the  usual  number 
of  changes  in  the  corps  of  teachers  during  the  year.  Of 
the  twenty  who  resigned,  eight  left  on  account  of  secur- 
ing better  positions,  five  on  account  of  marriage,  and 
seven  gave  up  teaching.  One  teacher  was  granted  leave 
of  absence.  In  addition  to  the  teachers  required  to  fill 
vacancies,  five  extra  teachers  were  required  on  account 
of  crowded  rooms  and  the  re-openin’g  of  the  kindergarten 
at  Dodgeville,  so  that  we  had  a total  of  twenty-five  new 
teachers  during  the  year.  With  one  exception  all  these 
teachers  have  had  from  one  to  five  years’  experience,  and 
although  the  work  of  the  schools  has  been  somewhat

broken  by  these  changes,  yet  it  has  not  suffered  so  much 
as  might  be  expected. 


Buildings. 

The  Sanford  Street  School  buildings  now  most  need 
attention  to  place  them  in  as  good  condition  as  the  other 
school  buildings.  In  my  report  of  last  year,  regarding 
this  school,  I said : “This  school,  being  older  than  the 
rest,  has  an  inadequate  system  of  ventilation,  and  at 
times,  of  heating;  poor  sanitary  arrangements;  and  four 
rooms  in  the  Grammar  building  which  need  new  furni- 
ture.” Nothing  has  been  done  during  the  year  to  im- 
prove these  conditions,  partly  from  lack  of  funds  and 
because  other  needs  seemed  more  pressing.  Yet  this 
school  today  enrolls  600  pupils  nearly  one-fourth  the 
total  enrollment  of  the  town.  If  improvements  are  to 
be  made  where  there  is  urgent  need  and  where  the  great- 
est number  of  pupils  will  be  benefited,  they  should  be 
begun  at  this  school.  I repeat  the  recommendation  I 
made  a short  time  ago,  that  plans  be  secured  for  improv- 
ing the  ventilation  of  these  buildings  and  the  improve- 
ments be  made  as  fast  as  the  appropriation  will  allow. 


Evening  Schools. 

Evening  schools  were  held  at  Bank  Street,  Dodgeville 
and  Hebronville  three  nights  a week  for  twelve  weeks, 
as  usual.  The  attendance  was  somewhat  lower  than  last 
year,  but  this  worked  to  the  advantage  of  those  who 
attended,  as  it  reduced  the  size  of  the  classes  and  enabled 
each  pupil  to  receive  much  more  individual  attention 
from  the  teacher  than  has  been  possible  the  last  two  or 
three  years.  As  a result,  the  interest  has  been  better  sus- 
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tained,  and  the  results  have  been  excellent.  The  follow- 
ing figures  show  the  attendance  at  the  three  schools:

Vacation  Schools. 

Vacation  schools  were  conducted  for  six  weeks  during 
the  summer  at  Dodgeville  and  Hebronville.  At  Hebron- 
ville  the  work  was  confined  to  sewing  and  only  girls 
attended.  At  Dodgeville  the  girls  received  instruction 
in  sewing  as  usual ; but  many  of  the  younger  boys  were 
admitted  to  the  school,  their  work,  as  well  as  their  play, 
being  under  the  supervision  of  the  teacher.  This  is  the 
fifth  year  that  the  schools  have  been  held  in  these  two 
parts  of  the  town,  and  there  is  no  doubt  of  the  great 
good  that  they  are  doing.  As  soon  as  it  is  possible  to  do 
so  I hope  similar  schools  will  be  opened  in  the  center 
of  the  town.  The  following  statement  shows  the  at- 
tendance and  the  cost  of  conducting  the  schools :

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Manual  Training. 

On  account  of  the  crowded  condition  of  the  schools,  no 
attempt  has  been  made  the  past  year  to  extend  the  work 
in  manual  training.  The  primary  grades  have  had  paper 
cutting  and  folding,  the  intermediate  grades  cardboard 
construction  and  sewing,  and  the  seventh  grade  sloyd 
and  sewing.  With  the  number  of  pupils  in  each  room 
reduced  next  year  as  it  will  be  by  the  opening  of  the 
Bliss  school,  I hope  it  will  be  possible  to  extend  the  work 
in  manual  training  to  the  eighth  grade.  To  do  this  satis- 
factorily a manual  training  equipment  will  be  necessary, 
and  I suggest  that  in  either  the  Richardson  or  the  Bliss 
school  a beginning  of  this  work  be  made.  If  this  is 
impossible,  I hope  that  we  may  at  least  have  a teacher 
for  the  work  in  sewing. 

The  time  has  passed  when  manual  training  may  be 
considered  a fad.  It  is  already  a part  of  the  school 
course  in  more  than  two-thirds  of  the  places  in  the 
United  States  having  a population  of  8,000  or  more.  I 
believe  it  has  come  to  stay  and  to  take  an  equal  place 
in  school  work  with  arithmetic,  reading  and  writing. 
Certainly  no  town  in  the  state  has  more  to  gain  from 
such  work  than  Attleborough. 

Parents’  Meetings. 

Two  very  successful  parents’  meetings  have  been  con- 
ducted by  the  principals  of  the  Sanford  Street  and  Rich- 
ardson schools  during  the  fall  term.  These  meetings 
were  very  largely  attended,  a good  number  of  men  being 
present.  After  two  or  three  short  addresses,  parents 
were  given  opportunity  to  inspect  the  work  of  the 
schools,  meet  the  teachers,  and  make  inquiries  concern- 
ing the  work  of  their  own  boys  and  girls.  Such  meet- 
ings serve  to  bring  the  home  and  school  closer  together. 
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give  an  opportunity  for  parents  and  teachers  to  become 
better  acquainted  with  each  other,  and  bring  about  a 
spirit  of  co-operation  that  can  only  result  in  lasting  bene- 
fit to  the  welfare  of  the  schools. 

* 

School  Savings  Bank. 

As  a result  of  the  investigation  of  a committee  ap- 
pointed to  consider  the  matter,  a school  savings  bank 
was  opened  in  connection  with  our  schools  the  first 
Monday  in  October.  The  only  purpose  of  this  bank  is 
to  teach  the  pupils  the  habit  of  systematic  saving,  an 
account  being  opened  for  them  at  the  First  National 
Bank  as  soon  as  their  deposit  amounts  to  five  dollars, 
and  subsequent  deposits  being  transferred  the  first  of 
each  month  if  they  amount  to  a dollar  or  more.  The 
plan  has  been  successful  beyond  expectation.  Deposits 
were  first  made  October  5,  and  in  three  months  the  de- 
posits have  amounted  to  $2429.

During  the  year  1908  there  have  been  issued  only  152 
age  and  schooling  certificates  to  boys  and  girls  under  six- 
teen years  of  age.  This  is  79  less  than  were  issued  last 
year,  and  is  only  six  more  than  half  the  number  that  were 
issued  in  1906.  I presume  this  may  be  taken  as  a fair 
indication  of  the  business  activity  of  the  town  for  these 
years.  For  the  past  five  years  the  record  of  certificates 
is  as  follows:  1904,  166;  1905,  190;  1906,  292;  1907,  231; 
1908,  152. 


Reports. 

The  reports  of  the  principal  of  the  High  School,  the 
special  supervisors,  and  the  truant  officer  accompany 
this  report,  and  merit  your  careful  consideration. 

A large  measure  of  the  efficiency  of  a school  system 
depends  on  the  harmonious  efforts  of  all  connected  with 
it.  With  the  committee,  superintendent,  principals  and 
teachers  working  together  in  a spirit  of  sympathetic  co- 
operation, good  results  cannot  fail  to  follow.  This  feel- 
ing, I am  glad  to  say,  exists  very  generally  in  connection 
with  our  schools,  and  is  largely  responsible  for  whatever 
progress  is  being  made.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL  OF  THE 
HIGH  SCHOOL 

Air.  Lewis  A.  Fales,  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

The  purpose  of  my  first  report  to  you  is  two-fold : A 
general  statement  of  the  present  conditions  of  the  High 
School,  and  a brief  outline  of  plans  for  the  future.  The 
present  conditions  are  so  well  known  to  you  that  the 
plans  for  the  future  may  well  take  the  greater  space  in 
the  report.  So  much  has  been  said  regarding  the  need 
of  a new  High  School  building  that  it  seems  unnecessary 
to  dwell  upon  that  here.  A better  building  would  mean 
a better  school,  and  it  should  be  self-evident  that  the 
teachers  feel  this  as  keenly  as  anybody. 

The  equipment  of  our  school,  as  a whole,  is  as  good 
as  that  of  the  average  High  School.  It  enables  us  to 
give  individual  work  in  both  physics  and  chemistry. 
The  equipment  of  our  commercial  department  is  above 
the  average,  and  it  is  being  used  advantageously.  The 
library  has  been  increased  by  several  volumes,  an  addi- 
tion made  possible  by  the  Richardson  School  Fund.  In 
the  next  report,  I hope  it  may  be  stated  that  our  books 
have  been  catalogued  under  the  card  system. 

Of  the  present  conditions,  some  were  new  to  the  fall 
term  of  1908.  I am  very  glad  to  report  that  lunches  are 
being  served,  at  recess,  in  a most  satisfactory  manner. 
The  quality  of  the  food  is  excellent,  and  the  price  is  as 
low  as  in  schools  where  the  school  authorities  provide 
the  lunch.  A ham  or  chicken  sandwich  may  be  had  for 
five  cents,  a bread  and  butter  sandwich  for  two  cents,  and 
a cup  of  cocoa  for  three  cents,  etc.  Another  new  feature 
is  our  school  paper.  The  Blue  Owl,  published  by  the 
High  School  pupils,  under  the  supervision  of  the  Eng- 
lish department,  is  now  before  the  public.  The  paper 
speaks  for  itself.  Pupils  receive  credit  in  English  for 
contributions,  so  a double  stimulus  is  given.  Still 
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another  feature  of  the  fall  term  is  the  school  orchestra. 
The  orchestra  has  been  made  possible  through  the  kind- 
ness of  Mr.  Gibb  and  the  willingness  of  the  pupils  to 
practice  outside  of  the  regular  school  hours.  If  I were 
to  suggest  anything  for  your  consideration  here  it  would 
be  the  question  of  allowing  diploma  credits  for  work  in 
the  orchestra,  as  is  done  in  many  schools.  The  impor- 
tant position  that  music  is  taking  in  the  educational  field 
is  shown  by  the  fact  that  55  colleges  now  count  music 
for  the  B.  A.  degree. 

Our  High  School  enrollment,  in  proportion  to  the 
total  school  enrollment,  is  very  small.  A study  of  the 
High  School  attendance  in  the  State  would  prove  this 
statement.  I have  looked  up  the  attendance  in  a few 
towns  and  cities  that  have  High  Schools  numbering  be- 
tween 200  and  300  pupils.  In  these  towns  the  High 
School  enrollment  bears  this  relation  to  the  total  en- 
rollment :

Of  these  nine  towns  taken  at  random  only  one  has  as 
small  a proportional  attendance  as  Attleboro.  The  rea- 
son for  this  seems  to  be  that  local  conditions  govern  the 
High  School  attendance.  Might  we  not  put  it  in  another 
way  and  say  that  the  high  school  attendance  depends 
upon  the  adaptation  of  the  Lligh  School  to  the  local 
needs?  In  a residential  town  where  many  pupils  pre 
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pare  for  college  we  find  the  so-called  Classical  High 
School  attendance  large.  Here  clearly  the  High  School 
meets  the  local  demand.  In  a manufacturing  town  like 
ours  the  same  kind  of  a Classical  High  School  has  a 
much  smaller  attendance.  Does  such  a High  School 
meet  the  local  demands?  According  to  the  United  States 
Commissioners  report,  Kansas  City  in  a very  few  years 
doubled  its  High  School  attendance  by  the  introduction 
of  manual  training  for  boys  and  girls.  Industrial  work 
in  our  High  School  presupposes  a new  building,  but 
something  along  this  line  may  be  done,  even  in  our 
present  condition,  as  I shall  try  to  show  later. 

Our  English  department  is  the  largest  department  in 
school,  it  now  having  three  teachers.  At  present  the 
character  of  the  work  in  literature  in  the  first  year  ap- 
proaches too  closely  that  of  the  senior  year.  All  the 
classics  that  are  to  be  read  in  the  four  years  are  put  into 
four  blocks  and  each  block  assigned  to  a year.  To  be 
sure,  the  senior  block  is  presumably  harder  than  the  first 
year  block.  But  the  method  of  approach  is  much  the 
same.  In  the  first  year  there  is  so  much  critical  study 
of  the  literature  that  the  amount  read  is  far  too  small. 
It  would  seem  advisable  to  read  more  extensively  the 
first  two  years  and  gradually  lead  up  to  the  intensive 
reading  of  the  last  two  years.  For  the  last  two  years 
we  might  well  follow  two  different  paths.  The  pupils 
who  had  the  ability  to  do  intensive  reading,  including 
pupils  studying  to  meet  the  college  requirements,  might 
devote  the  rest  of  their  time  in  English  to  that,  and  the 
other  pupils  continue  their  extensive  method.  Such 
courses  ought  to  develop  at  least  a habit  of  reading. 

If  possible,  some  change  in  our  arrangements  for 
drawing  should  be  made  so  that  more  pupils  can  take 
this  important  subject.  The  advanced  drawing  has  to 
be  given  outside  of  the  regular  school  hours,  with  the 
result  that  only  three  pupils  in  the  two  upper  classes 
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are  now  pursuing  this  course.  The  importance  of  draw- 
ing has  never  been  more  fully  recognized  than  it 
is  at  present.  Many  colleges  give  drawing  one  credit  in 
the  admission  requirements,  thus  putting  it  on  a plane 
with  geography,  anatomy,  astronomy,  botany,  zoology, 
civil  government  and  economics. 

In  our  commercial  geography  course,  we  have  begun 
what  is  in  many  ways  one  of  the  most  important  steps 
for  the  year.  W e hope  to  teach  our  pupils  more  about 
the  leading  industry  of  our  Town  than  the  school  has 
taught  before.  With  'the  co-operation  of  the  manufac- 
turers, the  pupils  get  from  the  various  factories  material 
illustrating  the  different  stages  in  the  manufacture  of 
jewelry.  These  materials  are  to  be  mounted  on  card- 
board and  form  part  of  a permanent  exhibit  of  the  school. 
Each  pupil  is  to  study  some  one  or  more  of  the  processes 
of  manufacture  and  put  his  knowledge  into  concrete 
form.  We  plan  to  supplement  the  work  of  the  pupils 
with  talks  by  the  manufacturers.  If  this  experiment 
proves  successful  we  hope  to  extend  it  to  other  lines 
of  work. 

There  are  many  other  plans  that  might  be  included 
in  this  report,  but  I have  briefly  mentioned  what  we 
hope  to  accomplish  in  the  near  future.  By  our  efforts 
we  can  best  show  you,  the  committee,  and  the  people  our 
appreciation  of  the  trust  you  have  given  us.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERVISOR 
OF  MUSIC 

Mr.  Lewis  A.  Fales,  Superintendent  of  Schools : 

In  our  schools  today  we  are  laying  a strong  founda- 
tion in  music  education,  and  I earnestly  believe  we  are 
giving  to  the  youth  of  our  town  the  music  stimulus  and 
inspiration  necessary  to  enable  them  to  reach  a higher 
appreciation  of  the  best  in  music. 

When  you  remember  that  the  human  voice  is  an  in- 
strument which,  if  once  injured,  never  regains  its 
original  or  full  beauty,  you  will  understand  why  we  con- 
sider the  subject  of  good  tone  quality  to  be  of  first  im- 
portance in  all  our  school  singing. 

All  pupils  who  enter  the  first  grade  are  not  able  to 
sing,  many  are  practically  deaf  to  tone  and  melody,  and 
often  the  singing  voice  is  not  found  for  a year  or  two 
after  they  enter  school.  Our  first  efforts,  then,  are 
directed  towards  obtaining  an  intelligent  listening  to 
sounds,  and  in  recognizing  and  reproducing  simple 
melodies  and  songs.  Ear  training  and  song  singing  are 
carried  along  together  until  a great  many  songs  are 
learned.  They  are  simple  both  in  melody  and  words  and 
of  such  a nature  that  they  can  be  easily  grasped  and 
learned  in  their  entirety  by  the  young  pupil.  No  tech- 
nical work  of  any  kind  is  attempted  in  the  first  grade. 
All  we  ask  is.  that  every  child  enjoy  himself  with  the 
singing  of  songs  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  be 
able  to  sing  the  scale  alone.  This  we  consider  to  be  the 
foundation  of  the  child’s  musical  knowledge. 

It  is  our  constant  aim  in  all  the  other  grades  to  get 
as  much  of  the  song  spirit  into  the  lives  of  pupils  as 
possible  by  giving  to  them  the  very  best  and  most  at- 
tractive songs  obtainable  and  by  the  use  of  these  songs 
as  a basis  to  proceed  to  develop  technical  skill. 
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We  all  agree  it  is  very  desirable  that  all  pupils  who 
are  endowed  with  ordinary  music  feeling  and  percep- 
tion should  be  able  to  read  music  freely  on  leaving 
school.  This  point  we  emphasize  more  and  more,  for  we 
find  that  without  good  substantial  training  in  the  theory 
of  music  our  pupils  lack  the  necessary  knowledge  to 
make  them  musically  intelligent.  Music  is  now  an  es- 
sential part  of  the  pupil’s  general  education  and  is  no 
longer  regarded  as  a pastime  or  idle  accomplishment. 

Very  few  changes  have  been  made  in  the  arrangement 
of  the  work  in  the  grades  this  year.  Ear  training,  voice 
building,  written  tests,  and  music  copying  all  help  to 
give  the  pupil  the  power  to  read  music. 

In  all  town  celebrations  it  is  the  custom  of  our  schools 
to  assist  in  any  way  possible,  and  it  was  with  great 
pleasure  that  Grades  VI,  VII  and  VIII  accepted  the  in- 
vitation of  the  Town  to  assist  by  singing  at  the  dedica- 
tion of  the  Army  and  Navy  Monument.  The  occasion 
was  one  long  to  be  remembered  and  will  prove  a pleas- 
ant memory  for  these  children  to  look  back  upon. 

The  Memorial  Day  exercises  in  our  schools  give  the 
proper  stimulus  to  the  study  of  the  national  songs. 
There  is  certainly  a great  satisfaction  to  all  patriotic 
citizens,  and  especially  to  the  members  of  the  G.  A.  R., 
to  know  that  the  national  songs  of  our  country  are  being 
preserved  in  this  wiay.  More  than  we  know,  the  singing 
of  these  stirring  songs  of  the  flag  and  of  the  pride  in  the 
heroes  of  our  history  stir  the  heart  of  the  child  at  the 
impassionable  period  of  growth,  and  build  down  deep 
into  their  inmost  springs  of  life  that  love  of  country 
which  it  is  the  peculiar  concern  of  the  public  schools 
to  develop. 

One  period  of  forty  minutes  each  week  is  devoted  to 
music  in  the  High  School.  This  is  given  up  to  chorus 
singing,  and  this  year  we  are  studying  the  cantata  of 
“Ruth,”  by  A.  R.  Gaul.  A public  performance  of  this 
work  is  to  be  given  in  the  near  future. 
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A successful  attempt  was  made  this  year  to  organize 
an  orchestra  and  it  is  proving  a real  benefit  to  those 
pupils  who  play  an  orchestral  instrument,  and  is  of  gTeat 
interest  to  the  pupils  in  the  school. 

In  one  of  my  former  reports,  I spoke  of  the  advisabil- 
ity of  introducing  into  our  High  School  the  more  serious 
study  of  music.  Chorus  singing,  with  due  regard  to  all 
that  goes  to  make  it  excellent — and  this  appears  to  be 
the  end  of  what  is  considered  a High  School  music 
course — can  be  made  a more  intelligent  and  effective 
instrument  by  a knowledge  of  the  elements  of  harmonic 
structure.  If,  in  the  class-room,  could  be  added  a course 
in  elementary  theory  and  harmony,  also  a course  in 
musical  biography  and  history,  it  would  seem  as  if  a 
sound  foundation  had  been  laid  for  future  music  study. 

Music  and  literature  are  two  great  cultural  elements. 
Singing  is  almost  as  universal  as  reading.  In  our 
schools  much  attention  is  given  to  the  lives  of  the  great 
literary  composers  and  their  writings,  but  little  atten- 
tion is  given  to  the  lives  of  the  master  musicians  and 
their  compositions.  This  disposition  to  neglect  the 
training  of  the  pupils  in  our  schools  in  this  great  field  of 
art  and  culture  is  not  in  harmony  with  the  progressive 
spirit  of  the  times.  Why  should  the  boys  and  girls 
know  less  of  the  great  masters  who  still  live  in  the  music 
we  sing  and  play,  than  of  the  great  literary  characters 
who  also  still  speak  to  us  in  their  writings?  To  remedy 
this  defect  to  some  extent,  I arranged  to  give  to  the 
music  class  of  the  high  school  four  short  lecture  recitals 
on  the  master  composers  and  their  works.  The  first  one 
was  given  on  December  21st  and  thesubject  was  George 
Frederick  Handel  and  his  oratorio,  “The  Messiah.”  Se- 
lections illustrating  the  lecture  were  rendered  on  the 
phonograph  and  consisted  of  airs  from  Handel’s  “Mes- 
siah,” sung  by  grand  opera  singers  of  the  Metropolitan 
Opera  House,  in  New  York.  The  interest  shown  by  tne 
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pupils  of  the  school  in  music  work  of  this  kind  encour- 
ages me  to  continue  this  course,  and  it  is  my  intention 
to  reserve  one  period  each  term  of  the  regular  music 
time  for  the  study  of  the  history  and  development  of 
the  art  of  music. 

The  musical  education  of  the  masses  rests  with  the 
public  schools,  and  if  this  great  art  subject  is  to  be  a 
factor  in  the  life  of  the  Town,  if  Attleborough  is  to  pro- 
duce a music  loving  people,  then  the  music  in  the  public 
schools  must  steadily  advance  in  the  educational  march 
of  progress.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERVISOR 
OF  DRAWING 

Mr.  Lewis  A.  Fales,  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

The  fall  work  in  drawing  was  taken  up  under  the 
heads  of  Plant  Drawing,  Color  and  Illustrative  Drawing*. 

Plant  drawing  began  very  simply  in  the  first  grade, 
just  a striving  to  get  the  character  of  growth.  In  each 
succeeding  grade  the  aim  was  to  get  the  child  to  see 
more  clearly,  and  by  the  time  the  higher  grades  were 
reached  we  expected  a truthful  representation  of  the 
plant.  Nature  work  will  be  taken  up  again  in  the 
spring,  and  the  aim  will  be  to  have  certain  plants,  leaves 
and  twigs  known  more  definitely.  In  the  higher  grades 
some  time  was  given  to  decorative  arrangement,  of  plant 
forms,  and  these  were  worked  out  in  color  harmonies. 

In  color,  we  made  a study  of  hues,  values,  intensities 
and  color  harmonies.  These  will  be  applied  later  to 
design.  The  aim  in  color  is  to  have  the  child,  when  he 
finishes  the  grades,  observe  color  more  keenly,  and  to  be 
able  to  apply  it. 

In  the  lower  grades  much  time  was  given  to  freehand 
paper  cutting.  Much  of  the  illustrative  work  was  by 
cutting.  After  the  objects  in  a story  were  cut,  and  the 
child  had  something  to  express,  an  illustrative  story  of 
the  same  subject  was  made  with  colored  crayons.  The 
work  in  paper  cutting  and  illustrative  drawing  will  be 
continued  throughout  the  year. 

During  November  and  December  the  work  was 
largely  constructive.  Some  of  the  things  made  were : 
Chairs,  tables,  wigwams,  canoes,  cradles,  candle  sticks, 
houses,  Thanksgiving  and  Christmas  cards  and  booklets, 
match  scratchers,  lanterns,  scissor-cases,  calendars, 
bookmarks  cornucopias,  boxes,  memorandum  pads,  pic- 
ture frames  and  writing  pads. 
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Design  was  begun  in  the  seventh  and  eigth  grades. 
It  has  not  been  carried  far,  but  will  be  developed  more 
later  in  the  year.  I believe  the  study  of  design  to  be  of 
great  value.  The  success  of  every  industry  where 
appearances  count,  depends  in  a large  measure,  upon 
design.  Many  of  the  pupils  may  not  become  designers, 
but  they  will  be  purchasers.  By  understanding  the 
principles  of  design,  they  will  be  enabled  to  reject 
bad  design,  and  have  a taste  of  that  which  is  good,  and 
of  value. 

Object  drawing  is  the  work  for  this  month  of  January. 
The  lower  grades  draw  toys  and  objects  with  simple  pro- 
portions. The  upper  grades  are  taught  some  of  the  prin- 
ciples of  perspective.  It  is  difficult  to  get  good  object 
drawing,  but  object  drawing  certainly  develops  a sense 
of  proportion,  a sureness  of  hand  and  keenness  of  eye 
which  will  be  of  value. 

The  work  for  the  rest  of  the  year  will  include  object 
drawing,  working  drawings,  landscape  drawing,  design 
and  nature  drawing. 

There  are  two  divisions  of  the  Freshman  class  in  the 
High  School,  one  for  freehand  drawing  and  the  other 
for  mechanical  drawing.  The  freehand  course  includes 
nature  drawing  in  pencil  and  color,  color  theory,  design, 
object  drawing  and  some  study  of  Egyptian  art.  The 
mechanical  course  includes  practice  problems  for  use  of 
instruments,  lettering,  geometrical  problems,  and  pro- 
jection. 

There  is  a class  of  Sophomores  in  mechanical  drawing. 
Their  work  includes  lettering,  projection,  sections  and 
inter-sections  of  solids. 

The  Sophomores,  Juniors  and  Seniors  work  together 
in  freehand  drawing.  Their  work  so  far  has  been  land- 
scape composition  and  tooled  leather.  The  rest  of  year 
will  be  spent  upon  object  and  cast  drawing,  and  metal 
work.

PERSIS  A.  CROWELL. 
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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERVISOR 
OF  WRITING 


INI r.  Lewis  A.  Fales,  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

With  pleasure  I respond  to  your  request  and  submit 
my  second  report  as  Supervisor  of  Penmanship. 

The  art  of  writing,  when  executed  with  the  cramped 
finger  action,  is  purely  mechanical  and  under  such  a 
process  any  script  becomes  useless,  whether  the  writing 
be  of  a slant  or  vertical  style..  But  if  practical  results 
are  to  be  considered,  the  large  muscles  known  as  the 
Deltoids,  must  be  employed,  and  when  this  is  done,  the 
writer  must  use  altogether  too  much  mental  force  to  call 
the  writing  purely  mechanical. 

Some  one  has  summed  up  the  true  situation  confront- 
ing any  supervisor  of  penmanship,  in  such  true  and  vivid 
style,  that  I take  the  liberty  of  quoting  it : 

“There  are  right  and  wrong  ways  of  using  the  plane, 
the  spoke-shave  or  the  chisel  in  the  sloyd  class ; there 
are  right  and  wrong  ways  of  using  the  needle  and  hold- 
ing the  work  in  the  sewing  class ; there  are  right  and 
wrong  ways  of  holding  and  using  the  pencil  in  the  draw- 
ing lesson.  The  teachers  in  these  branches  of  manual 
training  are  not  successful  until  the  right  way  of  holding 
and  using  these  various  tools  are  not  only  taught,  but  are 
actually  learned  and  acquired  by  the  pupils. 

“There  is  one  right  way,  and  there  are  many  wrong 
ways,  of  holding  and  using  a pen ; there  are  right  and 
wrong  ways  of  sitting  at  a desk,  and  of  placing  the 
paper  in  relation  to  the  writer’s  body.  A teacher  is  not 
successful  until  she  has  so  trained  and  drilled  the  chil- 
dren that  they  assume  the  right  way  from  habit  when 
ever  the  pen  is  taken  in  hand.  Superintendents  and 
principals  have  erred  at  this  point.  They  have  looked 
for  and  demanded  only  results,  forgetting  that  before 
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really  good  results  can  be  expected,  a correct  method 
must  be  established. 

“Teachers  have  worried  over  these  requirements  until 
it  seemed  that  there  was  no  time  for  right  ways  and 
means;  but  that  they  must  struggle  helplessly  on,  seek- 
ing impossible  results.  The  watchword  in  teaching  pen- 
manship should  be  ‘Patience.’ 

“We  do  not  expect  to  teach  all  of  arithmetic  in  the 
fourth  grade.  If  we  can  show  good  results  at  the  end  of 
the  ninth  grade  we  are  content.  Penmanship  cannot  be 
taught  in  one  or  two  years.  On  account  of  the  undevel- 
oped condition  of  the  muscles  and  nerves  of  the  arms 
and  hand,  this  is  utterly  impossible.” 

Teachers  everywhere  are  apt  to  be  criticised  for  the 
poor  results  in  penmanship.  Such  criticism  would  be 
just  if  the  teachers  themselves  had  been  taught  properly. 

In  a good-sized  city  of  this  State  the  supervisor  of 
penmanship  took  the  trouble  to  ascertain  how  many 
teachers  had  been  properly  trained  in  penmanship.  He 
found  three  out  of  two  hundred  and  sixty.  These  three 
teachers  received  their  training  outside  of  public  schools. 

Perhaps  no  more  timely  opportunity  may  be  given  me 
to  speak  of  the  most  pleasing  experience  I have  had 
while  connected  with  my  present  position  in  regard  to 
the  teachers.  Some  time  ago  I offered  to  give  evening 
lessons  that  teachers  might  learn  to  use  the  large  muscles 
while  writing.  My  offer  was  quickly  accepted  and  a 
good-sized  class  was  speedily  formed.  This  was  a 
purely  voluntary  move  on  the  part  of  the  teachers  and 
no  greater  tribute  can  be  paid  any  supervisor,  or  the 
subject  he  represents,  than  has  been  paid  me  by  the 
members  of  this  class.  With  this  kind  of  spirit  on  the 
part  of  the  teachers  and  the  enthusiasm  manifested  by 
our  pupils,  the  progress  we  are  making  is  highly  satis- 
factory. 

Allow  me  to  extend  my  sincere  thanks  to  the  School

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REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  PHYSICIAN 

To  the  SchoQ-1  Committee  of  the  Town  of  Attleborough: 

During  the  past  year,  your  physician  has  kept  in  closer 
touch  with  the  different  schools  than  in  previous  years, 
and  he  has  a , more  comprehensive  knowledge  of  their 
condition  than  heretofore. 

It  gives  him  great  pleasure  to  state  that  many  of  the 
schools  have  voluntarily  adopted  his  suggestion  of  sup- 
plying their  own  cups  and  pencils.  It  would  most  cer- 
tainly be  a good  idea  if  it  could  be  adopted  in  all  the 
schools.  The  same  remark  would  apply  to  the  towels 
and  it  is  encouraging  to  be  able  to  report  that  some 
of  the  schools  have  also  adopted  the  individual  towel 
plan. 

The  examinations  this  year  have  been  more  thorough 
than  in  previous  years  and  yet  the  condition  of  the 
scholars  seems  to  be  about  the  same,  with  the  exception 
of  the  teeth. 

The  test  this  year  has  been  that  if  one  bad  tooth  was 
found  the  mouth  should  be  condemned.  Going  by  this 
test,  there  were  found  to  be  519  children  in  the  schools 
who  were  suffering  from  bad  teeth.  This  is  an  unfor- 
tunate condition  of  affairs  and  the  parents  should  be 
made  to  realize  the  importance  of  the  subject,  as  bad 
teeth  may  be  the  focus  of  almost  all  the  diseases  to  which 
the  flesh  is  heir. 

There  have  been  three  epidemics  of  contagious  dis- 
eases during  the  year:  Mumps  57  cases,  measles  75,  and 
scarlet  fever  31,  all  of  which  were  mild  in  character 
and  none  of  them  fatal.  There  were  nine  deaths  during 
the  year,  one  of  them  from  diphtheria. 

In  closing,  your  attention  is  called  to  the  fact  that 
your  teachers  are  beginning  to  show  the  effects  of  the 
large  classes  of  which  they  have  charge  and  there  is 
cause  to  feel  that  more  than  one  will  be  nervously 
exhausted  before  the  close  of  the  year. 
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There  is  urgent  need  of  suitable  grounds  in  which  the 
children  may  play.  None  of  them  get  any  more  outdoor 
exercise  than  they  need  and  it  is  a shame  that  they  do 
not.  The  health  of  the  children  is  of  far  more  importance 
than  the  embellishment  of  the  school  yards.

Report  of  Tree  Warden 


To  the  Citizens  of  Attleborough: 

I herewith  submit  my  first  annual  report  as  Tree- 
Warden.  During  the  year  the  work  of  this  department 
has  been  attended  to  as  expeditiously  and  efficiently  as 
possible,  although  lack  of  funds  has  been  a serious  handi- 
cap. With  the  co-operation  of  Supt.  Smith  of  the  Street 
Department  most  of  the  work  requiring  immediate 
attention  was  taken  care  of.  In  some  cases  it  was  nec- 
essary to  engage  other  men  to  do  the  work,  and  an 
expense  of  about  $35  was  incurred. 

Although  the  town  does  not  make  an  appropriation  for 
the  work  of  the  Tree  Warden,  it  could  do  so  to  good 
advantage.  A small  sum  of  money  each  year  for  trim- 
ming shade  trees  would  be  a wise  expenditure,  and  one 
that  would  be  very  gratifying  to  some  of  our  citizens. 
Nothing  adds  more  to  the  beauty  of  public  streets 
than  well-trimmed  and  carefully  groomed  shade  trees. 

I would  respectfully  call  attention  to  the  condition  of 
trees  on  the  Common.  They  are  badly  in  need  of  trim- 
ming and  the  services  of  an  expert  should  be  engaged 
to  attend  to  this  work.  The  Town  should  also  take 
proper  steps  for  the  prevention  of  the  Elm  Tree  Beetle, 
the  Gypsy  and  Brown  Tail  Moth,  and  other  pests.  Last 
year  the  Selectmen  assumed  charge  of  this  work,  and 
though  excellent  work  was  done  there  was  considerable 
damage.  Too  much  care  cannot  be  given  our  shade 
trees,  as  they  are  valuable  and  beautiful  ornaments.

Report  of  Finance  Committee 


To  the  Citizens  of  Attleborough : 

In  submitting  the  second  annual  report  of  the  Finance 
Committee  we  have  had  to  take  into  consideration  the 
growth  of  some  of  the  Town’s  departments,  and  we  are 
obliged  to  recommend,  in  some  cases,  appropriations 
slightly  in  excess  of  last  year. 

Article  8.  “To  determine  the  compensation  of  Town 
officers,  laborers  on  the  highway  and  clerical  assistance 
to  Town  officers.” 

The  Finance  Committee  has  given  careful  considera- 
tion to  the  present  compensation  of  Town  officers  and 
feel  that  in  a few  cases  the  remuneration  is  inadequate. 
We  have  consequently  tried  to  adjust  the  matter  without 
making  the  appropriation  larger. 

The  Committee  believe  that  the  Clerk  of  the  Board 
of  Selectmen  is  not  compensated  sufficiently  for  the 
amount  of  work  performed.  We,  therefore,  make  the 
following  recommendations  in  regard  to  the  compensa- 
tion of  the  Selectmen  and  Clerk:  Chairman,  $500;  other 
members  $350  each ; Clerk,  $300. 

In  regard  to  the  Assessors.  With  the  large  increase 
in  valuation  the  work  has  grown  proportionately,  and 
the  Assesors  of  the  present  have  to  put  in  about 
twice  as  much  time  as  Assessors  did  when  the  present 
rates  of  compensation  were  fixed. 

We,  therefore,  recommend  that  the  salary  of  the 
Chairman  of  the  Board  be  $600  and  the  other  two  mem- 
bers $350  each. 

In  view  of  the  increased  labor  in  the  office  of  the 
Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Health,  the  Board  of  Health 
have  asked  for  an  increase  in  the  compensation  of  the 
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Clerk  from  $150  to  $200,  stating  that  they  believed  that 
the  increased  compensation  was  little  enough  for  the  time 
necessary  for  the  proper  performance  of  the  duties.  We 
therefore  recommend  that  the  salary  of  the  Secretary  of 
the  Board  of  Health  be  $200  per  year. 

The  salaries  of  the  balance  of  the  Town  officials  and 
laborers  on  the  highways  we  recommend  be  the  same  as 
last  year,  namely:  Town  Clerk  and  Treasurer,  $400 
each;  clerical  assistance,  $500;  Auditors,  $50  each; 
Treasurer  of  Sinking  Fund,  $50;  Sealer  of  Weights  and 
Measures,  30  cents  per  hour ; Inspector  of  Cattle  and 
Milk,  $200;  Inspector  of  Wires,  $150;  Board  of  Health: 
Chairman  $100,  Secretary  $200,  other  member  $100; 
Tree  Warden  $50;  Chief  .Engineer  of  Fire  Department 
$500,  Assistants  $100  each,  and  the  same  percentage  for 
the  Collector  of  Taxes. 

Article  9.  “To  see  what  appropriation  will  be  made 
for  the  support  of  paupers.” 

The  Overseers  of  the  Poor  appeared  before  the 
Finance  Committee  and  stated  that  the  heating  appar- 
atus at  the  Town  Farm  is  worn  out  and  inadequate  and 
needs  replacing  with  a modern  heater,  and  that  there 
were  some  other  repairs  necessary  to  be  made  this  year. 

The  Finance  Committee  therefore  recommends  that 
the  Town  appropriate  the  sum  of  $9,000  for  the  care  of 
the  poor,  and  to  make  the  necessary  repairs. 

Article  10.  “To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the 
Overseers  of  the  Poor  to  contract  with  physicians  to  at- 
tend the  Poor.”  We  recommend  that  the  sum  asked  for 
by  the  Overseers,  namely  $500,  be  appropriated. 

Article  11.  “To  see  what  sum  will  be  appropriated 
to  repair  buildings  at  the  Town  Farm.”  The  Committee 
having  already  made  a recommendation  under  Article  9, 
we  recommend  that  action  on  this  article  be  indefinitely 
postponed. 

Article  12.  “To  see  what  sum  will  be  appropriated 
for  Military  Aid.”  The  Committee  indorse  the  recom- 
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mendation  made  by  the  Selectmen,  namely  $100. 

Article  13.  “To  see  what  appropriation  will  be  made 
for  indigent  soldiers  and  sailors  and  their  families.”  The 
Committee  indorse  the  recommendation  of  the  Select- 
men, namely  $3,300. 

Article  14.  “To  see  what  appropriation  will  be  made 
for  decorating. graves  of  soldiers  and  sailors  of  the  Re- 
public.” The  Committee  recommend  the  appropriation 
of  $300  for  this  purpose,  as  recommended  by  the  Select- 
men. 

Article  15.  “To  see  what  appropriation  will  be  made 
to  provide  quarters  for  Wm.  A.  Streeter  Post,  G.  A.  R.” 
The  Committee  indorse  the  recommendations  of  the 
Selectmen,  namely  $348. 

Article  16.  “To  see  what  appropriation  will  be  made 
for  current  and  incidental  expenses.”  On  account  of 
legislation  passed  by  the  recent  General  Court  there  are 
certain  expenses  which  the  Town  will  have  to  pay  from 
the  Current  and  Incidental  appropriation,  in  regard  to 
bills  contracted  by  the  Board  of  Health  in  caring  for  con- 
tagious diseases.  A small  sum  is  needed  also  to  provide 
for  the  current  and  incidental  expenses  incident  to  the 
growth  of  the  town.  We  therefore  recommend  the  sum 
of  $13,000  for  the  ensuing  year,  $1,000  more  than  last 
year. 

Article  17.  “To  see  what  appropriation  will  be  made 
for  lighting  the  public  streets.”  The  Committee 
indorse  the  recommendation  of  the  Selectmen,  namely 
$14,500. 

Article  18.  “To  determine  the  number  of  patrolmen 
the  Town  will  employ  the  ensuing  year  and  make  an 
appropriation  in  addition  to  the  court  fines  for  the  use 
of  the  Police  Department.”  The  Committee  indorse  the 
recommendation  of  the  Selectmen,  namely  $6,000. 

Article  19.  “To  make  an  appropriation  of  $250  for 
suppressing  illegal  sale  of  intoxicating  liquor.”  The 
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Committee  indorse  the  appropriation  of  $250,  recom- 
mended by  the  Selectmen. 

Article  21.  “To  see  what  appropriation  will  be  made 
for  the  support  of  the  Public  Library.” 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  Library  Trustees  are  en- 
deavoring to  widen  the  use  of  the  Public  Library  and 
carry  its  benefits  to  all  parts  of  the  Town  by  establishing 
exchange  stations  in  Dodgeville,  Hebronville  and  South 
Attleborough,  the  Trustees  will  need  a slight  increase  in 
the  appropriation  over  last  year.  The  Committee  there- 
fore recommend  that  the  sum  of  $7,000  be  appropriated 
for  the  support  of  the  Public  Library  for  the  ensuing 
year. 

Article  22.  “To  see  what  appropriation  will  be  made 
for  the  current  and  incidental  expenses  of  the  Fire  De- 
partment.” The  Fire  Chief  appeared  before  the  Finance 
Committee  and  asked  for  a slight  increase  in  the  appro- 
priation for  the  support  of  the  Fire  Department,  stating 
that  more  men  are  really  needed.  In  view  of  the  fact 
that  the  Fire  Department  has  been  conducted  in  an 
economical  manner  and,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Committee, 
no  unnecessary  money  ever  having  been  asked,  the  Com- 
mittee recommend  that  the  Fire  Chief’s  requests  be 
granted,  and  recommend  that  the  sum  of  $15,700  be 
appropriated  for  the  support  of  the  Fire  Department  for 
the  ensuing  year. 

Article  23.  “To  determine  the  compensation  of 
officers  and  members  of  the  Fire  Department.”  The 
Committee  has  already  made  a recommendation  on  this 
matter  under  the  compensation  of  Town  officers. 

Article  24.  “To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  establish 
any  additional  fire  alarm  boxes,  extend  the  fire  alarm 
system  and  make  an  appropriation  therefor.”  The  Com- 
mittee recommend  that  the  Fire  Chief’s  request  be 
granted  and  that  the  sum  of  $535  be  appropriated  for 
this  purpose. 
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Article  25.  “To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  pur- 
chase 500  feet  of  hose  and  make  an  appropriation  there- 
for/’ The  Committee  believe  the  purchase  necessary 
and  recommend  an  appropriation  of  $275. 

Article  26.  “To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  purchase 
a combination  hook  and  ladder  truck  and  make  an  appro- 
priation therefor.”  The  Committee  recommend  that  the 
request  be  granted  and  an  appropriation  of  $2,250  be 
made  therefor. 

Article  27.  “To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  purchase 
one  pair  of  horses  and  harnesses  for  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment, and  make  an  appropriation  therefor.”  The  Com- 
mittee believe  the  purchase  necessary  and  recommend 
an  appropriation  of  $800  therefor. 

Article  28.  “To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  make 
such  alterations  in  the  South  Main  Street  fire  house  as 
are  necessary  for  the  accommodation  of  another  piece 
of  apparatus,  and  make  an  appropriation  therefor.  In 
view  of  the  fact  that  we  have  recommended  the  purchase 
of  the  hook  and  ladder  truck,  the  necessity  of  a place  to 
house  it  is  imperative.  We  therefore  recommend  that 
an  appropriation  of  $3,400  be  made  for  this  purpose. 

Article  29.  “To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  purchase 
an  express  wagon  for  the  Fire  Department,  and  make 
an  appropriation  therefor.”  The  Town  has  never  had 
any  facilities  for  carrying  hose  to  a distant  point  in 
case  of  emergency  and  have  always  had  to  depend  on  the 
Chief’s  use  of  a Democrat  wagon  which  is  inadequate  for 
the  purpose.  W e believe  an  express  wagon  necessary 
and  recommend  that  an  appropriation  of  $125  be  made 
therefor. 

Article  30.  “To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  instruct 
the  Board  of  Fire  Engineers  to  organize  a fire  company, 
to  consist  of  two  permanent  and  six  call  men,  and  make 
an  appropriation  therefor.”  The  Committee  indorse  the 
recommendation  of  the  Fire  Chief  for  a company  to  man 
the  new  truck,  and  recommend  that  an  appropriation  of 
$1,750  be  made  therefor. 
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Article  31.  “To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  main- 
tain a permanent  man  and  horse  at  the  South  Attle- 
borough fire  station,  and  make  an  appropriation  therefor, 
agreeable  to  a petition.”  The  Committee  recognize  the 
fact  that  the  South  Attleborough  section  of  the  Town  is 
growing  rapidly,  and  more  fire  protection  to  cover  a 
wider  range  of  territory  is  necessary.  The  Committee 
therefore  recommend  that  an  appropriation  of  $1,700  be 
made  for  this  purpose. 

Article  32.  “To  see  what  appropriation  the  Town 
will  make  for  the  School  Department,  educational,  inci- 
dental and  repairs,  text  books  and  supplies,  transporta- 
tion of  scholars,  benevolence,  evening  schools,  school 
physician  and  insurance.” 

The  School  Committee  appeared  before  the  Finance 
Committee  and  presented  the  needs  of  the  departments 
in  all  of  its  sub-divisions.  The  Finance  Committee,  hav- 
ing been  agreed  that  the  Selectmen  take  charge  of  the  in- 
surance of  all  Town  property,  recommend  that  the  sum  of 
$74,800  and  the  Dog  Fund  be  appropriated  for  the  use 
of  the  School  Department,  the  School  Committee  having 
stated  that  if  the  insurance  bill  was  assumed  by  the 
Town  that  their  needs  would  be  $1,200  less  than  the 
$76,000  originally  asked. 

Article  33.  “To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  take  charge  of  and  contract  for  the  insur- 
ance of  all  Town  property,  and  make  an  appropriation 
therefor.”  The  Finance  Committee  recommend  that  the 
Selectmen  take  charge  of  and  contract  for,  the  insurance 
of  all  Town  property,  and  recommend  an  appropriation 
of  $1,200  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Article  34.  “To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  move  the 
Turner  Street  school  to  the  Cunningham  plat  in  the  St. 
Jean  village,  or  erect  a new  school  on  the  plat,  or  in 
that  vicinity,  and  make  an  appropriation  therefor.” 

Your  finance  Committee  has  given  much  attention  to 
this  question,  desiring  to  do  justice  to  the  petitioners  and 
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also  to  the  Town.  It  appears  to  us  that  a school  house 
on  the  plat,  or  north  of  the  plat,  is  necessary  for  the 
accommodation  of  the  smaller  children  on  the  plat  and 
those  who  live  in  the  vicinity  of  Leedham  street.  We 
therefore  recommend  that  the  Turner  Street  school  be 
moved  to  a lot  to  be  selected  by  the  School  Committee, 
and  that  an  appropriation  of  $2,000  be  made  therefor. 

Article  35.  “To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  build  the 
extension  of  Pond  Street'  from  Sibley  Street  to  Leed- 
ham street,  and  make  an  appropriation  therefor.’’ 

In  regard  to  the  extension  of  Pond  Street.  Part  of  the 
land  has  already  been  given  by  abuttors,  and  part  has 
been  purchased  by  the  Town,  agreeably  to  a vote  passed 
last  year,  so  that  the  Town  has  a clear  right  of  way 
from  the  end  of  Pond  Street,  on  St.  Jean  Plat,  to  Leed- 
ham Street. 

The  moving  of  the  school  house  to  the  new  location 
would  be  of  small  advantage  to  the  residents  of  Leed- 
ham Street  if  a foot  way  is  not  made  to  accommodate 
the  passage  of  children  from  Leedham  Street  to  St.  Jean 
plat.  Your  Committee  have  carefully  viewed  the  situ- 
ation and  do  not  see  any  immediate  necessity  for  a 
street,  but  we  recommend  the  making  of  a safe  path  from 
Leedham  Street  to  the  new  location  of  the  school 
house,  and  that  an  appropriation  of  $150  be  made 
therefor. 

Article  36.  “To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  instruct 
the  Water  Department  to  lay  a water  pipe  from  the  main 
pipe  now  in  St.  Jean  Plat  to  the  location  of  the  proposed 
new  school  house  on  the  Cunningham  plat.” 

In  this  matter,  if  the  school  house  is  moved  to  a new 
location  Town  water  will  be  a necessity,  and  we  therefor 
recommend  that  the  Town  instruct  the  Water  Depart- 
ment to  lay  the  necessary  pipes. 

Article  37.  “To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  instruct 
the  Selectmen  to  appoint  a regular  patrolman  for  St. 
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Jean  plat.”  On  this  article  the  committee  recommend 
indefinite  postponement. 

Article  45.  “To  see  what  appropriation  will  be  made 
for  curbing  sidewalks  under  the  Betterment  Act.”  The 
Committee  indorse,  the  recommendation  of  the  Select- 
men, namely  $3,000. 

Article  46.  “To  see  what  appropriation  will  be  made 
for  construction  of  concrete  sidewalks  under  the  Better- 
ment Act.”  The  Committee  indorse  the  recommenda- 
tion of  the  Selectmen,  namely  $2,500. 

Article  47.  “To  see  what  appropriation  will  be  made 
for  highways  and  bridges.”  At  the  hearing  on  this  ar- 
ticle the  Superintendent  of  Streets  appeared  before  the 
Committee  and  stated  that  he  would  need  a slight  in- 
crease in  the  appropriation  for  the  department  for  the 
ensuing  year,  as  many  of  the  bridges  made  in  the  aboli- 
tion of  the  grade  crossings  need  re-surfacing  and  that 
there  are  old  streets  that  are  in  need  of  repairs.  We 
therefore  recommend  that  an  appropriation  of  $15,000 
be  made  for  the  Street  Department  for  the  ensuing 
year. 

Article  48.  “To  see  what  appropriation  will  be  made 
for  watering  the  public  streets.”  The  Committee  in- 
dorse the  recommendation  of  the  Selectmen,  namely 
$4,000. 

Article  49.  “To  see  if  $200  will  be  appropriated  for 
cleaning  out  Thacher  Brook  drain  and  the  Ten  Mile 
river. ” The  Committee  recommend  that  this  appropria- 
tion be  made. 

Article  50.  “To  see  if  $600  will  be  appropriated  for 
changing  the  grade  of  Hodges  Street.”  As  the  Town  is 
already  committed  to  the  change  the  Committee  recom- 
mend that  an  appropriation  of  $600  be  made  for  the 
purpose,  as  recommended  by  the  Selectmen. 

Article  51.  “To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  $500 
for  repairs  on  Lindsey  Street.”  On  account  of  the  state- 
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ment  of  the  Superintendent  of  Streets  that  this  matter 
could  be  taken  care  of  out  of  the  general  highway  ap- 
propriation we  recommend  indefinite  postponement 
on  the  article  and  refer  it  to  the  Superintendent  of 
Streets. 

Article  52.  “To  see  if  the  sum  of  $2,000  will  be 
appropriated  for  widening  County  Street  from  Thacher 
to  Tiffany  Street.”  At  the  hearing  on  this  article  the 
petitioners  appeared  before  the  committee  and  stated 
that  they  would  be  satisfied  if  the  work  is  continued  on 
the  same  lines  as  last  year.  We  therefore  recommend 
an  appropriation  of  $500  to  continue  the  work  begun 
last  year. 

Article  53.  “To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  install  a 
fire  alarm  box  at  the  corner  of  Highland  Avenue  and 
Robinson  Avenue.”  W e recommend  the  establishing 
of  this  box  and  that  an  appropriation  of  $75  be  made 
therefor. 

Article  54.  “To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  $300 
to  be  spent  on  Jackson  Street.”  In  view  of  the  fact  that 
there  are  several  houses  built  on  this  portion  of  Jackson 
Street,  and  the  work  appears  to  be  a necessity,  we  rec- 
ommend that  an  appropriation  of  $300  be  made  for  that 
purpose. 

Article  55.  “To  see  if  $500  will  be  appropriated  for 
repairing  Highland  Avenue  west  to  the  Cumberland 
line.”  We  recommend  that  this  matter  be  referred  to  the 
Superintendent  of  Streets. 

Article  56.  “To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  instruct 
the  Selectmen  to  widen  and  properly  grade  Maple  Street 
from  the  curve  in  front  of  C.  O’Brien’s  property,  through 
to  Park  Street,  and  make  an  appropriation  therefor.” 

The  Committee  believe  that  repairs  to  Maple  Street 
are  necessary,  but  the  Superintendent  of  Streets  at  our 
hearing  on  this  matter  stated  that  it  could  be  accom- 
plished out  of  the  general  highway  appropriation.  We 
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therefore  recommend  that  the  work  be  done  and  paid 
for  out  of  the  general  highway  appropriation. 

Article  57.  “To  see  if  the  Town  will  accept  the  lay- 
out of  Franklin  Street,  from  Fourth  to  Dennis,  and  make 
an  appropriation  therefor.” 

As  this  article  came  in  too  late  for  a hearing  the  com- 
mittee have  no  recommendation  to  make. 

Article  58.  “To  see  if  the  Town  will  accept  the  lay- 
out of  Elizabeth  Street  from  State  Street  west  about 
200  feet  and  make  an  appropriation  therefor.”  The 
Committee  recommend  that  the  street  be  accepted  and 
that  an  appropriation  of  $100  be  made  therefor. 

Article  59.  “To  see  if  the  Town  will  accept  the  lay- 
out of  Holman  Street  from  Forest  Street  to  Sturdy 
Street,  or  do  anything  in  relation  thereto.”  The  Com- 
mittee recommend  the  extension  of  Holman  Street  if  it 
can  be  done  without  land  damages,  and  recommend  an 
appropriation  of  $300  therefor. 

Article  60.  “To  see  if  the  Town  will  accept  the  lay- 
out of  Perrin  Street  from  Dean  Street  to  the  Old  Kirk 
Cemetery.”  In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  article  calls 
for  no  appropriation  we  recommend  the  acceptance  of  the 
street  from  Dean  Street  to  the  Old  Kirk  Cemetery. 

Article  61.  “To  see  what  sum  the  Town  will  appro- 
priate, together  with  the  revenue  of  the  Water  Depart- 
ment for  the  maintenance  of  the  Water  Department 
and  for  the  annual  contribution  to  the  Sinking 
Fund.”  At  our  hearing  on  this  article  the  Superintend- 
ent and  Water  Registrar  appeared  and  made  a request 
for  the  sum  of  $6,200  for  maintenance  of  the  department 
for  the  ensuing  year  and  the  contribution  to  the  Sinking 
‘Fund.  We  recommend  that  sum  be  appropriated. 

Article  63.  “To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  install 
three  arc  lights  in  Monument  Square,  or  do  anything  in 
relation  thereto.”  On  account  of  the  increased  appropri- 
ation asked  by  the  Selectmen  for  lights,  they  having 
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stated  at  the  hearing  on  lighting  matters  that  the  added 
appropriation  over  last  year  would  care  for  all  addi- 
tional lights,  we  recommend  that  all  these  petitions  for 
lights  be  referred  to  the  Selectmen. 

Article  74.  “To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  secure 
necessary  appliances  for  the  Town  offices  and  make  an 
appropriation  therefor.”  In  view  of  the  great  growth  of 
the  clerical  work  in  all  of  the  Town  departments  and 
the  fact  that  the  town  at  present  has  no  facilities  for 
taking  care  of  the  work,  we  recommend  the  sum  of  $1,500 
to  procure  a large  safe  for  the  Assessors,  metal  filing 
cabinets  for  the  Assessors,  adding  machine,  typewriter, 
etc.,  etc. 

Article  75.  “To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  a 
sum  of  money  to  be  used  by  the  Board  of  Health  to 
procure  an  exhibit  for  the  instruction  of  the  towns- 
people in  regard  to  the  disease — tuberculosis — or  do  any- 
thing in  relation  thereto.”  On  this  article  we  have 
already  stated  that  the  additional  appropriation  for  the 
current  and  incidental  expenses  will  take  care  of  the 
additional  expenses  of  the  Board  of  Health.  We  there- 
for recommend  that  the  matter  be  referred  to  the  Select- 
men. 

Article  76.  “To  see  if  the  Town  will  make  an  appro- 
priation to  be  disbursed  by  the  Board  of  Health  for  aid 
of  poor  persons  suffering  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis, 
or  from  any  disease  dangerous  to  the  public  health 
within  the  meaning  of  the  statutes.”  For  the  same 
reason  advanced  on  Article  75  we  recommend  that  this 
article  be  referred  to  the  Selectmen. 

Article  80.  “To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  author- 
ize the  Selectmen  to  secure  necessary  equipment  for  the 
Police  Department  and  make  an  appropriation  therefor.” 
We  indorse  the  recommendation  of  the  Selectmen  on  this 
article,  namely  an  appropriation  of  $200. 
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In  summing  up  the  total  appropriations  we  find  in  the 
Selectmen’s  Departments,  Fire  Department,  schools, 
highways,  support  of  paupers,  etc.,  the  amount  required 
to  be  $192,985.00.  To  this  must  be  added  $18,300,  to  be 
raised  to  meet  former  votes  of  the  Town,  $58,150.00  for 
amounts  required  by  law  and  $5,700  for  the  Bliss  School 
and  Attleborough  Sanitarium,  making  the  total  amount 
$275,108.  To  offset  this  there  are  estimated  receipts  of 
$12,000.00,  leaving  an  amount  of  $263,000.00. 

This  shows  conclusively  that  no  special  appropriations 
should  be  made,  unless  it  can  be  shown  that  such  spe- 
cial appropriations  are  an  absolute  necessity.

Annual  Report  of  the  Board 
of  Selectmen 


To  the  Citizens  of  Attleborough: 

We  deem  it  our  duty  at  this  time,  and  we  certainly 
consider  it  a great  honor,  to  make  the  following  report  of 
the  departments  directly  under  our  supervision,  and  also 
to  make  the  recommendations  we  deem  advisable  for  the 
town  to  adopt.  In  some  departments  we  feel  obliged  to 
increase  the  appropriations  over  previous  years.  We 
must  all  bear  in  mind  the  rapid  growth  of  the  town,  the 
laying  out  of  new  streets  in  nearly  every  section,  and 
the  demand  for  improvements  which  are  certainly  in  the 
line  of  progress  and  better  living. 

We  wi^h  to  congratulate  the  town  on  its  good  finan- 
cial condition,  as  shown  in  full  by  the  Town  Treasurer’s 
report.  The  departments  as  a whole  have  lived  within 
their  appropriations,  and  while  a few  have  exceeded, 
we  are  enabled,  after  deducting  overdrafts  from  the  bal- 
ances of  the  various  departments,  to  turn  back  into  the 
treasury  the  sum  of  $2,726.65. 

One  of  the  most  important  departments  under  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  Selectmen  is  that  of 

Highways  and  Bridges. 

In  conjunction  with  our  Superintendent  of  Streets  we 
have  made  the  building  of  our  streets  and  the  bettering 
of  their  conditions  a constant  study.  New  streets  are 
being  opened  through  and  over  sections  of  our  town  that 
only  a few  years  ago  were  considered  farming  lands,  and 
were  assessed  by  the  acre.  These  farm  lands  are  being 
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rapidly  platted  and  substantial  residences  built  upon 
them,  and  the  residents  demand  the  improvements  that 
their  neighbors  enjoy. 

We  deem  it  advisable  that  the  town  should  adopt 
some  rule  or  law  relative  to  laying  out  and  accepting 
streets  through  and  on  land  where  no  grade  lines  have 
been  established  and  where  the  street  has  not  been 
brought  to  grade,  sufficient  property  being  located 
thereon  to  warrant  the  town  to  make  the  outlay  of  money 
required.  We  recommend  that  immediate  action  on 
this  subject  be  taken  before  many  precedents  are  estab- 
ished  which  will  make  it  more  difficult  to  change  the 
rule.  We  have  decided,  after  mature  deliberation,  that 
a larger  appropriation  for  our  highways  is  required. 
Streets  must  be  built  and  surfaced  with  more  enduring 
material  to  stand  the  wear  and  tear  they  are  now  sub- 
jected to.  A few  years  ago  a macadamized  road  was 
thought  to  be  all  right  for  a number  of  years.  Now  with 
a larger  increase  of  heavy  teams  and  automobiles  the 
surface  of  the  street  is  quickly  worn  off  and  the  demand 
is  for  something  better,  more  durable  and  more  econom- 
ical. We  have  recommended  the  sum  of  $18,000  for  gen- 
eral highway  and  bridge  work.  For  a detailed  report  of 
the  work  done  on  the  streets  we  refer  you  to  the  report 
of  the  Superintendent  of  Streets. 


Bridges. 

The  bridge  on  County  street,  and  also  the  one  on 
Mechanics  street,  will  soon  require  quite  an  expenditure 
of  money  by  the  town.  We  recommend  that  the  County 
street  bridge  be  repaired  this  year  and  that  re-enforced 
concrete  be  used.  This  will  be  in  keeping  with  the 
same  kind  of  bridges  that  have  been  built  on  Wall  and 
Olive  streets,  and  does  away  with  the  expense  of  re- 
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planking  every  few  years.  We  estimate  it  will  cost 
$1,500  to  do  this  work,  and  have  so  recommended. 

Sidewalks. 

During  the  year  1909  we  have  constructed  concrete 
sidewtalks  on  many  streets  of  the  town.  We  find  this  the 
most  satisfactory  walk  to  build,  and  as  so  many  hun- 
dreds of  our  people  use  them  in  going  to  and  from  their 
work  we  recommend  a continuance  of  the  building  of 
concrete  walks,  with  the  same  amount  of  appropriation 
as  last  year,  $3,000,  and  under  the  same  conditions,  that 
is,  that  they  be  constructed  under  the  betterment  act. 

Curbing. 

We  would  recommend  that  the  town  appropriate  the 
same  amount  of  money  for  curbing  as  last  year,  realiz- 
ing that  it  is  nearly  impossible  to  construct  a good  walk 
on  streets  that  are  not  curbed.  There  are  many 
streets  in  our  town  that  will  be  greatly  improved  by 
being  curbed  and  good  walks  built  thereon.  We  recom- 
mend the  appropriation  of  $3,000  for  this  purpose. 

Street  Lighting. 

Our  street  lighting  during  the  past  year,  as  formerly, 
has  been  done  by  the  Attleboro  Steam  and  Electric  Com- 
pany, and  has  been  very  satisfactory.  But  few  com- 
plaints have  been  lodged  with  the  Selectmen.  On  ac- 
count of  the  opening  of  new  streets  and  building  of  new 
residences  we  have  recommended  an  increased  appro- 
priation. The  amount  we  recommend  for  this  purpose 
is  $15,000  for  the  year. 

Street  Sprinkling. 

During  the  past  summer  the  Board  was  fully  con- 
vinced that  something  besides  water  should  be  used  to 
lay  the  dust  and  at  the  same  time  preserve  the  surface 
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of  the  streets.  We  investigated  and  decided  that  Dusto- 
lene  was  the  best  preparation  we  could  secure.  While 
it  may  not  be  a perfect  preparation  from  every  point  of 
view,  we  consider  it  far  better  than  water  and  woud  rec- 
ommend that  some  similar  preparation  be  used  the  com- 
ing season.  We  recommend  that  the  sum  of  $5,000  be 
appropriated  for  laying  the  dust. 

Police. 

Since  April,  1909,  we  have  had  a police  force  with  a 
chief  at  the  head  to  direct  it.  We  believe  that  the  patrol- 
men on  our  streets  have  given  good  satisfaction,  that 
they  have  been  courteous  to  all  and  have  been  efficient 
in  enforcing  the  laws.  As  the  appointment  of  a chief  ol 
police  was  a new  departure,  many  at  first  were  inclined 
to  look  with  suspicion  on  the  movement,  but  we  believe 
the  results  of  the  year  justify  the  wisdom  of  the  choice 
we  made  for  our  first  chief  of  police,  and  with  the  ex- 
perience of  last  year  to  guide  us  we  believe  we  can  look 
forward  to  the  coming  year  for  even  better  results  from 
the  same  force  we  had  in  1909.  We  would  recommend 
that  the  sum  of  $6,000  and  the  receipts  from  fines  be  ap- 
propriated for  police  service. 

Permanent  Improvements. 

During  the  year  the  stone  crusher  and  shed  that  have 
been  located  on  Union  and  Pine  streets  for  a number  of 
years  were  removed  to  the  new  location  on  Forest 
street.  The  plant  is  now  conveniently  located,  easy  of 
access  from  all  points  and  still  is  far  enough  removed 
from  the  center  of  the  town  as  not  to  be  unsightly.  A 
good  roomy  barn  has  been  built,  with  sheds  for  the  carts 
and  wagons.  This  plant  we  consider  in  good  order,  and 
sufficient  for  the  east  side  of  the  town  for  a number  of 
years. 
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We  have  carefully  considered  the  question  of  buying 
a portable  stonecrusher  and  have  concluded  to  recom- 
mend that  the  town  purchase  one.  This  crusher,  we  be- 
lieve, will  be  a good  investment,  as  it  can  readily  be 
moved  from  one  section  of  the  town  to  another  when- 
ever we  wish  to  macadamize  a street.  It  will  save  the 
expensive  long  hauls  of  crushed  stone  and  streets  can 
then  be  dressed  with  stone  that  would  be  impossible  as 
too  expensive  under  the  present  system.  For  instance, 
if  we  wanted  to  repair  a street  in  South  Attleborough 
or  Hebronville  the  crusher  would  be  located  in  one  of 
the  gravel  banks  and  material  taken  therefrom,  run 
through  the  crusher  and  put  on  the  streets — time  and 
money  saved.  We  would  recommend  that  the  sum  of 
$2,000  be  appropriated  for  this  purpose. 

Financial  Statement. 

The  valuation  of  the  town,  as  asesssed  in  1908,  was 
$13,343,720,  and  the  valuation  in  1909  was  $14,211,000, 
an  increase  of  $1,367,230.  This  we  consider  an  excel- 
lent showing,  and  doubt  if  it  can  be  equalled  by  many 
towns  in  the  Commonwealth.

Report  of  the  Superintendent  of 
Streets 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  of  the  Town  of 
Attleborough : 

I herewith  submit  my  sixth  annual  report  as  Superin- 
tendent of  Streets  for  the  year  ending  Dec.  31,  1909. 

During  the  past  year  the  work  has  been  performed  in 
the  following  manner: 

Herbert  A.  Caswell  was  appointed  assistant  superin- 
tendent ; the  work  in  the  south  division  was  performed 
under  the  direction  of  Henry  A.  Lord,  and  the  work  in 
the  southwest  division  was  performed  under  the  direc- 
tion of  Charles  Howarth,  while  the  work  on  the  side- 
walk and  street  cleaning  departments  was  performed 
under  the  .direction  of  Joseph  Siddall. 

The  department  owns  five  teams,  which  are  constant- 
ly used  in  the  work.  The  same  method  of  cleaning  and 
scraping  the  streets  was  adopted  as  was  used  the  year 
previous,  and  was  performed  by  the  assistant  superin- 
tendent and  a large  force  of  men. 

The  macadam  work  on  County  street,  which  was 
commenced  last  year,  was  continued,  thus  completing  a 
section  of  macadam  from  Park  street  to  Thacher  street. 

West  street  was  brought  to  grade  and  macadamized 
from  North  Main  street  to  Daggett’s  farm.  This  street 
has  been  widened  at  a point  opposite  the  Manchester 
homestead.  This  was  made  possible  by  an  agreement 
between  the  town  and  Mrs.  Henry  Manchester,  whereby 
the  'house  was  moved  and  a large  elm  tree  was  taken 
out,  thereby  a width  of  45  feet  was  maintained  between 
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North  avenue  and  Brady’s  land.  The  streets  listed  be- 
low have  been  'macadamized  as  follows :

Southwest  Division. 

The  streets  in  this  section  were  scraped  and  gutters 
cleaned  by  the  regular  gang  from  the  center.  A large 
amount  of  work  was  done  on  the  so-called  Red  Rock 
Hill  Road,  the  work  being  taken  up  where  it  was  discon- 
tinued the  year  previous  and  continued  to  the  North  At- 
tleboro line. 

Length  of  street  gravelled,  2865  feet. 

A thin  coating  of  gravel  was  placed  upon  Newport 
avenue,  which,  'however,  did  not  give  satisfaction,  for 
there  is  a large  amount  of  heavy  trucking  carried  on  in 
this  particular  section  and  the  gravel  soon  became 
ground  to  a powder.  After  a storm  the  surface  of  this 
street  becomes  very  muddy.  I would  recommend  that 
the  street  be  macadamized  from  Orr’s  Corner  to  Wash- 
ington street. 

West  street  has  been  gravelled  for  a distance  of  585 
feet  and  a sidewalk  constructed  on  the  north  side  of  the 
street  extending  from  Orr’s  factory  to  the  Sadler  prop- 
erty, a distance  of  525  feet.  A culvert  lying  opposite 
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Orr’s  factory  was  extended  14  feet  and  100  feet  of  fence 
was  constructed  on  this  street. 

A new  sidewalk  was  built  on  Washington  street,  com- 
mencing at  the  school  house  and  continuing  for  a dis- 
tance of  700  feet,  terminating  at  the  Powers  property ; 
a guard  rail  was  built  along  this  walk  for  a distance  of 
350  feet.  The  work  on  this  street  was  performed  under 
the  direction  of  Frank  E.  Shaw.  The  sidewalk  on  Cum- 
berland avenue  was  dressed  for  a distance  of  360  feet.

Bridges,  Culverts  and  Catch  Basins.

Sixty-four  feet  of  16-inch  pipe  was  layed  across  the 
Speedway,  also  70  feet  of  12-inch  pipe  was  layed  south 
of  Orange  street.  Pipes  were  placed  under  sidewalks  in 
14  different  places. 

Three  hundred  feet  of  board  fence  has  been  built  on 
Mechanics  street. 

Ninety  feet  of  board  fence  has  been  built  on  West 
street. 

Three  hundred  and  fifty  feet  of  board  fence  has  been 
built  on  Washington  street. 

Three  new  catch  basins  were  constructed  and  four 
were  repaired,  while  all  other  catch  basins  were  cleaned. 

IWest  street  bridge,  which  is  located  opposite  the  At- 
tleboro Steam  and  Electric  Company’s  plant,  has  been 
repaired  by  means  of  T irons  placed  18  inches  between 
centers  and  forms  placed  between  them.  The  bridge  was 
covered  between  with  a concrete  surface  made  up  of

crushed  stone  and  cement.  I would  advise  that  a new 
bridge  constructed  in  a similar  manner  be  built  over  the 
Ten  Mile  River  on  County  street,  at  a point  near  the 
Bushee  factory.

The  river  has  been  cleaned  from  County  street  to  a 
point  near  Wolfenden’s  Bleach  and  Dye  establishment. 
The  Thacher  Brook  Drain  has  been  cleaned  -from  a 
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point  south  of  Maple  street  to  Forest  street  and  a wall 
was  continued  from  a point  north  of  Forest  street  260 
feet,  thus  making  it  possible  to  use  the  land  for  town 
purposes. 


Street  Sprinkling. 

The  work  in  this  department  has  been  accomplished 
by  using  seven  sprinkling  carts,  which  are  town  prop- 
erty. Thirty-two  miles  of  highway  were  sprinkled. 
Owing  to  a shortage  of  water  it  was  necessary  to  discon- 
tinue the  street  sprinkling  Aug.  20th.  A special  appro- 
priation of  $500  was  made  for  the  purpose  of  purchasing 
a liquid  called  Dustolene.  This  material  was  applied  to 
the  principal  streets  in  the  centre  of  the  town  and  a sec- 
ond application  of  the  fluid  was  made  in  October.  This 
method  of  laying  dust  is  a more  satisfactory  way  than 
by  the  use  of  water ; it  also  preserves  the  surface  of  the 
streets.

and  the  grade  of  the  street,  which  was  6 per  cent.,  has 
been  reduced  to  4 per  cent.,  and  the  street  graded  for  a 
distance  of  930  feet.

Lamb  street  has  been  brought  to  grade  the  entire 
length  from  South  Main  street  to  Thacher  street,  and  a 
sidewalk  constructed  on  the  south  side  of  the  street  from 
South  Main  street  to  the  new  Mossberg  factory.  A new 
bridge  was  constructed  over  the  Ten  Mile  River;  the 
abutments  were  composed  of  granite  blocks  and  the 
bridge  was  constructed  of  T irons  with  steel  forms  and 
covered  with  a concrete  surface  of  crushed  stone  and 
Portland  cement. 

Length  of  street,  1800  feet. 

Number  of  yards  of  gravel  used  in  construction  of 
street,  10,128. 

Highland  avenue  has  been  gravelled  from  Adamsdale 
road  to  a point  called  Robbin  Hollow  Hill,  a distance 
of  1545  feet.

Forest  Street  Lot. 

This  is  a piece  of  land  lying  between  the  Standard  Oil 
Co.  property  and  the  Thacher  Brook  Drain  and  was  pur- 
chased of  Frank  Cummings  for  the  purpose  of  re-locating 
our  buildings  belonging  to  the  Highway  Department, 
which  were  formerly  located  on  Pine  street,  and  the  Pine 
street  property  was  purchased  by  the  State  for  the  pur- 
pose of  erecting  an  armory.  A new  barn,  35x50  feet, 
has  been  erected.  The  sheds,  which  are  100  feet  long, 
tool  house,  crusher  buldings  an*d  boiler  house,  were  all 
moved  to  the  new  location  and  after  necessary  repairs 
everything  has  been  placed  in  good  condition.  A new 
35  H.  P.  boiler  has  been  purchased  from  the  Ames  Boiler 
Works  and  is  giving  satisfaction.  The  crusher  has  been 
placed  on  a re-enforced  concrete  foundation  and  is  in 
first-class  condition.  I would,  however,  recommend 
that  the  town  purchase  a portable  crusher  for  the  mac- 
adam work  is  extending  toward  the  suburbs  and  this  in- 
curs a large  expense  for  cartage,  which  would  otherwise 
be  saved. 

In  closing,  I again  wish  to  thank  those  who  have 
assisted  in  the  work  by  giving  prompt  notice  of  defects 
in  the  street,  caused  by  storms,  etc.,  and  in  numerous 
other  ways,  all  of  which  information  has  been  of  great 
assistance  to  the  department  in  lessening  the  liability  of 
accidents,  thereby  saving  the  town  from  numerous 
damage  suits  of  an  expensive  nature.

Report  of  the  Overseers  of 
the  Poor 


To  the  Citizens  of  Attleborough : 

The  Overseers  of  the  Poor  submit  this  their  report  for 
the  year  1909. 

The  Board  was  organized  March  4,  1909,  by  the  choice 
of  Joseph  V.  Curran  as  chairman;  Benj.  P.  King,  Clerk; 
George  M.  Gustin,  Visitor;  and  proceeded  with  their 
work. 

Nothing  out  of  the  usual  order  has  occurred  during 
the  year.  The  duties  of  the  Board  increase  somewhat 
from  year  to  year,  as  may  well  be  expected,  for  as  the 
town  grows  this  department  will  have  its  increase  of 
business. 

It  has  been  the  desire  of  the  Board  to  meet  what 
comes  to  it  in  a businesslike  and  careful  manner,  and  as 
results  show,  we  feel  we  have  done  the  best  we  could. 
Agreeable  to  our  request  for  an  increase  in  our  appro- 
priation, that  we  might  install  a modern  heating  plant 
at  the  Town  Home,  also  an  addition  to  the  barn  wherein 
to  properly  house  the  farming  tools  and  rolling  stock 
from  the  weather,  the  department  was  given  a total  ap- 
propriation of  nine  thousand  dollars  ($9,000),  with  the 
usual  five  undred  dollars  ($500.00)  for  medical  attend- 
ance. 

At  an  early  day  plans  were  laid  for  both  improve- 
ments, and  in  due  time  they  were  completed  and  put  to 
use,  and  both  fill  a long  desired  want.  Both  appear  to 
be  substantial  and  should  last  many  years. 

The  total  number  of  inmates  at  the  Town  Home  dur- 
ing the  year  was  thirty-two  (3 2),  an  average  of  thirteen 
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and  one-sixth  (13  1-6)  ; three  (3)  have  died  and  nine  (9) 
have  been  at  the  Home  the  whole  year.  Number  of  in- 
mates January  1,  1910,  fifteen  (15).  It  is  the  policy  of 
the  Board,  so  far  as  practical,  to  care  for  those  needing 
aid,  at  the  Town  Home,  which  will  explain,  in  a measure, 
the  increase  of  inmates. 

Owing  to  the  extreme  drought  last  summer  the  crops 
at  the  Farm  were  badly  cut,  barely  raising  enough  for 
the  home  needs  through  the  winter.  The  hay  crop  was 
equal  to  the  previous  year,  about  60  tons  of  good  hay, 
which  was  cut  early  and  well  stored.  There  was  no  sec- 
ond crop,  from  present  indications  we  will  probably  have 
enough  to  carry  us  through  to  spring,  or  until  feed  starts 
again.  We  shall  have  to  replace  our  horses  with  a new 
pair  this  year.  One  of  the  present  pair  is  in  bad  condi- 
tion. Both  of  them  are  old  and  worn  out.  They  have 
been  in  active  use  at  the  Farm  about  18  or  20  years. 

Mr.  Nelson  Hager,  Superintendent,  and  his  wife  con- 
tinue in  their  well  doing,  and  any  one  who  cares  to  in- 
vestigate will  see  the  great  gains  in  farming  lines  that 
have  taken  place  during  the  present  superintendent’s 
reign.  The  Board  hopes  to  still  improve  conditions 
until  our  Town  Farm  shall  rate  as  one  of  the  best. 

As  we  look  into  the  future,  the  Board  does  not  feel 
justified  in  asking  for  any  less  appropriation  than  that 
of  last  year.  Therefore,  we  ask  for  the  sum  of  nine 
thousand  dollars  ($9,000.00)  general  and  five  hundred 
dollars  ($500.00)  medical  attendance.

Annual  Report  of  the  Board 
of  Health 


To  the  Citizens  of  Attleborough : 

The  Board  of  Health  respectfully  submits  herewith 
its  annual  report  for  the  year  ending  Dec.  31,  1909. 
Twenty-seven  meetings  were  held  in  1909;  eighteen  reg- 
ular, and  nine  special  meetings.  The  regular  meetings 
are  held  on  the  first  and  third  Mondays  of  each  month. 

The  Board  organized  March  4,  1909,  with  Dr.  C.  S. 
Holden,  Dr.  R.  P.  Kent  and  Dr.  W.  O.  Hewitt,  mem- 
bers ; Dr.  C.  S.  Holden  as  chairman,  and  Dr.  W.  O. 
Hewitt  as  secretary.  Henry  H.  Wilcox  of  Taunton  was 
appointed  Inspector  of  Plumbing,  and  the  Board  of 
Examiners  of  Plumbers  appointed  was  Dr.  C.  S.  Holden, 
J.  M.  Seagrave  and  H.  L,  Perry. 

A revision  of  the  statutes  of  the  Commonwealth  dur- 
ing the  past  year  has  rendered  void  the  appointment  of 
local  Boards  of 'Examiners  of  Plumbers  and  their  former 
duties  are  now  invested  in  a State  Board  of  Examiners 
of  Plumbers. 

General  Work  of  the  Board. 

The  duties  of  the  Board  of  Health,  which  consist 
largely  in  the  enforcement  of  the  statutes  relating  to  the 
public  health,  and  of  protecting  the  people  from  the 
spread  of  communicable  diseases,  have  materially  in- 
creased during  the  last  few  years.  This  increased  work 
is  due  not  only  to  the  growth  of  our  community,  but 
also  to  changes  in  the  State  laws,  which  now  relieve  the 
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Overseers  of  the  Poor  from  the  responsibility  of  caring 
for  needy  cases  of  contagious  disease,  and  places  the  care 
of  all  such  cases  within  the  jurisdiction  of  Boards  of 
Health ; the  duty  of  the  Overseers  with  these  cases  is 
merely  to  determine  the  place  of  settlement. 

The  Boa/rd  has  investigated,  and  caused  to  be 
abated,  many  nuisances  during  the  year.  Nuisances, 
however,  have  required  considerable  tact  in  manage- 
ment, because  of  the  misunderstanding  by  many  per- 
sons in  regard  to  complaints.  Some  of  the  complaints 
made  to  the  Board  are  in  consequence  of  neighborhood 
feuds  and  disagreements,  and  therefore  the  Board  in- 
sists that  complaints  shall  be  made  in  writing  and 
signed.  Some  nuisances  are  difficult,  if  not  impossible, 
of  abatement,  because  of  the  lack  of  proper  methods  of 
sewerage  disposal,  and  many  are  due  to  the  laxity  of  our 
building  laws.  Many  nuisances  would  never  be  com- 
plained of  if  an  efficient  inspector  of  buildings  were  pro- 
vided to  enforce  much  needed  rules  in  regard  to  build- 
ings, especially  in  the  centre  of  the  town.  There  are  a 
number  of  old  and  unsightly  buildings  that  not  only  de- 
tract from  the  beauty  of  the  town,  but  to  some  degree, 
are  unsanitary  as  well. 


Disposal  of  Garbage. 

Little  trouble  has  arisen  during  the  year,  but  the 
present  plan  is  not  ideal,  and  it  has  occurred  to  the 
Board  that,  like  other  progressive  communities,  the 
Town  should  assume  the  work  of  collecting  the  garbage 
and  ashes. 

Surely,  when  so  many  find  it  profitable  to  engage  in 
the  business  of  collecting  swill,  it  might  be  well  for  the 
town  to  look  into  the  matter,  and  to  see  if  it  cannot  use 
to  advantage,  at  the  town  farm,  much  of  this  refuse.  If 
the  collection  was  placed  in  charge  of  one  of  the  depart- 
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ments  of  the  town,  and  one  or  more  teams  provided  to 
do  the  work,  we  believe  there  would  be  few  complaints 
about  non-collection.  To  irate  citizens  who  complain 
that  their  garbage  is  not  being  collected,  we  can  under 
the  present  arrangement  only  say  that  the  fault  probably 
lies  with  the  collector. 


Plumbing. 

Many  conferences  have  been  held  with  the  Inspector 
of  Plumbing,  and  as  a result  the  by-laws  in  regard  to 
plumbing  are  now  more  strictly  enforced. 

The  large  number  of  buildings  being  erected  in  the 
last  few  years  has  increased  the  work  of  this  department. 

The  Inspector  of  Plumbing  now  has  office  hours  at  the 
Assessors  rooms  on  three  afternoons  of  each  week, 
Where  he  can  meet  the  plumbers,  file  applications  and 
issue  permits  in  a systematic  manner. 


Drainage  of  Wet  and  Spongy  Land. 

The  Board  has  long  considered  methods  of  surface 
drainage  for  that  section  of  the  town  east  of  Pleasant 
street,  near  the  centre.  The  land  in  this  neighborhood 
is  very  low  and  damp,  and  as  it  is  becoming  rapidly 
thickly  settled,  the  best  interests  of  the  community  de- 
mand that  the  locality  shall  be  properly  drained. 

Beset  with  such  problems  as  this,  the  Board  was  led 
to  insert  an  article  in  the  warrant  for  the  annual  town 
meeting  two  years  ago  to  see  what  the  town  would  do  in 
the  way  of  establishing  a system  of  sewerage  and  of 
sewage  disposal. 

As  a result  of  this  initial  step  on  the  part  of  the  Board 
of  Health,  it  really  seems  now  that  such  a system  will 
be  installed  in  the  near  futuire.  The  health  of  the  town 
as  a whole  cannot  but  be  helped  by  such  a procedure,  but 
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the  conditions  will  be  especially  benefitted  in  that  por- 
tion of  the  town  above  referred  to,  where  the  land  is 
very  low  and  where,  under  present  conditions,  it  is  al- 
most impossible  for  cesspools  to  perform  any  useful 
functions. 

Neither  should  we  be  satisfied  to  drain  alone  the  sew- 
age of  this  locality,  a system  of  surface  water  drains 
should  be  installed  either  in  connection  with  the  con- 
struction of  the  sewerage  system  or  independent  of  such 
construction. 


Free  Tuberculosis  Exhibit. 

A Free  Tuberculosis  Exhibit  was  held  in  the  library 
building,  for  six  days,  beginning  June  5,  1909,  under  the 
auspices  of  the  Board  of  Health,  assisted  by  a large  com- 
mittee of  citizens. 

The  exhibit  of  the  Boston  Society  for  the  Prevention 
and  Control  of  Tuberculosis  was  the  one  engaged.  The 
exhibit  was  shown  in  the  basement,  and  several  lec- 
tures were  given  in  the  lecture  hall,  all  of  which  were 
well  attended.  On  Sunday,  June  6,  a public  mass  meet- 
ing was  held  in  the  Opera  House ; Prof.  Winslow  of  the 
Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technology  delivered  the 
lecture  on  “The  Fight  Against  Tuberculosis.” 

The  attendance  at  the  exhibit  was  nearly  four  thou- 
sand for  the  six  days,  and  the  Board  feels  that  its  efforts 
in  attempting  to  teach  the  public  about  this  important 
disease  were  successful. 

Contagious  Diseases. 

There  were  reported  twenty-four  cases  of  diphtheria ; 
the  largest  number  reported  in  any  one  year  for  the  past 
decade.  These  cases  were  for  the  most  part  of  a mild 
type,  however,  and  there  were  fortunately  only  three 
deaths. 

The  Board  desires  to  thank  the  physicians  for  their 
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promptness  in  taking  cultures  of  suspicious  throats,  and 
for  reporting  cases  of  this  dangerous  disease,  thus  aiding 
us  in  controlling  what  might  have  been  a serious  epid- 
emic. The  Board  now  pays  the  express  on  cultures  sent 
to  the  State  Board  of  Health,  and  is  ready  to  assist  the 
physician  in  every  way  possible  to  make  an  early  diag- 
nosis, and  to  protect  the  rest  of  the  community  from 
infection. 

There  were  twenty-two  cases  of  scarlet  fever  reported. 
This  number  while  above  the  average  for  the  past  ten 
years,  is  only  about  half  the  number  reported  last  year. 
There  were  no  deaths  from  this  disease. 

There  were  thirty-three  cases  of  pulmonary  tubercu- 
losis reported  with  eleven  deaths.  This  increase  over 
previous  years  is  probably  largely  due  to  the  promptness 
with  which  our  physicians  report  cases,  but  it  must  be 
very  evident  to  us  all,  that  every  efforc  should  be  made 
the  coming  year  to  prevent,  if  possible,  the  development, 
and  spread  of  this  common  and  dangerous,  yet  curable 
disease.  The  old  pesthouse  iat  the  town  farm  has 
recently  been  repaired,  and  it  is  now  at  the  Board’s  dis- 
posal if  needed. 

It  is  in  this  connection  that  the  attention  of  the  citi- 
zens is  called  to  the  need  of  a hospital  in  our  town.  In 
the  present  state  of  our  knowledge  as  to  the  way  in 
which  contagious  diseases  are  spread,  it  seems  unneces- 
sary to  enter  into  any  discussion  to  prove  that  removal 
to  a hospital  is  the  most  effective  way  of  controlling 
them.  A small  contagious  disease  hospital  would  greatly 
help  us  in  the  prevention  of  epidemics. 

Tables  appended,  show  the  number  of  infectious  dis- 
eases reported  and  also  a comparison  of  infectious  dis- 
eases in  Attleboro  for  the  last  ten  years. 

Vital  Statistics. 

There  were  one  hundred  and  eighty-nine  deaths  dur- 
ing the  year.  Of  these,  ninety-five  were  males,  and 
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ninety-four  were  females.  This  is  the  largest  number  of 
deaths  during  any  one  year  for  the  past  ten  years,  with 
one  exception — 1907,  when  there  were  one  hundred  and 
ninety-three  deaths. 

There  were  forty-seven  deaths  under  one  year,  and 
fifty-seven  were  under  five  years.  There  were  sixteen 
who  died  at  the  age  of  eighty  or  over.  There  were  six- 
teen deaths  from  heart  disease,  ten  from  pneumonia, 
thirteen  from  cancer,  and  six  were  caused  by  accident. 

Expenditures. 

The  amount  expended  for  contagious  diseases  during 
the  year  was  $586.05.  The  town  has  been  reimbursed  by 
others  towns  $73.39,  making  a total  of  $512.66.  The  gen- 
eral expenses  of  the  Board  in  addition  to  this,  including 
salaries,  was  $1,559.06.  This  makes  the  total  expendi- 
tures of  the  Board  $2,145.11.  This  amount  was  drawn 
from  the  appropriation  for  “Current  and  Incidental  Ex- 
penses/’ 

The  Board  believes  that  the  Health  Department 
should  have  an  appropriation  of  its  own  during  the  year 
1910,  and  that  a sum  of  $2,500  should  be  appropriated  to 
take  care  of  its  expenditures.

Gentlemen : — Herewith  we  present  our  ninth  annual 
report  for  the  year  ending  Dec.  31,  1909: 

The  composition  of  the  Board  has  been  the  same  as 
during  the  previous  year:  Dr.  C.  S.  Holden,  Chairman; 

J.  M.  Seagrave,  Secretary,  and  H.  L.  Perry. 

During  the  year  the  Board  held  the  following  list  of 
meetings  for  the  examinations  of  the  following  appli- 
cants : 

March  9,  1909,  examined  Edward  J.  Murphy  for  a 
master  plumber  by  practical  and  oral  test  on  the  charts 
and  plans  with  a good  percentage  on  same. 

May  12,  1909,  examined  Francis  H.  O’Rork  for  a mas- 
ter plumber. 

June  1,  1909,  examined  Ralph  Southworth  and  Chris- 
topher Davis  for  journeymen  plumbers. 

June  2,  1909,  examined  E.  A.  Hartwell  for  a master 
plumber. 

June  14,  1909,  examined  Thomas  Kyle  for  a journey- 
man plumber,  and  Frank  Dupris  for  a master  plumber. 

June  15,  1909,  examined  William  H.  Young  and  A. 
Lincoln  Smith  for  master  plumbers,  and  William  Mc-

The  total  number  of  meetings  held  during  the  year  of 
1909  was  six.

The  final  meeting  of  the  Board  was  held  July  15,  1909, 
owing  to  a law  relative  to  the  business  of  plumbing  be- 
ing enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives 
in  General  Court  assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the 
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same  that  thirty  days  after  t'he  passage  of  the  above 
mentioned  act,  June  19,  1909,  the  State  Board  of  Health 
was  empowered  with  the  appointing  of  a State  Board  of 
Examiners. 

Upon  the  appointment  of  the  State  Board  of  Exami- 
ners of  Plumbers  the  local  Board  of  Examiners  of 
Plumbers  under  the  provision  of  the  Statutes  was 
abolished. 

The  Board  has  examined  sixty  applicants ; the  same 
members  and  officers  have  worked  together  since  the 
acceptance  of  the  plumbing  ordinances  by  the  Town  of 
Attleborough  at  its  annual  March  meeting  in  1901.  The 
Board  has  also  been  harmonious  in  all  its  decisions  and 
has  received  unanimous  support  from  the  Board  of 
Health.

Apparatus. 

The  apparatus  of  the  department  consists  of  one 
two-horse  hook  and  ladder  truck,  with  300  feet  of  lad- 
ders and  fully  equipped  with  all  necessary  tools ; one 
two-horse  combination  hose  and  chemical  wagon,  fully 
equipped ; one  two-horse  hose  wagon,  fully  equipped ; 
two  supply  wagons,  and  5,000  feet  of  hose  in  good  con- 
dition located  in  the  center  of  the  town ; one  one-horse 
hose  wagon,  600  feet  of  hose  and  all  necessary  tools  in 
good  condition,  located  at  the  Farmers;  one  hose  wagon, 
1,200  feet  of  hose  in  good  condition,  and  one  two-horse 
hook  and  ladder  truck  in  good  condition  located  at 
South  Attleborough,  one  four-wheel  hose  reel,  1,000  feet 
of  hose  in  good  condition  located  at  Hebronville ; one 
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hand  reel,  and  800  feet  of  hose  located  at  St.  Jean  plat; 
one  hand  reel,  and  800  feet  of  hose,  located  at  Briggs 
Corner  ; one  democrat  wagon,  one  express  wagon  and 
one  two-horse  pung  located  in  the  center  of  the  town. 

Horses. 

The  department  has  nine  horses : two  on  Hose  No. 
1 at  South  Main  street,  two  on  Hose  No.  2 at  Union 
street,  two  on  Ladder  Truck  No.  1 at  Union  street,  one 
on  Hose  No.  4,  South  Attleborough,  one  used  by  Chief 
and  one  for  fire  alarm  purposes. 

The  horses  for  the  use  of  Hose  Companies  Nos.  3 and 
5 and  Ladder  Company  No.  2 are  hired. 

The  service  for  Hose  Company  No.  3 is  not  as  good 
as  is  needed,  but  is  the  best  we  have  been  able  to  se- 
cure, as  there  are  very  few  available  horses  in  that 
section. 

The  service  for  Hook  and  Ladder  Company  No.  2 at 
South  Attleborough  is  as  good  as  can  be  expected  while 
dependent  upon  hired  horses. 

The  service  for  Hose  Company  No.  5 at  Hebronville 
is  as  good  as  we  can  expect,  owing  to  the  fact  that  the 
horses  used  are  at  such  a long  distance  from  the  hose 

house. 

Harnesses. 

The  department  has  four  sets  of  double  harnesses,. 
one  used  by  Hose  Company  No.  1,  one  used  by  Hook 
and  Ladder  Company  No.  1,  one  used  by  Hose  Com- 
pany No.  2,  and  one  used  by  Hose  Company  No.  5,  He- 
bronville ; four  single  harnesses,  one  used  by  Hose  Com- 
pany No.  3,  Farmers,  one  used  by  Hose  Company  No. 
4,  South  Attleborough,  one  used  by  the  spare  horse  at 
Union  street,  and  one  extra  harness ; all  in  good  con- 
dition. 
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Fire  Alarm. 

The  Gamewell  Fire  Alarm  System  is  in  use  and  in 
good  condition.  It  consists  of  the  following  apparatus : 
Two  steam  gongs,  one  at  the  Pumping  Station  at  South 
Attleboro  and  one  at  the  Electric  Light  Station,  located 
at  Farmers ; three  bells,  one  on  South  Main  street,  one 
near  Peck  street  and  one  on  Hose  Company  No.  4 
house,  South  Attleborough ; one  striker  located  on  the 
church  at  Hdbronville ; one  indicator  at  Hose  Company 
No.  1,  one  at  Hose  Company  No.  2,  and  one  at  Hose 
Company  No.  5;  15  tappers  used  in  the  shops  and  by 
members  of  the  fire  department ; 61  fire  alarm  boxes, 

owned  by  the  town  ; one  private  box  owned  by  the  In- 
terstate Street  Railway  Company;  about  60  miles  of 
wire  and  all  necessary  tools  for  keeping  the  same  in  re- 
pair; one  storage  battery,  complete,  with  a six-circuit 
switch  board. 


Houses. 

The  department  houses  are  located  as  follows : South 
Main  street  house,  occupied  by  Hose  Company  No.  1 ; 
Union  street  house,  occupied  by  Hook  and  Ladder 
Company  No.  1 and  Hose  Company  No.  2;  the  house  at 
Fs^mers,  occupied  by  Hose  Company  No.  3 ; the  house 
at  South  Attleborough,  occupied  by  Hook  and  Ladder 
Company  No.  2 and  Hose  Company  No.  4;  the  house  at 
Hebronville,  occupied  by  Hose  Company  No.  5 ; Hose 
Company  No.  6 is  located  in  the  building  owned  by  the 
St.  Jean  Improvement  Society;  the  house  at  Briggs 
Corner  is  occupied  by  Hose  Company  No.  7. 

Permanent  Improvements. 

During  the  past  year  we  have  purchased  500  feet  of 
hose,  extended  the  fire  alarm  system  down  Washington 
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street  as  far  as  Turner  street,  remodelled  hose  house  No. 
4,  South  Attleborough,  for  the  accommodation  of  a per- 
manent man,  and  stall  for  one  horse ; painted  and 
added  a lavatory  to  hose  house  No.  5,  Hebronville ; 
painted  hose  house  No.  3,  Farmers,;  built  an  extension 
on  the  shed  at  Union  street  hose  house  No.  2 ; pur- 
chased one  wagon  for  Hose  Company  No.  4,  South  At- 
tleborough ; purchased  one  horse  for  the  use  of  the  fire 
department,  and  purchased  one  express  wagon  for  the 
use  of  the  fire  department.

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REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE 

To  the  Citizens  of  Attleborough: 

We  herewith  submit  the  report  of  our  doings  for  the 
financial  year  of  1909,  and  we  trust  that  the  money  placed 
in  our  hands  has  been  well  spent  and  that  the  town  will 
reap  commensurate  reward. 

Two  new  buildings  have  been  opened  during  the  year. 
The  Washington  School,  a four-room  building,  was 
opened  early  in  the  year,  every  room  of  which  is  now  in 
use.  Although  the  committee  was  criticised  on  the  loca- 
tion when  we  purchased  the  land,  we  are  now  more  fully 
convinced  that  the  building  is  in  the  right  place.  The 
financial  report  regarding  this  building  will  be  found 
under  the  report  of  the  building  committee. 

The  Bliss  School,  an  eight-room  building  on  Park 
Street,  was  opened  in  September  with  every  room  in  use. 
The  building  we  think  needs  no  comments  from  the  com- 
mittee. The  financial  report  regarding  this  building  will 
also  be  found  under  the  report  of  the  building  committee. 

We  would  still  recommend  to  the  town,  as  we  did  one 
year  ago,  that  steps  be  taken  to  properly  heat  and  venti- 
late the  City  Building,  one  room  of  which  is  heated  with 
stoves  with  practically  no  ventilation  in  the  whole  build- 
ing, and  that  something  be  done  at  Sanford  Street  where 
there  are  a large  number  of  children  without  proper  ven- 
tilation. 

We  believe  that  a new  building  will  be  required  in  the 
near  future  near  the  corner  of  Thacher  and  County 
Streets,  and  we  would  recommend  the  purchase  of  a lot 
in  that  vicinity  this  year.  Seventy  pupils  at  the  present 
time  are  being  transported  from  that  section  to  the 
centre  of  the  town. 

The  conditions  at  Hebronville  are  such  that  some 
change  will  be  necessary  in  that  building  to  meet  the 
demands  of  that  section.  At  the  present  time  the  sixth, 
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seventh  and  eighth  grades  are  brought  to  the  center  and 
one  grade  housed  in  the  small  chapel — a condition  of 
affairs  unsatisfactory  to  parents  as  well  as  to  the  com- 
mittee. 

The  need  of  a new  High  School  building  in  Attleboro 
has  long  been  evident.  The  condition  of  affairs  as  to 
room  for  the  needs  of  the  present  number  of  pupils  is 
clearly  set  forth  in  the  report  of  the  principal,  and  we 
trust  that  the  town  will  take  some  action  looking  toward 
a new  high  school  building.  We  would  recommend 
that  the  town  authorize  the  school  committee  to  secure 
an  option  on  some  suitable  lot  and  report  to  the  town  at 
some  future  meeting  with  recommendations. 

The  Turner  Street  building  has  been  moved  to  the 
Plat  in  accordance  with  the  vote  of  the  town,  and  after 
a tedious  delay  will  be  opened  about  February  first. 
While  this  has  been  an  expensive  job,  far  exceeding  the 
appropriation,  we  believe  that  as  a Plat  school  it  is  in 
the  right  place  and  will  give  the  residents  of  that  section 
a chance  to  fulfill  the  promises  made  to  the  committee 
as  to  the  number  of  pupils  to  be  enrolled. 

We  ask  this  year  as  in  former  years  for  an  increase  in 
our  general  appropriation,  made  necessary  by  a large 
number  of  needed  repairs  and  the  increases  in  teachers’ 
salaries,  and  we  would  recommend  that  the  sum  of  $77,- 
500.00  be  appropriated,  together  with  the  dog  fund,  for 
educational  purposes,  this  amount  to  include  Educa- 
tional Account,  Incidentals  and  Repairs,  Text-books  and 
Supplies,  Benevolence,  Transportation,  Evening  Schools, 
Summer  Schools  and  School  Physician. 

The  Bliss  School  lot  should  be  fenced  on  the  north  and 
west  sides.  This  together  with  the  needs  of  the  various 
buildings  spoken  of  previously  in  this  report  and  the  lot 
at  the  corner  of  Thacher  and  County  Streets  we  place  for 
your  consideration  under  separate  articles  trusting  to 
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wisdom  to  bring  about  these  needed  improvements.

I have  the  honor  to  submit  my  fifth  annual  report  as 
Superintendent  of  Schools,  it  being  the  twenty-sixth  'in 
the  series  of  such  reports.

Tor  the  fall  term  the  average  membership  has  been 
2230,  which  is  177  less  than  for  the  corresponding  period 
last  year.  This  falling  off  is  due  to  the  fact  that  about 
200  pupils  withdrew  from  the  public  schools  this  fall,  to 
attend  the  parochial  school  connected  with  St.  Joseph’s 
Church. 

Condition  of  the  Schools. 

The  opening  of  two  new  school  buildings  during  the 
year — Washington  School,  February  8,  1909,  and  the

Bliss  School,  September  7,  1909 — has  wrought  a marked 
improvement  in  the  condition  of  our  grade  schools.  Last 
year  nearly  every  room  in  the  center  of  the  town  was 
overcrowded,  two  rooms  were  on  half  time,  and  eight 
assistant  teachers  were  being  employed.  The  average 
number  of  pupils  per  room  in  the  center  schools  was  48. 
By  the  opening  of  these  new  buildings  ten  additional 
rooms  were  made  available,  and  this  fact,  together  with 
the  withdrawal  from  the  public  schools  of  a consider- 
able number  of  pupils  above  mentioned,  has  reduced  the 
number  of  pupils  per  teacher  in  most  of  the  rooms  to  a 
most  desirable  number  and  placed  them  in  a better  con- 
dition than  they  have  been  since  the  opening  of  the  Rich- 
ardson School  in  1901.  Today,  the  average  number  of 
pupils  per  room  in  the  center  of  the  town  is  38,  in  the 
outlying  schools  30,  and  in  the  whole  town  35 ; no  assist- 
ant teachers  are  employed,  and  no  teacher  has  more  than 
two  grades  in  her  room — in  fact,  thirty-five  rooms  have  a 
single  grade,  only  twenty-three  rooms  having  two  grades. 
The  present  conditions  are  the  most  favorable  for  good 
work  that  we  have  had  for  some  time,  and  I am  confident 
we  shall  see  better  results  in  the  schools  this  year.  If  the 
coming  year  fulfills,  however,  what  the  present  seems  to 
indicate,  next  fall  will  see  another  big  increase  in  our 
school  enrollment.  If  we  could  keep  the  present  num- 
bers as  they  are  for  a few  years,  the  efficiency  of  our 
schools  would  certainly  be  greatly  increased. 


The  High  School. 

I am  sorry  that  I can  see  no  way  to  relieve  the  situ- 
ation at  the  High  School.  A glance  at  the  report  of  the 
principal  will  show  under  what  disadvantages  and 
handicaps  the  work  is  being  done.  To  be  sure,  the  num- 
ber of  pupils  is  not  much  larger  than  it  was  a few  years 
ago,  but  the  number  of  classes  has  been  increased  and 
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in  this  way  the  work  is  crowded.  From  present  indica- 
tions, the  commercial  department  will  require  the  entire 
services  of  two  teachers  next  year,  some  courses  in  his- 
tory that  were  omitted  this  year  on  account  of  changes 
in  the  course  of  study  will  probably  be  asked  for  next 
year,  and  the  school  will  naturally  increase  in  numbers. 
We  cannot  increase  the  number  of  teachers  because  of 
lack  of  room  for  additional  classes,  so  that  it  would  seem 
that  we  had  reached  the  limit  of  effective  work  under 
present  conditions  in  our  High  School. 

I wish  to  call  attention  also  to  that  part  of  the  prin- 
cipals report  and  of  the  report  of  the  supervisor  of 
drawing  regarding  the  work  in  drawing  in  the  High 
School.  It  'has  always  seemed  to  me  that  in  a 
town  whose  principal  industry  is  the  manufacture  of 
jewelry,  drawing,  especially  work  in  designing  and  ap- 
plied design,  should  be  given  an  important  place  in  the 
High  School  course.  Yet  in  our  High  School  only  the 
freshman  class  receives  instruction  during  the  regular 
school  session,  all  other  classes  being  obliged  to  return 
for  instruction  in  the  afternoon.  As  might  be  expected, 
the  number  of  pupils  who  return  is  very  small.  The  re- 
sult is  that  drawing  is  practically  eliminated  from  the 
work  of  the  three  upper  classes  of  the  school,  and  under 
present  conditions  I do  not  see  any  remedy.  Yet  that 
some  action  is  called  for  there  can  be  no  doubt. 


Teachers. 


The  number  of  teachers  employed  in  the  schools 
January  i,  1910,  was  80,  divided  as  follows: 

High  School  10 

Grades  I-VIII  60 

Kindergartens  4 

Special  teachers  for  individual  instruction  3 
Supervisors  3 
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Of  these  teachers  sixteen  began  their  work  here  with 
the  opening  of  the  fall  term,  and  six  others  were  en- 
gaged at  various  times  during  the  year.  Most  of  these 
changes  in  the  teaching  force  were  due  to  teachers  re- 
signing to  accept  better  positions,  and  Boston,  Newton, 
Malden,  and  Taunton  have  taken  teachers  from  us  this 
year.  The  loss  of  three  principals  and  the  opening  of 
the  two  new  schools  made  it  necessary  to  employ  five 
new  principals  for  the  fall  term. 

This  constant  change  in  the  teaching  force,  represent- 
ing 25  per  cent,  of  the  total  number  of  teachers  during  a 
single  year,  is  the  most  serious  hindrance  to  efficient 
work  that  we  have  to  meet.  To  find  teachers  equally  as 
good,  or  who  promise  in  a short  time  to  be  equally  as 
good,  as  those  who  are  leaving,  to  secure  them  at  less 
than  the  maximum  salary,  which  the  teachers  who  are 
leaving  usually  have  received,  and  to  make  these  changes 
with  the  least  possible  interruption  in  the  work  of  the 
schools,  is  to  my  mind  the  most  vital  work  that  a super- 
intendent of  schools  has  to  do.  Courses  of  study,  text- 
books, school  furniture,  important  as  they  are,  are  of 
little  value  without  good  teachers,  and  only  by  securing 
good  teachers  can  the  standard  of  the  schools  be  main- 
tained. 

To  be  sure,  the  conditions  in  Attleboro  are  identical 
with  those  in  many  other  towns  and  cities  in  the  state. 
A teacher,  who  is.  ambitions  and  worthy  of  promotion, 
very  soon  outgrows  her  position  in  a small  town  and 
as  her  ability  increases  can  only  advance  herself  by 
moving  from  one  town  to  another  till  the  maximum 
salary  for  teachers  is  reached.  Thus  necessarily,  grow- 
ing teachers,  unless  influenced  by  a desire  to  be  at  home, 
or  similar  reasons,  are  changing  from  one  place  to  an- 
other, and  so  long  as  the  larger  places  can  offer  higher 
salaries  and  stronger  professional  inducements  than  the 
smaller  ones,  these  changes  must  inevitably  take  place. 
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Manual  Training. 

One  of  the  most  important  actions  of  the  Committee 
during  the  past  year  was  the  vote  in  October  to  intro- 
duce manual  training  into  the  eighth  grade.  Work  in 
paper  cutting  and  folding,  cardboard  construction, 
whittling  and  sewing,  already  had  a place  in  the  course 
of  study  for  the  grades  below  the  eighth;  but  for  the 
eighth  grade  no  adequate  work  had  been  provided.  The 
introduction  of  woodworking  will  complete  the  course 
in  manual  instruction  for  the  grammar  grades,  and  lead 
up  to  proper  mechanical  work  in  the  High  School  when 
the  opportunity  for  such  work  shall  be  provided. 

The  South  Main  Street  school  building  has  been  fitted 
up  for  these  classes  and  all  the  boys  in  the  eighth 
grades  will  come  to  this  school  for  instruction.  Although 
woodworking  will  be  the  principal  feature  of  the  work, 
yet  it  is  hoped  that  some  simple  form  of  metal  work  may 
be  attempted  in  connection  with  it,  the  course  being 
made  as  useful  and  practical  as  possible.  The  introduc- 
tion of  this  kind  of  manual  instruction  places  Attleboro 
in  line  with  other  progressive  towns  and  cities  in  the 
commonwealth,  and  when  it  shall  have  been  extended 
by  suitable  High  School  instruction,  will  have  a far- 
reaching  influence  on  the  educational  interests  of  the 
town. 

Transportation. 

We  have  expended  for  transportation  this  year 
$2,872,  thirteen  dollars  less  than  last  year.  The  follow- 
ing table  will  show  how  this  money  was  expended ;

AVith  the  town  growing  as  it  is  on  the  outskirts,  the 
amount  expended  for  transportation  must  continue  to 
increase  year  by  year  till  transportation  is  made  un- 
necessary by  the  erection  of  new  school  buildings,  or  by 
enlarging  the  present  schools  in  the  outlying  districts. 
As  the  lower  grades  in  the  smaller  schools  increase  in 
number,  the  upper  grades  are  transferred  to  the  larger 
schools  in  the  center  of  the  town,  and  this  often  means 
an  increase  in  the  transportation  expense.  Pupils  in 
grades  above  the  sixth  are  now  brought  to  the  center 
of  the  town  from  Briggs  Corner,  and  in  grades  above 
the  fifth  from  Dodgeville  and  Hebronville. 

The  part  of  the  town  demanding  most  earnest  con- 
sideration in  this  matter,  however,  is  that  section  in  the 
vicinity  of  County  and  Thacher  streets.  The  natural 
growth  of  the  little  settlement  known  as  Lona  Cut,  the 
rapid  building  up  of  Jewell  Park,  and  the  opening  up  of 
other  building  plats,  has  increased  the  number  of  pupils 
in  that  part  of  the  town,  so  that  we  are  now  furnishing 
transportation  to  about  seventy  pupils  at  an  annual  ex- 
pense of  nearly  $725.  Present  indications  point  to  con- 
tinued building  activity  in  that  section,  and  it  would 
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seem  the  part  of  wisdom  to  make  plans  at  this  time  to 
provide  for  suitable  school  accommodations  in  the  near 
future  for  this  growth. 


Evening  Schools. 


The  usual  sessions  of  the  evening  schools  were  held 
from  October  i to  December  23,  at  Bank  Street,  Dodge- 
ville  and  Hebronville.

The  work  of  the  year  has  been  most  successful.  The 
classes  in  bookkeeping  and  mechanical  drawing  have 
been  very  popular,  the  bookkeeping  class  standing  next 
to  the  class  for  illiterates  in  highest  average  attendance. 
Some  of  these  pupils  have  already  bettered  their  posi- 
tions on  account  of  this  evening  school  work. 

It  is  to  be  feared  that  the  new  labor  law  which  took 
effect  October  1,  1909,  will  tend  to  reduce  the  evening 
school  attendance.  While  the  evening  schools  are  in 
session  no  minor  who  does  not  have  an  age  and  school- 
ing certificate  can  be  legally  employed  unless  he  is  a 
regular  attendant  at  evening  school  or  at  a day  school. 
Minors  who  are  unable  to  read  and  write  well  enough- 
to  enter  the  fourth  grade  of  the  public  schools,  are  con- 
sidered illiterates  and,  if  over  sixteen  years  of  age,  are 
required  by  law  to  attend  evening  school.  A minor  has 
always  been  considered  by  us  as  a person  under  twenty- 
one,  but  the  new  law  defines  a minor  as  a person  under 
eighteen  years  of  age.  Illiterates  under  sixteen  are  re- 
quired to  attend  day  school,  so  that  only  illiterates  be-

tween  the  ages  of  sixteen  and  eighteen  can  now  be  com- 
pelled to  attend  evening  school.  From  an  educational 
standpoint  it  would  seem  as  if  the  enactment  of  this  law 
were  a step  backward,  and  that  its  application  would 
tend  to  promote  illiteracy. 

Vacation  Schools. 

The  usual  sessions  of  the  vacation  school  were  held 
at  Dodgeville  and  Hebronville  for  six  weeks,  from  July 
12  to  August  20.  The  work  was  very  much  the  same  as 
that  done  in  previous  years  with  the  addition  of  chair 
caning,  weaving,  work  in  hammered  brass  and  stencil- 
ing. The  work  of  the  schools  was  exhibited  in  one  of 
the  store  windows,  at  the  close  of  the  session,  and  re-

Age  and  Schooling  Certificates. 

According  to  the  present  laws  of  the  state  no  child 
under  the  age  of  fourteen  can  be  employed  in  any  fac- 
tory, workshop  or  mercantile  establishment.  No  child 
under  the  age  of  fourteen  can  be  employed  for  wages 
while  the  public  schools  are  in  session,  or  be  employed 
at  work  before  six  o’clock  in  the  morning  or  after  seven 
o’clock  in  the  evening.  Such  minors,  however,  are  per- 
mitted to  work  on  Saturdays  between  the  hours  of  six  in 
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the  morning  and  seven  in  the  evening  in  mercantile  estab- 
lishments. A mercantile  establishment  means  any  prem- 
ises used  for  the  purposes  of  trade  in  the  purchase  or  sale 
of  any  goods  or  merchandise,  or  for  the  purposes  of  a 
restaurant  or  for  publicly  providing  and  serving  meals. 

During  the  year  1909  there  have  been  issued  to 
minors  between  the  ages  of  fourteen  and  sixteen  224 
certificates,  172  being  issued  to  persons  living  in  the 
town  and  52  to  persons  living  elsewhere  but  wishing  to 
work  here.  The  record  of  certificates  issued  since  1904 
is  as  follows :

School  Savings  Bank. 

The  school  savings  bank  introduced  into  the  schools 
in  October,  1908,  has  had  a remarkable  success.  Up  to 
Jan.  i,  1909,  there  had  been  deposited  $2,429.  Of  this 
sum,  $644  had  been  transferred  to  90  individual  accounts 
opened  at  the  bank,  leaving  a balance  on  deposit  Jan.  1, 
1909,  of  $1,786.15.

Of  the  nearly  500  pupils  for  whom  accounts  have  been 
opened  at  the  National  Bank  during  the  year  less  than 
5 per  cent,  have  withdrawn  their  deposits  and  closed 
their  accounts.  Thus  it  would  seem  that  the  purpose 
aimed  at  in  establishing  this  bank  were  being  accom- 
plislhed,  that  the  habit  of  saving  both  on  the  part  of  pupils 
and  parents  is  being  encouraged,  and  that  the  system 
will  ultimately  prove  of  great  value  to  the  town. 

No  School  Signals. 

During  the  year  from  Sept.  7,  1908,  to  June  25,  1909, 
the  signal  for  no  school  was  sounded  four  times  and 
schools  were  closed  as  follows :

On  account  of  the  failure  of  many  pupils  in  various 
parts  of  the  town  to  hear  the  fire  alarm  signals,  ar- 
rangements have  been  made  to  have  the  signals  for  “no 
school”  sounded  on  #the  whistles  of  the  Allison  Manu- 
facturing Company  on  Forest  street,  and  the  Howard 
& Bullough  American  Machine  Company,  Pleasant 
View.  If  some  arrangement  could  be  made  for  install- 
ing a signal  at  Briggs  Corner,  every  part  of  the  town 
would  be  able  to  hear  the  signals. 

It  is  the  intention  of  the  superintendent  to  sound  the 
signals  only  in  very  severe  weather,  or  when  the  travel- 
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ing  is  such  as  to  render  it  unfit  for  pupils  to  attend 
school.  One  is  not  always  able  to  tell  just  what  change 
in  the  weather  may  occur  in  an  hour’s  time,  so  that  it 
may  often  happen  that  the  schools  are  in  session  on 
some  very  stormy  days.  In  such  cases  parents  are  ex- 
pected to  use  their  own  discretion  in  regard  to  sending 
their  children  to  school. 

Sight  and  Hearing  Tests. 

The  usual  examination  of  pupils  for  defects  in  sight 
and  hearing  was  made  during  the  fall  term.

These  numbers  vary  but  little  from  the  report  of  last 
year. 

School  work  necessarily  requires  somewhat  of  a strain 
on  the  eyes.  For  this  reason  it  would  seem  as  if  those 
children  whose  eyes  are  inclined  to  be  weak  should  rest 
their  eyes  as  much  as  possible  outside  of  school.  The 
prevailing  popularity  of  moving  picture  entertainments 
and  the  general  attendance  of  children  at  these  places  of 
amusement,  would  seem  to  be  one  cause  for  increasing 
defective  sight,  as  it  is  generally  admitted  that  gazing 
steadily  at  the  moving  pictures  for  an  hour  or  more  is 
very  trying  to  the  eyes.  Parents  of  such  children  ought 
to  give  this  matter  due  consideration. 

Gifts. 

The  trustees  of  the  Richardson  School  Fund  each 
year  set  apart  a certain  sum  for  the  use  of  the  schools. 
This  year  there  have  been  purchased  from  this  fund  for 
the  High  School,  a Miller  grand  piano  and  a Webster’s 
International  Dictionary;  for  the  Sanford  Street  School, 
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a set  of  eight  maps  in  a roller  front  case ; and  for  the 
Bliss  School  two  sets  of  maps,  a globe  and  a Webster’s 
Dictionary.  The  Woman’s  Relief  Corps  have  supplied 
the  school  rooms  with  silk  flags  for  the  past  four  or  five 
years,  and  this  year  about  twenty-five  such  flags  have 
been  placed  in  various  schools  by  them. 

Your  attention  is  called  to  the  reports  of  the  principal 
of  the  High  School,  the  special  supervisors  and  the 
truant  officer  which  accompany  this  report. 

The  past  year  has  seen  many  things  accomplished  in 
the  advancement  and  improvement  of  the  educational 
interests  of  the  town.  These  results  are  not  due  to  the 
efforts  of  any  one  person,  but  have  been  attained 
through  the  hearty  and  sincere  co-operation  of  all  con- 
nected with  the  schools.  So  long  as  this  spirit  exists, 
results  will  never  be  in  doubt.

LEWIS  A.  FALES. 
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REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL  OF  THE 
HIGH  SCHOOL 


Mr.  Lewis  A.  Fales,  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

In  my  second  annual  report,  I shall  try  to  cover 
briefly  the  progress  of  the  year  and  to  speak  of  the  needs 
of  our  school.  Our  total  enrollment  for  the  fall  term 
of  1909  was  254  as  compared  with  236  for  the  fall  term 
of  1908.  Under  suitable  conditions  this  growth  would 
be  encouraging. 

In  June  the  course  of  study  was  revised.  A course 
of  study  can  be,  at  best,  but  temporary,  and  frequent 
revision  is  one  of  the  demands  of  progress.  The  purpose 
of  our  present  course  is  not  only  to  cover  the  general 
fields  of  knowledge — History,  Language  and  Literature, 
Arts,  Natural  Sciences,  and  Mathematics — but  also  to 
insure  continued  study  along  some  one  line.  A hurried 
glance  at  the  printed  course  might  lead  one  to  think 
that  the  elective  system  had  been  greatly  curtailed.  But 
a more  careful  study  shows  that  “freedom  of  choice”  has 
been  restricted  only  so  far  as  is  necessary  in  order  to 
systematize  the  elections.  It  is  hoped  that  under  the 
present  system  a pupil  graduating  from  the  higdi  school 
will  have  more  than  a mere  collection  of  points  to  his 
credit. 

The  revised  course  of  study  simplified  the  arrange- 
ment of  a daily  program.  The  program  was  arranged 
during  the  summer  vacation  and  went  into  efifect  on  the 
second  day  of  the  fall  term.  No  change  in  this  program 
has  been  necessary. 

During  the  year  we  sent  our  course  of  study  and  data 
showing  the  work  we  are  doing  to  the  Worcester  Poly- 
technic Institute  and  asked  for  a certificate  of  privilege. 
Upon  the  evidence  submitted  the  Institute  granted  this 
privilege.  This  was  especially  encouraging  as  the  re- 
quest had  previously  been  refused. 
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At  the  beginning  of  the  fall  term  several  committees 
consisting  of  teachers  were  appointed  by  the  Principal. 
The  purpose  of  these  committees  is  to  give  each  teacher 
an  increased  opportunity  to  participate  in  the  develop- 
ment of  the  school.  The  following  committees  have  been 
appointed : Athletic  Committee,  Blue  Owl  Committee, 

Employment  Committee,  Library  Committee,  and  Com- 
mittee on  Alumni  Data.  These  committees  are  already 
doing  some  excellent  work.  A brief  mention  of  the  work 
of  the  employment  committee  will  give  an  idea  of  our 
aim.  A set  of  questions  was  given  to  each  pupil  and  the 
pupil  asked  to  answer  as  many  as  he  wished.  From  the 
answers  to  the  questions  the  committee  learned  the 
number  of  pupils  who  are  employed  out  of  school,  the 
hours  of  work,  the  salaries  received,  the  pupil’s  need  of 
work,  home  conditions,  etc.  While  we  aim  at  dis- 
couraging pupils  from  outside  employment  when  it  is 
unnecessary,  at  the  same  time  we  find  many  pupils  who 
must  work  if  they  are  to  continue  their  high  school 
course.  Employers  frequently  send  to  the  high  school 
for  employees  and  these  requests  are  passed  to  the  Em- 
ployment Committee.  The  committee  tries  to  find  some 
one  who  needs  employment  and  is  qualified  to  fill  the 
position.  If  the  position  happens  to  be  one  calling  for 
a stenographer  or  a bookkeeper,  we  often  cannot  fill  it 
because  the  capable  pupils  are  already  working.  At 
present  there  are  three  positions  which  the  committee 
has  not  filled  because  of  want  of  applicants.  The  com- 
mittee has  filled  several  positions,  however,  that  did  not 
call  for  stenographers.  One  case  will  show  how  much 
this  means  to  the  pupil.  In  June  a boy  was  recom- 
mended for  a position  at  eight  dollars  a week.  He  kept 
this  position  until  October  and  then  received  besides  his 
wages  forty-eight  dollars  in  commission.  That  is  an  ex- 
ceptional case,  but  it  shows  what  may  be  done  for  a 
worthy  pupil. 
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In  its  work  the  Committee  on  Employment  seeks  the 
co-operation  of  the  business  men.  The  interest  taken  by 
some  in  the  welfare  of  our  school  is  especially  gratifying. 
Recently  a superintendent  of  one  of  our  large  factories 
called  at  the  principal’s  office  and  said  that  several  pupils 
had  answered  an  advertisement  for  help.  He  said  he 
wished  to  hire  only  those  who  needed  the  work  and  who 
could  spare  the  time  from  their  school  duties.  We  wish 
more  business  men  would  thus  co-operate  with  us. 

There  is  need  in  our  school  for  vocational  talks.  Most 
of  our  high  school  pupils  are  inexcusably  weak  on  this 
point.  To  prove  such  a statement  we  have  only  to  ask 
a high  school  graduate  what  he  knows  or  what  he  has 
ever  heard  about  the  various  vocations.  How  many 
high  school  graduates,  for  illustration,  know  that  the 
Civil  Service  Employment  at  Washington  affords  an 
excellent  chance  for  college  and  professional  training? 
How  many  know  that  a pupil  can  take  such  training 
while  employed,  and  pay  his  own  expenses?  To  a needy 
and  worthy  pupil  such  information  may  be  more  valu- 
able than  any  subject  in  his  high  school  course.  At 
least  one  period  a week  ought  to  be  given  to  a vocational 
course.  Something  along  this  line  is  being  done  in  our 
school  at  present.  Each  Friday  at  12:30  the  Seniors 
who  have  no  recitations  meet  in  the  Principal’s  office  for 
informal  talks  by  the  Principal  and  by  persons  outside 
of  school.  Much  more  might  be  done  if  we  had  the  room 
and  the  time. 

In  the  early  part  of  the  fall  term  the  “two  dismissal” 
plan  was  begun.  I am  pleased  to  report  that  this  plan 
is  working  exceptionally  well.  All  pupils  who  have 
their  day’s  work  done  are  dismissed  at  1 :oo  o’clock,  and 
all  others  at  1 :30.  The  time  from  1 :oo  to  1 130  is  given 
to  individual  help  and  to  the  making  up  of  lost  work. 
This  plan  lengthens  the  session  for  all  teachers  fifteen 
minutes,  but  it  lessens  the  afternoon  work.  It  is  a 
great  convenience  to  pupils  who  live  at  a distance. 
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Especial  attention  should  be  called  to  the  small  num- 
ber of  changes  in  the  high  school  teaching  force.  During 
the  year  1908  and  1909  not  a change  was  made.  Since 
the  opening  of  the  fall  term  one  change  has  been  caused 
by  the  appointment  of  our  History  teacher  to  the  Girls' 
High  School  in  Boston.  Of  course  we  do  not  hope  to 
hold  teachers  who  receive  Boston  appointments,  but  we 
are  pleased  to  be  beyond  the  competition  of  some  of  the 
smaller  towns  and  cities.  Permanency  in  the  teaching 
force  means  accumulated  success. 

I turn  now  to  the  one  great  need  of  our  school — more 
room.  I should  not  feel  that  I had  done  my  duty  to  the 
pupils  and  the  committee  if  I said  nothing  about  the 
real  condition  of  our  school.  The  present  age  is  certainly 
filled  with  the  scientific  spirit.  Such  a spirit  leads  men 
in  all  professions  to  examine  their  work  critically  and 
squarely  face  the  results.  The  high  school  situation 
should  be  no  exception.  An  examination  of  the  daily 
workings  of  our  school  shows  a great  waste  of  skilled 
labor  caused  by  overcoming  unnecessary  obstacles. 

The  function  of  the  high  school  has  changed  with 
changing  social  and  economic  conditions.  The  classical 
conception  of  the  high  school  as  a place  for  teaching 
classics  and  mathematics  with  the  sole  aim  of  preparing 
pupils  for  college  has  passed.  The  modern  conception 
of  the  high  school  as  a school  fitting  pupils  for  active 
participation  in  life  has  come  upon  us,  but  we  are  try- 
ing to  teach  the  new  under  the  conditions  of  the  old. 
Our  high  school  building  would  be  adequate  if  we  aimed 
solely  at  preparing  for  college,  and  admitted  from  the 
grammar  schools  only  those  who  signified  their  intention 
of  going  to  college.  That  would  reduce  our  attendance 
at  least  one-half.  But  we  should  aim  to  reach  the  big 
majority  of  pupils,  those  whose  formal  education  is  com- 
pleted in  the  high  school.  Attleboro  should  have  a high 
school  enrollment  of  500  instead  of  an  enrollment  of  250. 
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We  need  more  recitation  rooms.  Five  or  six  classes 
recite  in  the  Principal’s  office  during  the  week,  and  three 
classes — Latin,  French  and  English — recite  daily  in  the 
chemical  laboratory.  A class  reciting  in  the  office  must 
necessarily  have  many  interruptions ; and  suitable  seats 
cannot  well  be  provided.  The  room  in  the  chemical 
laboratory  has  been  utilized  for  the  chemical  tables  and 
apparatus,  and  the  only  space  left  for  classes  is  in  a dark 
corner.  Here  a French  class  of  sixteen  recites  daily.  I 
hardly  need  say  that  these  recitations  deprive  the 
chemistry  classes  of  the  laboratory  just  one-half  of  the 
time  each  day.  And  even  the  typewriting  room  has  to 
be  used  for  one  recitation  a week. 

There  is  no  drawing  room  in  our  high  school,  yet  we 
have  four  classes  in  drawing.  As  a substitute  for  a 
drawing  room,  the  physics  laboratory  is  used  four 
periods  a week  in  the  regular  forenoon  session.  For  these 
periods  all  physics  apparatus  has  to  be  cleared  from  the 
tables  and  all  laboratory  work  must  stop.  No  more 
room  is  available  for  drawing  in  the  forenoon  so  ad- 
vanced drawing  has  to  be  given  at  an  extra  session  in 
the  afternoon.  Many  pupils  cannot  return  in  the  after- 
noon for  drawing;  twenty-three  pupils  who  are  not 
taking  drawing  asked  for  it  if  it  could  be  given  in  the 
regular  session. 

As  the  laboratories  have  to  be  used  for  other  than 
laboratory  purposes  the  best  equipment  is  impracticable. 
Much  of  the  apparatus  used  in  the  modern  laboratories 
is  greatly  injured  by  being  moved  about.  Until  appara- 
tus can  be  properly  tabled  and  closeted,  much  of  it  is  too 
expensive  to  have.  Besides  the  wear  and  tear  in  moving 
apparatus  a great  deal  of  an  instructor’s  time  is  wasted 
in  preparing  for  experiments.  Many  experiments  re- 
quire several  days  for  completion  and  the  clearing  away 
of  the  apparatus  each  dav  necessitates  much  loss  of 
time. 
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The  present  school  library  is  so  situated  that  it  cannot 
be  used  conveniently.  Access  to  it  is  through  a recita- 
tion room  and  pupils  going  to  and  from  the  library  dis-- 
turb  two  classes.  The  school  library  should  be  made  a 
very  important  part  of  a high  school  pupil’s  training. 

The  modern  school  brings  an  increased  amount  of 
office  work.  Our  office  is  not  connected  with  the  rest  of 
the  building  by  telephone,  that  means  a waste  of  time 
in  communicating  with  the  various  rooms.  The  location 
of  the  office,  too,  is  inconvenient.  If  the  Principal 
wishes  to  see  a teacher  or  pupil  in  person,  when  school 
is  in  session,  he  must  pass  through  two  recitation  rooms  ; 
and  all  pupils  coming  to  the  office  must  pass  through 
one  or  more  recitation  rooms. 

Our  corridors  should  be  larger  for  the  number  of 
pupils  in  the  high  school.  When  pupils  pass  at  recess 
the  corridors  are  completely  filled  and  pupils  often  have 
to  wait  on  the  stairs  until  those  in  the  corridors  pass  out. 
The  stairway  from  the  second  to  the  third  floor  is  narrow. 
Because  of  the  large  number  of  pupils  who  have  work  on 
this  floor,  a narrow  stairway  is  very  inadequate. 

The  physical  welfare  of  the  pupils  is  being  more  and 
more  emphasized  in  the  modern  high  school.  Room 
exercises,  if  our  rooms  permitted  them,  are  not  very  sat- 
isfactory at  the  best.  We  need  a gymnasium  as  a part 
of  our  building.  That  would  make  possible  some  physi- 
cal drill  for  all,  and  would  give  opportunity  for  the 
development  of  the  game  instinct  so  pronounced  in  pupils 
of  the  high  school  age.  It  costs  our  pupils  $15.00  a 
week  for  a room  to  play  the  only  winter  game  we  have, 
and  this  year  we  spent  weeks  in  getting  a hall  even  at 
that  price. 

We  shall  soon  need  industrial  rooms.  The  manual 
training  begun  in  the  grades  should  be  supplemented 
in  the  high  school.  Manual  training  schools  throughout 
the  United  States  aim  at  giving  a broad  general  foun- 
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dation.  When  the  foundation  is  built  the  structure 
should  be  carried  to  completion.  A technical  course  is 
the  structure  built  upon  a manual  training  foundation. 
It  would  seem  that  Attleboro  could  well  afford  to  pro- 
vide industrial  training  in  the  high  school  because  the 
industry  of  the  town  is  so  largely  confined  to  one  line 
of  manufacturing,  and  when  that  industry  calls  for  the 
services  of  both  boys  and  girls  there  is  a double  reason. 

One  of  our  greatest  needs  is  an  assembly  room.  The 
disadvantages  of  not  having  a room  in  the  building  that 
will  seat  all  the  pupils,  even  when  two  pupils  are  in  one 
seat,  is  evident.  The  unity  of  the  school  ought  to  he 
realized  by  every  pupil,  but  unity  becomes  largely  theory 
when  the  pupils  cannot  sit  in  a body  for  any  purpose. 
Our  music  classes  number  more  than  175,  and  all  these 
pupils  are  put  into  a room  that  has  only  80  seats. 

I have  briefly  indicated  our  needs  as  they  appear  to 
us.  Other  needs  might  be  given.  If  we  are  to  have  our 
high  school  among  the  best,  we  must  have  more  recita- 
tion rooms,  larger  and  better  equipped  laboratories,  in- 
dustrial rooms,  a drawing  room,  a library,  a lunch  room, 
a gymnasium,  and  an  assembly  room.  We  need  the  250 
more  boys  and  girls  who  ought  to  be  in  the  high  school.

ANNUAL  REPORT 


REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERVISOR  OF  MUSIC 


Mr.  Lewis  A.  Fales,  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

The  first  problem  that  confronts  the  teacher  of  sing- 
ing in  the  public  schools  where  every  pupil  is  expected 
to  sing  is  the  problem  of  the  monotone,  the  unmusical 
pupil.  The  pupil  may  appear  unmusical  from  either  of 
three  different  causes:  he  may  be  too  bashful  to  sing; 
he  may  not  be  able  to  control  his  voice  although  hear- 
ing perfectly  well  the  melodic  line  his  voice  ought  to 
trace ; or  he  may  not  hear  correctly  or  know  what  he 
hears. 

The  method  adopted  to  teach  every  pupil  to  sing  in 
tune,  to  listen  attentively,  to  train  the  voice  as  well  as 
the  ear,  to  bring  each  one  into  the  realm  of  music  is 
proving  successful  beyond  all  our  expectation,  and  it  is 
the  exception  rather  than  the  rule  to  find  a pupil  who 
has  not  learned  to  sing  in  tune  and  in  time  with  other 
pupils  before  he  leaves  the  third  grade. 

The  subject  of  first  importance  is  to  develop  good 
tone  quality  in  all  our  school  singing.  The  majority  of 
our  classes  have  now  attained  a tone  quality  that  is  at 
all  times  pleasant  to  hear.  This  is  due  to  the  practice 
of  using  the  head  voice,  the  natural  voice  of  the  child, 
and  its  cultivation  is  giving  to  our  singing  a quality  that 
is  having  a refined  and  enriching  influence  on  the  lives 
of  our  pupils. 

It  is  our  constant  aim  in  all  the  grades  to  get  as  much 
of  the  song  spirit  into  the  lives  of  the  pupils  as  possible 
by  giving  them  the  very  best  and  most  attractive  songs 
obtainable  and  by  the  use  of  these  songs  as  a basis  to 
proceed  to  develop  technical  skill.  This  technical  work  is 
so  graded  that  the  pupil  is  led  through  the  various  diffi- 
culties until  he  is  familiar  with  the  problems  of  music 
necessary  to  enable  him  to  carry  a part  in  chorus  or 
concert  work. 
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The  regular  work  of  the  high  school  chorus  is  a 
source  of  constant  wonder  to  me.  The  interest  mani- 
fested by  these  boys  and  girls  in  the  best  music — music 
by  Handel,  Haydn,  Gounod  and  Wagner — is  most  grati- 
fying. When  a chorus  would  rather  sing  The  Crea- 
tion, or  Tannhauser,  or  Faust,  or  some  of  the  other 
standard  works,  and  enjoy  doing  so,  I feel  that  they 
have  early  in  life  learned  to  appreciate  the  best  in  music, 
the  study  of  which  adds  to  the  pleasure  of  life  and  ex- 
erts a cultivating  and  inspiring  influence  on  character. 

The  lecture  recital  on  Handel  and  “The  Messiah,” 
which  I spoke  of  in  my  last  report,  was  followed  by  an- 
other one  on  the  subject  of  the  History  of  Opera  and 
the  Opera  of  Faust.  That  the  pupils  of  our  higb  school 
are  interested  in  the  more  advanced  study  of  music  is 
evident  by  the  interest  shown  in  all  their  music  work, 
and  I hope  that  the  time  is  not  far  distant  when  the  town 
of  Attleboro  will  provide  the  opportunity  for  this  study. 
It  would  be  a very  easy  matter  to  have  one  of  the  tegu- 
lar teachers  in  the  high  school  teach  the  subject  of  Har- 
mony or  Musical  History  under  the  direction  of  the 
supervisor.  That  is  the  usual  method  in  schools  where 
advanced  music  work  is  done  and  has  proved  quite  sat- 
isfactory. A class  of  this  kind  would  be  a special  benefit 
to  the  pupils  who  are  to  go  through  Normal  School  and 
to  the  pupil  who,  naturally  musical,  would  embrace  any 
opportunity  that  would  help  to  develop  his  musical 
talent.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERVISOR 
OF  DRAWING 


Mr.  Lewis  A.  Fales,  Superintendent  of  Schools : 

The  aim  in  our  work  this  year  is  good  drawing,  keen 
observation  and  good  taste.  Every  child  capable  of 
passing  from  grade  to  grade,  can  learn  to  his  advantage 
something  of  drawing.  Almost  every  child  can  be 
taught  to  appreciate  and  enjoy  beautiful  work,  although 
he  may  produce  but  crude  results.  I often  notice  when 
work  is  put  up  for  criticism  in  the  scihools,  that  the  boy 
or  girl  whose  paper  has  but  little  charm,  is  quick  to  see 
good  work  in  other  papers.  This  appreciation  is  by  no 
means  a substitute  for  doing,  but  the  cultivation  of  ap- 
preciation is  the  foundation,  and  makes  for  better  work. 
We  are  trying  to  get  the  best  work  of  which  each  child 
is  capable,  and  insisting  on  a little  work  well  done, 
rather  than  a great  amount  of  hasty  work. 

lOur  drawing  is  taken  up  under  the  same  heads  as  last 
year,  plant  drawing,  color,  illustrative  drawing,  paper 
cutting,  object  drawing,  landscape  drawing,  construction 
and  design. 

Instead  of  making  many  isolated  things  in  construc- 
tion, the  work  in  the  first  three  grades  is  planned  about 
a “centre  of  interest.”  The  first  grade  make  a winter 
scene,  which  includes  houses,  barns,  trees,  sleds,  chil- 
dren, and  horses  and  sleighs.  A street  scene  is  planned 
for  the  second  grade.  This  includes  houses,  stores, 
churches,  electric  cars,  horses  and  wagons.  The  third 
grade  builds  up  a scene  to  illustrate  Eskimo  life.  The 
value  of  this  work  comes  from  making  many  related  ob- 
jects which  will  represent  some  phase  of  life  in  which 
the  child  has  real  interest. 

In  two  fourth  grades,  and  two  third  and  fourth  grades, 
we  are  trying,  the  Munsell  Color  System.  The  idea  of 
this  system  is  to  give  the  child  measured  colors  which

are  harmonious,  and  cultivate  good  taste  from  the 
start.  This  system  differs  from  other  systems  in  that 
the  middle  colors  are  taken  as  a basis  for  all  color  esti- 
mates. 

The  first  of  the  year  sketch,  books  were  started  in  all 
grades  above  the  third.  The  work  is  optional  and 
done  at  home.  At  the  end  of  each  month  the  books  are 
brought  back  to  school  and  marked,  and  a new  subject 
given.  The  interest  varies  much  in  the  different  rooms. 
During  December,  but  little  thought  was  given  to  the 
books,  but  for  the  rest  of  the  year  as  much  attention 
as  possible  will  be  given  to  them.  Wh£n  pupils  get  to- 
gether and  work  from  a well  arranged  group,  and 
sketch  what  can  be  seen  in  the  yard  and  down  the 
street,  the  work  seems  worth  while.  We  want  to  form 
the  habit  of  a ready  use  of  the  pencil  and  get  the  child 
willing  to  express  himself  by  drawing.  Work  from  each 
grade  is  put  up  every  month  in  the  Sanford  Street 
office. 

In  the  high  school,  the  freshman  class  is  the  only  one 
having  drawing  during  regular  school  hours.  There  are 
thirty-one  pupils  taking  the  course.  The  class  is  in  two 
divisions,  twenty  taking  freehand  drawing  and  eleven 
taking  mechanical  drawing.  The  afternoon  classes  are 
a little  larger  than  last  year.  Where,  at  that  time,  there 
was  a class  of  sophomores  in  mechanical  drawing,  there 
is  now  a class  of  sophomores  and  also  juniors.  How- 
ever, there  are  but  six  pupils  in  each  division.  The 
sophomores,  juniors  and  seniors  work  together  the  same 
afternoon  in  freehand  drawing.  There  are  nine  pupils  in 
the  sophomore  class,  one  in  the  junior,  and  two  in  the 
senior  class.  These  classes  would  be  much  larger  if 
they  could  be  held  in  regular  school  hours. 

The  importance  of  drawing  in  the  high  school  is  not 
appreciated.  The  high  school  graduate  who  enters  in- 
dustrial activities  needs  skill  in  drawing.  The  art 
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quality  counts  in  the  manufacture  of  jewelry,  and  dis- 
ciplined eyes  and  hands  make  efficient  workmen.  Dr. 
Charles  Eliot  says,  “We  must  put  into  our  industries 
the  systematic  cultivation  of  the  workmen’s  sense  of  fit- 
ness and  grace ; we  must  put  the  study  of  fine  arts  in 
our  schools  and  colleges  on  a level  with  the  study  of 
science,  philosophy  and  literature.”  The  hoys  or  girls 
going  to  college  or  normal  school  need  drawing.  The 
normal  school  trains  the  teachers  for  the  grades,  and  if 
the  high  school  sends  pupils  well  prepared  in  drawing  to 
the  normal  schools,  the  normal  schools  can  accomplish 
more  with  the  pupils  going  out  as  teachers.

PERSIS  A.  CROWELL. 
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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERVISOR 
OF  WRITING 


Mr.  Lewis  A.  Fales,  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

In  submitting  my  annual  report  for  this  year,  I wish 
to  say  that  the  course  of  study  and  the  method  of  in- 
struction are  substantially  the  same  as  those  used  last 
year.  I shall  briefly  outline  what  is  meant  by  course  of 
study  and  method  of  instruction. 

The  work  in  the  first  grade  embraces  the  imitation 
of  letters,  words  and  simple  sentences  for  the  purpose 
of  giving  the  pupils  the  idea  of  general  form.  In  con- 
nection with  word  and  sentence  practice,  arm  movement 
exercises  are  practiced  with  lead  pencil  on  manila 
paper,  and  also  on  the  blackboard.  The  arm  movement 
method  of  writing  is,  therefore,  begun  in  the  first 
grade,  but  only  as  supplementary  work.  The  applica- 
tion of  arm  movement  to  writing  is  developed  uncon- 
sciously on  the  part  of  the  pupil  as  he  advances  from 
grade  to  grade. 

In  the  second  grade  the  imitation  of  letters,  words 
and  sentences  is  continued  in  a more  advanced  stage. 
The  movement  work  is  practically  the  same  as  it  is  in  the 
first  grade. 

In  the  third  grade  we  are  continuing  the  same  scheme 
of  previous  years,  studying  and  practicing  the  small 
letters  and  the  figures.  In  the  fourth  grade  the  prin- 
cipal part  of  the  work  is  given  to  the  studying  and  prac- 
ticing of  capital  letters  and  the  figures.  I't  is  found  by 
centering  special  attention  and  giving  special  practice 
on  some  particular  num'ber  of  letters  and  figures  a great 
deal  more  can  be  accomplished  than  by  teaching  the 
letters  and  figures  in  a general  way  only.  In  the  third 
and  fourth  grades,  form  study  is  of  most  importance. 
The  movement  work  in  the  third  and  fourth  grades  is 
done  wholly  with  pen  and  ink — something  that  was  im- 
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possible  to  be  done  two  or  three  years  ago.  By  teaching 
movement  exercises  in  the  first  and  second  grades  as  sup- 
plementary work,  it  is  easy  to  continue  the  movement 
work  with  pen  and  ink  in  the  third  and  fourth  grades. 
Movement  is  thus  developed  carefully  and  accurately  in 
the  primary  grades,  but  with  no  special  thought  of  hav- 
ing the  pupils  write  their  lessons  with  arm  movement. 
The  movement  becomes  more  or  less  a part  of  the  pupil 
and  develops  easily  and  naturally  as  he  advances  in  his 
work. 

In  the  fifth  and  sixth  grades,  the  work  embraces  the 
writing  of  movement  exercises,  letters,  words,  sen- 
tences, figures,  etc.  In  these  grades  the  application  of 
the  movement  is  required  in  the  penmanship  lesson  and 
in  all  written  work.  Movement,  therefore,  is  of  most 
importance  in  the  fifth,  sixth,  seventh  and  eighth  grades. 
Since  the  arm  movement  is  begun  in  the  primary  grades 
there  is  no  radical  change  made  in  movement  work 
when  the  pupils  enter  the  fifth  grade,  which  makes  the 
teaching  of  the  arm  movement  easy  for  the  teacher  and 
for  the  pupil. 

In  the  seventh  and  eighth  grades,  the  work  is  con- 
tinued in  much  the  same  way  as  in  the  fifth  and  sixth 
grades.  Of  course  the  arm  movement  method  of  writing 
is  emphasized  at  all  times  and  each  pupil  is  aided  in 
every  way  to  apply  this  movement  in  everything  that 
he  writes. 

Now  a word  as  to  the  method  of  instruction.  At  this 
point  let  me  emphasize  the  three  requisites  of  a good 
handwriting:  first,  plainness  or  legibility;  second, 

ease  and  endurance ; third,  a reasonable  degree  of  rap- 
idity. Writing  should  first  and  always  be  written  so  that 
it  can  easily  be  read,  and  the  person  who  is  writing  it 
ought  to  be  able  to  write  easily  without  fatigue  and  at 
the  same  time  be  able  to  write  fairly  rapidly.  These  are 
the  qualities  of  a handwriting  that  the  supervisor  is 
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constantly  impressing  upon  the  minds  of  the  teachers 
and  pupils  in  the  Attleboro  schools.  It  is  impossible  to 
have  all  these  requisites  in  the  primary  grades,  but  as 
the  pupils  advance  to  the  grammar  grades  this  is  the 
kind  of  writing  that  is  being  taught.  The  object,  there- 
fore, in  the  grammar  grades,  and  especially  in  the  eighth 
grade,  is  to  train  the  pupils  to  write  a practical  hand 
with  a business-like  movement.  If  this  can  be  done — 
and  1 believe  that  it  is  being  done  better  than  ever  be- 
fore in  Attleboro — I feel  that  a style  of  writing  is  being 
taught  the  pupils  that  will  be  of  inestimable  value  to 
them  as  they  enter  upon  their  work  in  the  High  School 
or  go  into  a business  office.  I should  like  to  emphasize 
another  point  here.  In  a practical  handwriting  it  is  not 
possible  to  have  accuracy  and  rapidity  at  the  same  time 
That  is  to  say,  pupils — in  fact,  any  one  for  that  matter — 
do  not  have  the  ability  to  write  a real  accurate  hand 
and  at  the  same  time  a rapid  hand.  Therefore,  the  thing 
that  I am  trying  to  teach  in  the  upper  grades  is  a prac- 
tical style  of  writing,  and  a practical  style  of  writing 
must  necessarily  be  written  with  some  degree  of  speed. 
When  this  degree  of  speed  is  applied  to  writing,  the 
forms  necessarily  loose  in  accuracy,  but  not  so  much  as 
to  make  the  writing  illegible.  The  most  useful  hand- 
writing, then,  is  the  one  written  freely,  easily,  and  some- 
what rapidly,  rather  than  the  handwriting  that  is  written 
painfully  slowly  in  which  accuracy  is  the  most  prominent 
feature. 

In  conclusion,  I wish  to  say  that  I am  well  pleased 
with  the  results  in  penmanship  during  the  past  year.  I 
believe  that  there  is  an  upward  growth  to  the  work  of 
each  year.  However,  there  is  still  room  for  improvement 
and  it  is  my  earnest  desire  to  promote  the  standard  of 
penmanship  in  the  schools  of  Attleboro. 

I wish  to  thank  the  teachers  for  their  co-operation  and 
for  the  good  work  they  are  doing.  The  principals  also 
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have  my  appreciation  of  their  assistance  in  my  depart- 
ment.

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REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  PHYSICIAN 

To  the  School  Committee  of  the  Town  of  Attleborough: 

The  School  Physician  has  the  honor  to  submit  the 
following  report  for  the  year  1909. 

During  the  year,  visits  to  the  various  schools  have 
been  made  at  tri-weekly  periods  and  at  such  other  times 
as  occasion  demanded.  The  examinations  of  pupils 
totalled  2,240,  including  those  necessary  to  the  filling  out 
of  130  certificates  of  vaccination,  28  permits  to  return  to 
school  and  in  taking  8 cultures  from  suspected  throats. 
Epidemics  of  serious  nature  have  been  avoided  during 
the  year. 

Every  child  attending  school  (excepting  absentees) 
has  been  examined  during  the  fall  term,  in  all  2,212. 
From  this  inspection  it  appears  that  the  most  weighty 
problems  in  school  hygiene  are  the  proper  care  of 
throats,  teeth  and  eyes,  and  the  abatement  of  the  vermin 
evil. 

In  regard  to  the  last  named  condition,  114  cases  were 
found  this  fall,  a vast  majority  being  in  the  “nit”  stage. 
To  aid  in  fighting  this  trouble,  printed  slips  of  direc- 
tions for  the  removal  of  vermin  have  been  given  to  the 
affected  pupils. 

In  reporting  480  cases  of  enlarged  tonsils  (and  a large 
number  of  these  same  children  undoubtedly  possess 
adenoids)  it  is  just  to  remark  that  a decided  majority 
present  symptoms  demanding  radical  treatment. 

Eight  hundred  one  cases  of  decayed  or  unclean  teeth 
prove  the  lack  of  proper  attention  by  parents  to  the  con- 
dition of  their  children’s  mouths. 

It  seems  successfully  demonstrated  that  the  fountain 
system  for  drinking-water  service  far  surpasses  any  ar- 
rangement using  glasses  or  cups,  individual  or  other- 
wise. In  view  of  the  merit  in  this  method  it  seems  folly 
to  advocate  any  other  less  hygienic.

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REPORT  OF  WATER  COMMISSIONERS 


To  the  Citizens  of  Attleborough: 

The  Water  Commissioners  herewith  submit  their 
seventeenth  annual  report  for  the  year  ending  Decem- 
ber 31,  1909.  Appended  will  be  found  the  report  of  the 
Superintendent  and  Registrar,  in  which  a detailed  state- 
ment of  statistics  pertaining  to  the  work  is  presented. 

The  matter  of  greatest  interest  to  be  called  to  the 
notice  of  the  town  is  the  necessity  of  further  develop- 
ment of  the  source  of  supply  so  as  to  insure  an  ample 
quantity  of  water  in  such  extreme  seasons  as  have  been 
proved  possible  to  occur  by  recent  experience.  In  the 
appended  report  of  our  engineer  will  be  seen  how  extra- 
ordinary were  the  conditions  of  the  past  two  years  just 
passed  compared  with  any  of  the  preceding  thirty-three 
years  of  which  records  are  obtainable.  It  may  happen 
that  not  for  years  to  come  will  similar  conditions  be  re- 
peated, but  it  is  apparent  that  having  once  occurred  the 
town  must  immediately  take  steps  to  provide  sufficient 
water  in  case  of  repetition. 

In  the  late  summer  months  of  the  past  year  it  was 
only  possible  to  furnish  the  town  with  the  necessary 
supply  by  utilizing  the  water  of  Orr’s  Pond,  purifying 
this  water  by  passage  through  the  percolating  area  con- 
structed in  1907-1908.  The  result  was  in  every  way  sat- 
isfactory, the  quality  of  the  supply,  as  shown  by  the 
analysis  of  the  State  Board  of  Health,  holding  up  to  the 
high  standard  of  purification  of  the  normal  ground  water. 
The  low  lift  pumps  and  the  percolating  area  were  in 
service  for  about  three  months  and  more  than  forty  mil- 
lion (40,000,000)  gallons  of  water  were  drawn  from 
Orr’s  Pond  and  added  to  the  supply.  This  draft  reduced 
the  level  of  the  pond  almost  to  the  possible  limit  and  in 
November  it  appeared  necessary  to  provide  some  means 
of  obtaining  additional  water  should  the  drought  con- 
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tinue.  For  such  an  emergency  supply  the  preliminary 
requirements  were  a safe  quality,  a small  necessary  out- 
lay and  the  opportunity  of  quickly  bringing  it  into 
service. 

Looking  over  the  possibilities  an  effort  was  made  to 
obtain  water  from  Pawtucket,  but  it  was  found  that  the 
unusual  dryness  had  also  here  evidenced  a possible 
shortage  and  no  assistance  could  be  looked  for  in  this 
direction.  It  then  became  evident,  since  a ground  water 
supply  could  not  be  developed  in  the  time  available,  thac 
some  surface  water  would  have  to  be  used  and  the  best 
opportunity  seemed  to  be  afforded  by  the  Bungay  River 
at  Holden  street.  By  a short  extension  of  the  pipe  line 
from  Hope  street  and  a pump  installed  near  the  river 
this  water  could  be  forced  into  the  pipe  system.  An 
analysis  showed  the  quality  to  be  satisfactory  and,  to 
our  surprise,  the  color  was  but  little  higher  than  in  the 
regular  ground  water  supply.  As  a further  precaution, 
however,  it  was  intended,  should  this  supply  be  used, 
to  treat  it  with  chloride  of  lime,  a method  by  which  all 
germ  contamination  and  danger  from  disease  can  quickly 
and  without  the  slightest  detrimental  effect  on  the 
water,  be  removed. 

This  treatment  is  being  used  as  a permanent  means 
of  improving  the  sanitary  quality  of  water  in  many 
places,  notably  at  Boontown,  N.  J.,  where  a daily  supply 
of  forty  million  (40,000,000)  gallons  for  Jersey  City  is 
thus  purified.  Believing  a personal  examination  of  this 
plant  advisable  we  visited  Boontown  and  became  con- 
vinced that  the  method  there  in  use  would  guarantee 
the  sanitary  safety  of  the  Bungay  supply  should  its  use 
become  necessary.  A small  second-hand  triplex  pump 
was  purchased,  at  a cost  of  five  hundred  and  fifty  dollars 
($550.00),  and  such  other  appartus  and  material  as 
would  be  required  were  gotten  ready  for  use,  but  on 
November  twentv-first  to  twentv-third  a rain  fall  of  more 
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than  three  inches  occurred  and  the  need  of  this  emer- 
gency supply  was  passed  for  the  present  season. 

No  'better  illustration  of  the  ability  of  the  Seven  Mile 
River  to  supply  the  town,  provided  sufficient  water  can 
be  stored  to  tide  over  the  extreme  dry  season,  can  be 
found  than  in  the  effect  of  this  single  rain  fall  in  re- 
plenishing the  ground  water  and  filling  up  Orr’s  Pond. 

We  have  described  in  detail  the  experience  of  the  past 
summer  in  order  to  illustrate  the  neccessity  of  providing 
works  for  additional  supply  without  delay.  In  anticipa- 
tion of  such  improvement  we  have  had  our  engineer 
make  surveys  and  studies  looking  toward  the  further 
development  of  the  present  source.  Incidentally  he  has 
in  a general  way,  considered  the  possibilities  of  other 
supplies  and  his  findings  are  submitted  in  a report  hereto 
appended.  We  have  no  hesitation  in  recording  our  em- 
phatic belief  that  the  present  source  is  of  such  proved 
high  quality  and,  by  the  provision  of  storage  reservoirs, 
at  a reasonable  cost,  can  be  made  capable  of  supplying 
such  an  amount  of  water  that  its  abandonment  is  not 
worthy  of  consideration.  With  a large  amount  of 
money  spent  for  land  and  water  rights,  a well  developed 
system  for  the  interception  of  the  ground  water,  low  lift 
pumps  and  a percolating  area  for  the  utilization  of  Orr’s 
Pond,  a pumping  station,  equipped  with  ample  boiler 
capacity  and  two  pumps,  duplicate  force  m|ains  and  a 
standpipe  fortunately  located  between  the  source  and  the 
town  and  the  greater  part  of  this  equipment  new  and  of 
effective  value  only  in  connection  with  the  present  supply 
and  therefore  to  be  practically  thrown  away  if  the  pres- 
ent source  were  abandoned,  the  obvious  future  course  to 
be  followed  would  seem  to  be  the  further  development 
of  the  preent  source  by  the  provision  of  storage  reser- 
voirs to  hold  the  surplus  flow  in  the  wet  months  and 
make  up  deficiencies  in  the  dry  months.  How  this  can 
be  done  and  at  what  cost  is  shown  in  the  appended  re- 
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port  of  the  engineer.  With  his  conclusions  we  agree  and 
we  accordingly  recommend  that  the  reservor  on  the 
branch  'brook  be  constructed,  at  an  estimated  cost  of 
eighty-three  thousand  dollars  ($83,000.00)  and,  in  order 
that  this  work  may  be  undertaken  as  soon  as  the  ap- 
proval of  the  State  Board  of  Health  is  obtained,  that  an 
appropriation  therefor  be  made  by  the  town. 

During  the  year  the  Deane  pump  has  been  overhauled 
and  new  valves  placed  in  the  Barr  pump.  The  efficiency 
of  the  pumping  apparatus  has  been  reduced  by  the  low 
water  in  the  wells  with  the  consequent  necessity  of  run- 
ning below  the  nominal  rate.  The  standpipe  continues 
in  satisfactory  condition  without  any  outlay  for  its 
maintenance. 

We  again  desire  to  call  your  attention  to  the  fire  serv- 
ice rendered  by  the  water  system  and  to  the  injustice  of 
compelling  the  consumers  to  pay  for  this  service  irres- 
spective  of  the  value  of  the  property  owned  and  pro- 
tected. Very  evidently  the  amount  of  water  used  does  not 
reasonably  express  the  benefit  received  in  fire  protection, 
for  at  present  a large  plant  with  many  thousands  of  dol- 
lars is  safeguarded  through  hydrants  and  sprinkler 
piping,  with  an  infinitesimal  use  of  water,  for  perhaps 
less  money  than  a boarding  house  with  a few  thousand 
dollars.  This  is  unfair  and  the  only  equitable  assess- 
ment for  such  benefits  is  on  the  basis  of  a hydrant  rental 
paid  by  the  town  to  the  Water  Department.  This  direct 
tax  would  apportion  a part  of  the  water  levy  upon  the 
property  owners  in  direct  proportion  to  the  value  of  the 
property  safeguarded  from  fire,  and  this  would  effect  a 
reduction  in  the  water  rates.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Water  Commissioners : 

Gentlemen — Complying  with  the  town  ordinances,  I 
hereby  respectfully  submit  to  you  the  Superintendent’s 
seventeenth  annual  report  for  the  year  1909. 

Distribution  System. 

There  have  been  21  extensions  of  main  pipe  laid  during 
the  year,  amounting  to  12,442  feet  or  2.36  miles,  making 
a total  of  56.46  of  main  water  pipe.  While  the  number 
of  extensions  have  been  less  this  year  than  last,  the 
total  num|ber  of  feet  has  been  larger. 

'In  making  these  extensions,  seven  were  laid  under 
guarantee,  and  in  all  other  cases  the  income  derived 
would  exceed  the  5 per  cent.,  thereby  giving  the  depart- 
ment a profit. 

The  most  important  extensions  were  as  follows : 

Highland  avenue,  South  Attleboro,  a distance  of 
4,172  feet  of  six-inch  pipe;  Tiffany  street,  2,107  feet  °f 
six-inch  pipe ; Lamb  street,  the  extension  to  the  new 
Frank  Mossberg  Co.  shop,  804  feet  of  eight-inch  pipe; 
and  Thirteenth  street,  656  feet  of  six-inch  pipe. 

There  were  guarantees  given  for  extensions  on  Rob- 
inson avenue  and  Adamsdale  Road  which  cannot  be  laid 
until  next  year.  There  is  no  doubt  that  during  the 
coming  year  there  will  be  many  requests  for  extensions, 
as  there  are  a number  of  new  plats  laid  out,  especially 
in  the  south  part  of  the  town,  which  is  rapidly  growing. 
While  it  is  impossible  to  estimate  the  number  of  exten- 
sions to  be  called  for,  it  is  reasonable  to  suppose,  based 
on  the  demand  for  the  last  few  years,  that  there  will  be 
as  many  in  the  coming  year. 

It  would  be  a great  help  to  the  department  if  those 
intending  to  ask  for  extensions  would  make  application 
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as  early  as  possible,  that  the  work  might  be  completed 
before  cold  weather. 


Services.

Twenty  new  hydrants  have  been  added,  making  a 
total  of  420  public  hydrants. 

Three  old  hydrants  were  replaced  with  new  ones 
One  private  hydrant  was  added,  making  the  total  num- 
ber of  private  hydrants  eighteen. 

All  hydrants  have  been  inspected  and  flushed  and  all 
dead  ends  are  flushed  during  the  summer  months  and  a 
record  of  the  same  kept.  A number  of  old  hydrants  will 
have  to  be  replaced  with  new  ones  the  coming  year. 


Leaks. 

Total  number  of  leaks,  50.  Of  these  23  are  on  serv- 
ices, 10  on  hydrants,  7 on  gates  and  10  on  mains.  With 
56.46  miles  of  main  pipe,  420  hydrants  and  2,236  services 
it  shows  the  system  to  be  in  excellent  condition. 
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Gate  Valves. 

Total  number  of  new  gates,  33;  new  gate  boxes  in- 
stalled, 47.  A large  number  of  service  and  gate  boxes 
have  been  brought  to  grade  from!  different  causes,  more 
especially  from  frost  and  wearing  down  of  sidewalks 
where  there  is  no  curbing.  It  would  be  of  great  advan- 
tage to  the  department  if  the  public  would  notify  the 
superintendent  of  any  service  or  gate  boxes  which  are 
projecting  above  grade  and  are  dangerous  to  travel.

Two  sprinkling  connections  have  been  added  to  the 
system,  making  a total  of  35  now  in  use. 

Pumping  Station. 

Both  the  Barr  and  Deane  pumps  have  been  thoroughly- 
overhauled  and  put  in  first  class  condition.  The  Barr 
pump  is  the  more  economical  to  operate ; therefore,  the 
Deane  is  kept  as  an  emergency  pump.  While  using  the 
Deane  pump,  during  the  repairs  on  the  Barr,  we  found 
it  to  be  in  a very  poor  condition  from  the  fact  that  no 
general  repairs  have  been  made  on  it  since  it  was  in- 
stalled nearly  seventeen  years  ago. 
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The  interior  of  the  station  has  been  painted  and  well 
cared  for  during  the  year. 

The  grounds  around  the  station  have  been  graded, 
drained  and  put  in  a very  presentable  condition.  There 
has  been  considerable  expense  involved  in  doing  this 
work  on  account  of  the  change  of  street  line  and  grade, 
making  it  necessary  to  put  in  three  catch  basins  and 
drains  to  carry  the  water  from  the  station  to  the  river. 
The  general  appearance  about  the  station  has  been 
greatly  improved.

Synopsis  of  Pumping  Records  for  the  Year  Ending  December  31,  1909. 
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REPORT  OF  F.  A.  BARBOUR 


To  the  Water  Commissioners  of  the  Town  of  Attleboro 

Attleboro,  Mass. : 

Gentlemen — In  accordance  with  your  instructions  I 
beg  to  submit  the  results  of  an  investigation  made  to  de- 
termine the  best  means  of  increasing  the  capacity  of  your 
present  water  supply. 

The  past  two  years  have  made  records  in  the  run-off 
of  many  watersheds  hitherto  unprecedented,  in  point  of 
dryness,  in  the  history  of  stream  flow  measurements. 
Estimated  capacities  of  supplies,  based  on  minimum 
records  obtained  through  a long  series  of  preceding  years, 
must  consequently  be  revised,  and  improvements,  rec- 
ognized as  necessary  at  some  future  date,  have  become 
matters  of  present  requirement. 

In  the  1907  report  the  inadequacy  of  the  supply,  as 
then  developed,  and  the  necessity  of  providing  additional 
storage  from  which  water  might  be  drawn  during  periods 
of  minimum  run-off,  was  indicated.  In  this  report  the 
use  of  the  water  in  Orr’s  Pond  and  the  construction  of 
a percolating  area  adjacent  to  the  wells  for  the  purifica- 
tion of  this  water,  was  recommended.  This  work  was 
begun  in  1907  and  finished  in  the  spring  of  the  following 
year  and,  to  the  additional  supply  thus  made  available, 
is  to  be  credited  the  fact  that  the  towi*  was  furnished 
with  water,  sufficient  for  its  needs  and  in  every  way 
satisfactory  in  quality,  during  the  abnormal  minimum 
period  of  1908  and  1909.  In  the  latter  year  forty  million 
(40,000,000)  gallons  of  water  were  drawn  from  Orr’s 
Pond  at  a cost  of  about  one  hundred  and  thirty  dollars 
($130.00)  for  fuel  and  a total  cost,  including  interest  and 
depreciation,  of  less  than  five  hundred  dollars  ($500.00). 
In  other  words,  in  this  extreme  year  forty  million 
(40,000,000)  gallons  of  stored  water  were  made  available 
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at  a yearly  expense  which,  at  four  (4)  per  cent.,  is 
equivalent  to  a first  expenditure  of  about  twelve  thou- 
sand dollars  ($12,000.00),  or  less  than  one-half  (l/2)  of 
what  the  same  amount  of  storage  could  be  developed  by 
the  construction  of  new  reservoirs  higher  up  on  the 
watershed. 

In  the  report  made  to  your  Board  in  1907  reference 
was  also  made  to  the  possibility  of  providing  additional 
storage  by  the  construction  of  a reservoir  in  the  valley 
of  the  Seven  Mile  River,  a short  distance  above  the 
pumping  station,  and  by  other  reservoirs  farther  up- 
stream. Before  considering,  in  detail,  the  effect  of  this 
development  of  surface  reservoirs  on  the  capacity  of  the 
present  source  it  may  be  well  to  inquire  whether  this  is 
the  only  possible  method  by  which  the  present  supply 
can  be  increased.  Underground  storage  made  available 
by  additional  wells  is  the  only  alternative,  but  it  does  not 
appear  that,  at  any  place  on  the  watershed,  there  is  a 
possibility  of  storing  and  withdrawing  at  the  desired 
time,  the  amount  of  water  necessary  to  balance  the  sea- 
sonal variation  in  run-off.  For  a supply  of  one  million, 
seven  hundred  thousand  (1,700,000)  gallons  per  day  and 
an  assumed  possible  lowering  of  the  water  table  of  ten 
feet,  the  area  of  the  underground  storage  reservoir  re- 
quired would  be  six  million  (6,000,000)  square  feet  or, 
obviously,  more  than  can  be  obtained  by  any  system  of 
wells  in  the  vicinity  of  Orr’s  Pond.  Additional  infiltra- 
tion is  not  a factor  as  the  water  of  this  pond  has  already 
been  made  a part  of  the  system  by  the  construction  of 
the  percolating  area.  For  the  daily  draft,  estimated  as 
obtainable  from  the  Seven  Mile  River  by  the  construc- 
tion of  surface  reservoirs,  sub-surface  storage  equivalent 
to  the  lowering  of  the  ground  water  ten  (10)  feet  over 
an  area  of  more  than  a square  mile  would  be  required — 
a condition  hardly  possible  of  realization  and  one  which 
could  only  be  proved  by  prolonged  investigation  and 
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pump  tests  in  periods  of  minimum  run-off.  It  may  be 
reasonably  concluded  that  the  provision  of  storage  by 
surface  reservoirs  is  the  most  logical  method  of  increas- 
ing the  present  supply. 

The  watershed  of  the  Seven  Mile  River  above  Orr’s 
Pond  has  an  area  of  eight  and  five-hundredths  (8.05) 
square  miles.  The  average  run-off,  based  on  records  of 
the  Sudbury  River  extending  over  thirty-five  years,  is 
about  eight  million  (8,000,000)  gallons  per  day;  the  rum 
off  of  the  dryest  six  months  of  the  average  year  about 
three  million,  five  hundred  thousand  (3,500,000)  gallons 
per  day;  the  run-off  of  the  dryest  month  in  an  average 
year  about  one  million,  five  hundred  thousand  (1,500,000) 
gallons  per  day,  or  sufficient,  as  will  be  seen  later,  for 
the  anticipated  needs  of  Attleboro  until  1925.  A rain 
fall  of  one  (1)  inch  on  this  watershed,  with  twenty-five 
(25)  per  cent,  collected,  will  furnish  a supply  of  one  mil- 
lion, one  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  (1,150,000)  gallons 
per  day  for  thirty  days  and  in  actual  experience  the  rain 
fall  of  three  and  two-tenths  (3.2)  inches  in  November  at 
once  brought  back  to  normal  the  supply  which  previously 
was  at  its  most  depleted  condition  following  the  extreme 
dryness  of  the  several  preceding  months.  In  short  the 
watershed  is  large  enough  to  supply  a population  four  to 
five  times  that  now  found  in  Attleboro — if  reservors  to 
hold  some  of  the  surplus  water  in  the  spring  months 
and  which  may  be  drawn  on  during  the  period  of  mini- 
mum run-off — are  provided.  It  will  be  shown  later  that 
storage  sufficient  to  guarantee  a daily  draft  of  more  than 
four  million  (4,000,000)  gallons  can  be  developed  at  a 
reasonable  cost,  or  an  amount  which,  when  compared 
with  the  future  requirements  of  the  town,  as  estimated 
in  the  following  table,  at  once  indicates  that  the  supply 
obtainable  from  the  Seven  Mile  River  is  ample  to  justify 
the  further  development  of  this  source.

In  using  this  estimated  future  consumption  as  a basis 
for  the  determination  of  the  storage  necessary  to  pro- 
vide the  town  with  the  required  amount  of  water  during 
the  period  of  minimum  run-off,  the  variation  in  the 
monthly  consumption  must  'be  taken  into  account. 
During  the  time,  when  the  supply  must  !be  dbtained,  in 
great  part,  from  stored  water,  the  consumption  is  above 
the  average  and  an  analysis  of  the  records  since  1889 
shows  this  excess,  during  the  six  months  beginning  July 
first,  to  be  seven  (7)  per  cent,  above  the  normal  for  the 
year.  In  the  statements  to  be  subsequently  made  in  this 
report  as  to  the  time  that  a given  storage  is  capable  ot 
supplying  the  demand,  this  increased  summer  con- 
sumption has  been  given  due  consideration. 

In  estimating  the  capacity  of  sources  of  supply  of 
which  measurements  extending  over  a period  sufficiently 
long  to  develop  minimum  conditions  are  not  available,  it 
is  necessary  to  base  conclusions  on  recorded  gaugings 
of  other  watersheds  and,  since  the  rain  fall,  topography 
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and  character  of  the  soil — the  determining  conditions  in 
periodic  run-off — vary  in  different  areas  it  is  obviously 
necessary,  as  a basis  of  estimation,  to  choose  the  records 
of  that  watershed  which  apparently  most  nearly  agree 
with  such  measurements  as  have  been  made  of  the 
watershed  immediately  in  question.  In  Massachusetts, 
measurements  of  the  Sudbury  River  have  been  taken 
since  1875,  of  the  Cochituate  since  1862  and  of  the 
Nashua  since  1897.  The  results  vary  largely;  those  on 
the  Sudbury  being  the  smallest  and  an  estimate  based  on 
these  records  being,  therefore,  the  most  conservative. 
On  the  Seven  Mile  River  measurements  of  the  run-off  for 
a long  series  of  years  are  not  available,  but  since  1907 
the  daily  draft  has  so  nearly  approached  the  capacity  of 
the  supply,  under  present  conditions,  as  to  provide  a 
reasonably  accurate  expression  of  the  run-off  in  the 
critical  months  of  minimum  flow  and,  allowing  for  the 
draft  from  underground  storage  and  for  the  amount 
drawn  from  Orr’s  Pond,  it  is  found  that  in  1908-09  the 
run-off  from  the  Seven  Mile  River  closely  checks  that 
recorded  from  the  Sudbury  River  in  the  corresponding 
months.  It  is  also  of  interest  to  note  that  in  point  of 
rain  fall  the  Sudbury  and  Attleboro  records  since  1896 
to  the  present  time  differ  but  one  and  one-tenth  (1.1)  per 
cent. — either  on  the  basis  of  annual  total  or  on  the  pre- 
cipitation in  the  dryest  six  months  of  the  year.  It  is  ap- 
parently therefore  safe  to  conclude,  without  further 
analysis  of  the  relative  effect  of  the  several  conditions 
determining  seasonal  stream  flow,  that  the  Sudbury 
records  will  indicate  with  reasonable  accuracy,  the 
amount  of  water  per  square  mile  of  contributing  area 
which  can  be  obtained  from  the  Seven  Mile  River  by  the 
intercepting  works  already  constructed. 

In  determining  the  possible  daily  supply  which  may 
be  obtained  from  any  source  by  a certain  storage  devel- 
opment the  probable  minimum  run-offs  for  different 
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periods — as  indicated  by  the  past  record  of  stream  flow 
in  the  watershed  adopted  as  a criterion  of  local  conditions 
— is  the  factor  of  greatest  importance.  It  would  seem 
that  in  a record  extending  over  many  years  the  probable 
minimum  would  have  been  developed  but  it  remained 
for  the  last  two  years  to  demonstrate  that  run-offs  much 
lower  than  had  been  recorded  in  the  previous  thirty- 
three  years  were  possible.  To  indicate  how  far  the  1908 
and  1909  measurements  on  the  Sudbury  River  are  below 
any  previously  made  the  following  table  is  presented.

Obviously,  from  the  preceding  table  a marked  revision 
of  the  daily  drafts  obtainable  from  a watershed  by  the 
development  of  a certain  amount  of  storage,  estimated  on 
the  records  available  up  to  1908,  has  been  made  neces- 
sary by  the  experience  of  the  past  two  years. 

It  was  estimated  in  the  report  submitted  in  1907  that 
the  Attleboro  supply,  as  then  developed,  on  the  basis 
of  the  Sudbury  gaugings  recorded  up  to  that  time,  was 
capable  of  furnishing  seven  hundred  and  fifty  thousand 
(750,000)  gallons  per  day  and  that  with  the  apparatus 
provided  for  lifting  water  from  Orr’s  Pond  to  a percolat- 
ing area  adjacent  to  the  wells,  the  supply  would  have 
a capacity  of  one  million,  three  hundred  and  fifty  thou- 
sand (1,350,000)  gallons  per  day.  It  was  further  calcu- 
lated that  if  a storage  basin  immediately  above  the 
pumping  station  were  constructed  the  daily  capacity 
would  be  increased  to  one  million,  seven  hundred  and 
fifty  thousand  (1,750,000)  gallons — an  amount  capable  of 
supplying  the  anticipated  future  population  of  Attleboro 
until  1927.  These  estimated  capacities  would  still  hold 
good  if  new  records  of  minimum  run-off  had  not  been 
made  in  1908  and  1909,  but  with  these  records  available, 
the  present  capacity  of  the  works  under  extreme  condi- 
tions, including  the  use  of  Orr’s  Pond  and  the  percolat- 
ing area,  can  now  be  estimated  at  only  eight  hundred  and 
fifty  thousand  (850,000)  gallons  per  day.  If  the  reservoir 
above  the  pumping  station  was  constructed  the  supply 
would  be  capable  of  furnishing  one  million,  two  hundred 
thousand  (1,200,000)  gallons  per  day  or  sufficient  to 
meet  the  anticipated  demands  until  1918.  It  is  to  be 
noted  that  these  anticipated  capacities  are  based  on  con- 
ditions which  have  occurred  but  once  in  thirty-five  years 
and  which  may  not  recur  for  years  to  come  but,  since 
such  minimums  have  been  recorded,  the  safe  capacity  of 
the  source  must  be  based  thereon  and  the  necessity  for 
further  development  predicated  on  a possible  repetition. 
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Obviously  the  experience  of  the  past  two  years  makes 
the  provision  of  additional  storage  immediately  neces- 
sary. Where  and  how  such  storage  can  be  best  developed 
is  the  problem  and  evidently,  in  the  light  of  these  recent 
records,  the  reservoir  ust  above  the  pumping  station  by 
which  the  supply  will  only  be  increased  to  an  amount 
sufficient  for  eight  years  in  the  future,  does  not  present 
the  same  relative  advantages  as  it  did  on  the  records 
available  previous  to  1908.  For  this  reason  surveys  have 
been  made  of  reservoir  sites  farther  up  the  valley, 
storage  capacities  calculated  and  from  the  area  of  the 
contributing  watersheds  the  daily  drafts  made  possible 
by  their  construction  have  been  estimated. 

preliminary  designs  of  dams  and  estimates  of  cost 
have  been  worked  out  for  four  storage  basins  as  follows : 

No.  1.  On  Seven  Mile  River  with  dam  five  hundred 
feet  above  West  street,  near  station. 

No.  2.  On  branch  brook  with  dam  a short  distance 
from  its  junction  with  river  at  point  just  above  Washing- 
ton street,  North  Attleborough. 

No.  3.  On  Seven  Mile  River,  five  hundred  feet  above 
Washington  street,  North  Attleborough,  with  flow  line 
at  elevation  186.0. 

No.  4.  On  Seven  Mile  River  at  same  site  as  No.  3,  but 
with  flow  line  at  elevation  196.0.

the  protection  of  the  quality  of  water.  The  estimates 
are  based  on  surface  indications  and  without  investiga- 
tion of  underground  conditions. 

The  most  desirable  scheme  of  storage  development 
would  in  the  first  undertaking  involve  the  construction 
of  that  reservoir  which,  while  adding  a substantial  in- 
crease to  the  present  capacity  of  the  supply,  will  not 
make  necessary  the  investment  of  an  amount  of  money 
out  of  all  proportion  to  the  requirements  of  the  town  for 
years  to  come.  Therefore,  while  reservoir  No.  4,  or  that 
above  Washington  street  with  a flow  line  at  elevation 
196.0,  is  tlje  cheapest  per  unit  of  water  stored  or  per  unit 
of  possible  daily  draft  added  to  the  supply,  it  does  not 
follow  that  the  construction  of  this  basin,  requiring  an 
expenditure  of  two  hundred  and  thirty  thousand  dollars 
($230,000)  and  furnishing  a daily  supply  of  four  million 
(4,000,000)  gallons — an  amount  which  will  not  be 
needed  for  two  generations — should  be  undertaken  at 
the  present  time.  A smaller  storage  basin  costing  a 
relatively  less  amount  of  money  may  well  prove  the 
more  economical  undertaking  and  will  so  prove  if  its 
construction  postpones  the  expenditure  of  the  greater 
amount  necessary  for  the  larger  reservoir  a sufficient 
length  of  time.  In  other  words,  in  estimating  the  rela- 
tive economy  of  the  two  proj.ects,  the  actual  first  cost  of 
the  smaller  undertaking  may  logically  be  reduced  by  the 
present  value  of  the  saving,  with  interest  accumulated, 
during  the  time  which  the  larger  expenditure  is  post- 
poned by  the  construction  of  the  smaller  reservoir.  Fur- 
ther, it  is  to  be  noted,  that  there  is  an  additional  reason 
for  delaying  the  greater  expense  in  the  fact  that  with  a 
larger  population  the  income  of  the  water  works  will  in- 
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crease  faster  than  the  cost  of  maintenance  and  the  de- 
partment will  be  in  a better  position  to  finance  the  larger 
undertaking. 

Neglecting  for  the  moment  other  considerations 
which  may  affect  the  value  of  the  four  possible  storage 
basins,  the  relative  economy  of  different  schedules  of 
construction  may  be  indicated  by  calculating  the 
amounts  of  money  which,  if  invested  at  the  present  time, 
will  pay  for  the  cost  of  the  reservoir  necessary  for  imme- 
diate construction  and  in  addition,  with  interest  accu- 
mulated, will  be  sufficient  to  meet  the  necessary  expen- 
diture at  the  several  dates  when,  under  different  schemes 
of  development,  the  remaining  reservoirs  become  neces- 
sary. Such  a comparison  is  made  in  the  following 
table :

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Obviously,  the  preceding  table  is  based  on  several 
assumptions  of  future  conditions  which  may  not  prove 
entirely  accurate  in  the  final  outcome,  but  it  does  serve 
to  indicate  two  things : first,  that  the  large  basin  above 
Washington  street  with  flow  line  at  elevation  196.0 
cannot  be  economically  undertaken  at  the  present  time, 
and  second,  that  the  smaller  reservoirs,  although  involv- 
ing  greater  proportionate  first  cost,  do,  because  of  the 
postponement  of  larger  expenditures  affected  by  their 
constructiton  justifiably  form  a part  of  the  chain  of 
storage  basins  to  be  ultimately  provided.  Further,  it  is 
apparent  from  the  preceding  table  that  it  makes  little 
difference  in  point  of  final  relative  cost  whatever  the 
order  may  be  in  which  these  smaller  basins  are  con 
structed  and  whether  the  reservoir  near  the  pumping 
station,  that  on  the  branch  brook  or  that  on  the  river 
above  Washington  street,  with  flow  line  at  elevation 
186.0,  should  be  first  undertaken  must  be  determined  by 
other  than  financial  considerations. 

The  preceding  statement  is  equivalent  to  saying  that 
the  reservoir  just  above  the  pumping  station,  because  of 
the  records  of  the  past  two  years,  has  lost  the  unques- 
tionable economic  advantage  which,  on  previous  records, 
it  held  over  other  possible  sites.  In  addition  it  may  be 
pointed  out  that  there  are  other  questions  as  to  the  ad- 
visability of  reserving  the  area  which  would  be  covered 
by  this  basin  to  insure  adequate  purification  of  the  water 
stored  at  higher  points  on  the  watershed  and  also  in  re- 
gard to  the  possible  effect  of  constructing  a storage 
basin  in  such  close  proximity  to  the  present  wells  in  dis- 
turbing natural  ground  water  conditions.  Because  of 
these  contingencies  but  principally  because  of  the  short 
period  of  eight  years  over  which  its  construction  will  ex- 
tend the  capacity  of  the  works  to  meet  the  anticipated 
demands  of  the  town,  this  reservoir  is  not  recommended 
as  the  first  work  to  be  undertaken. 
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There  remains  to  be  considered  the  reservoir  on  the 
branch  brook  and  that  on  the  river  above  Washington 
street  with  flow  line  at  elevation  186.0 — the  first  esti- 
mated to  cost  eighty-three  thousand  dollars  ($83,000.00) 
and  the  second  one  hundred  and  nine  thousand  dollars 
($109,000.00).  'Other  things  being  equal  the  choice 
should  lie  with  the  project  involving  the  lowest  first  ex- 
penditure. 

The  topography  and  surface  indications  are  favorable 
for  the  reservoir  on  the  branch  brook ; the  average  depth 
is  sixty  (60)  per  cent,  greater  than  that  of  the  basin  on 
the  river  and  the  area  of  land  exposed  when  the  water 
is  drawn  down  to  elevation  184.0 — the  estimated  lowest 
point  in  a dry  year — is  less  than  half  that  uncovered  at 
minimum  level  in  the  basin  on  the  river.  The  contributing 
watershed — sixty-five  hundredths  (.65)  square  miles — 
although  relatively  small,  is  large  enough  to  guarantee 
the  filling  of  the  reservoir  on  the  branch  brook  during 
the  months  when  the  remaining  portion  of  the  watershed 
above  the  present  intercepting  works  will  supply  the 
town.  It  is  to  be  noted  that  the  effective  storage  in  this 
reservoir  is  about  all  above  the  flow  line  at  elevation 
186.0  of  the  reservoir  on  the  river  and  also  that  there  are 
fifty  million  (50,000,000)  gallons  of  water  stored  above 
elevation  196.0 — or  high  water  in  the  large  reservoir  on 
the  river. 

Because  of  the  foregoing  physical  advantages  and  the 
equal  final  economy  as  already  indicated  in  this  report, 
but  principally  because  of  the  lesser  first  cost,  the  reser- 
voir on  the  branch  brook  is  recommended  as  the  first  to 
be  undertaken.  Based  on  the  records  available  at  the 
present  time  its  construction  will  guarantee,  in  a mini- 
mum year,  a daily  draft  sufficient  for  the  anticipated 
needs  of  the  town  until  19:2/  At  this  date  the  reservoir 
on  the  river,  with  flow  line  at  elevation  186.0,  can  be 
constructed,  thereby  increasing  the  supply  to  an  amount 
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sufficient  until  1939,  when  the  dam  on  the  river  can  be 
raised  to  elevation  196.0  and  a supply  of  four  million 
(4,000,000)  gallons  per  day  obtained.  At  other  points 
on  the  watershed  additional  storage  can  be  developed, 
but  no  detailed  investigation  of  these  possibilities  have 
been  made  at  the  present  time. 

The  type  of  dam  on  which  the  estimates  are  based  in- 
cludes an  earth  embankment,  concrete  core-wall  and 
sheet  piling  wherever  rock  or  hard  impervious  material 
cannot  be  economically  reached  with  the  core-wall.  It 
is  proposed  to  remove  all  vegetable  growth  and  to  care- 
fully trim  up  the  slopes  for  a distance  below  the  high 
water  line,  but  it  is  not  proposed  to  strip  the  surface  soil 
from  the  entire  area  covered  by  the  reservoir.  A foun- 
tain or  similar  device  to  aerate  the  water  and  initiate  the 
oxidizing  processes  essential  to  the  removal  of  vegetable 
matter  and  iron  in  solution  will  be  made  a part  of  the 
outlet  works  of  the  reservoir,  which  will  also  include  an 
overflow  weir  and  gate  house.  It  is  proposed  to  have  the 
water,  drawn  from  storage,  flow  in  the  natural  stream-bed 
to  a point  where  the  depression  of  the  water  table  by  the 
draft  from  the  present  wells,  will  cause  it  to  enter  the 
ground  and  so  become  purified.  Whenever  increased 
growth  of  population  on  the  stream  between  the  storage 
reservoirs  and  the  wells  renders  it  necessary  a pipe  line 
will  be  laid  from  the  reservoir  to  some  point  within  the 
limits  of  the  area  to  be  acquired  by  the  town  for  the  pro- 
tection of  the  quality  of  the  supply  when,  either  by  na- 
tural passage  through  the  ground  or  by  treatment  on  the 
present  on%an  enlarged  percolating  area,  the  stored  sur- 
face water  will  be  purified  and  made  equivalent  in  quality 
to  the  normal  underground  flow. 

Summing  up  the  preceding  consideration  of  the  pres- 
ent source  of  supply  and  the  possibilities  of  its  further 
development,  it  appears  that  if  a repetition  of  the 
unusual  dry  conditions  of  1908-09  should  occur  the  sup- 
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ply,  as  at  present  developed,  would  not  be  capable  of 
meeting  the  requirements  of  the  town ; that  the  area  of 
the  watershed  of  the  present  source  is  amply  large 
enough  to  furnish  water  for  forty  years  to  come  if 
storage  reservoirs,  to  hold  the  flow  of  the  wet  months 
and  to  replenish  the  flow  of  the  dry  months,  are  con- 
structed ; that  such  storage,  in  amount  sufficient  to  pro- 
vide four  million  (4,000,000)  gallons  per  day,  can  be 
economically  provided  by  the  construction,  from  time  to 
time,  of  the  several  reservoirs  described  and  finally,  of 
the  possible  reservoirs,  that  on  the  branch  brook  above 
Washington  street,  because  of  lower  first  cost,  is  the 
one  to  be  first  undertaken. 

Thus  far  in  this  report  the  discussion  of  the  problem 
of  additional  supply  has  been  confined  to  the  develop- 
ment of  the  Seven  Mile  River.  It  is  not  unreasonable  to 
ask  whether  some  other  source  does  not  merit  considera- 
tion and,  although  no  investigation  by  surveys  or  by 
such  pumping  test  as  is  always  necessary  to  determine 
the  capacity  of  ground  water  supplies  has  been  made,  it 
may  be  well  to  compare,  by  estimates  based  on  informa- 
tion derived  from  topographical  maps  and  an  inspection 
of  the  ground,  the  economic  possibilities  of  these  other 
supplies  with  that  of  the  further  development  of  the 
present  source. 

The  territory  on  the  west  of  the  Seven  Mile  River  is 
the  gathering  ground  of  the  Pawtucket  supply.  The 
Ten  Mile  River  below  North  Attleborough  requires  no 
consideration;  above  North  Attleborough  it  is  already 
pre-empted. 

The  Bungay  River,  as  a possible  source,  was  investi- 
gated in  1886  before  the  adoption  of  the  present  supply. 
It  was  then  proposed  to  take  water  from  the  ground  ad- 
jacent to  the  river,  but  analysis  proved  iron  to  be  pres- 
ent in  such  amounts  as  to  render  the  water  unfit  for 
domestic  use. 
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To  the  popular  mind  large  storage  basins,  such  as 
Whiting  Pond  and  Lake  Archer,  represent  unlimited 
supplies  regardless  of  the  area  of  the  contributing  water- 
shed. In  1887  the  feasibility  and  cost  of  obtaining  water 
from  the  Wrentham  lakes  was  investigated  and  a report 
made  to  the  town  by  Mr.  Percy  M.  Blake.  Designing 
for  twenty  thousand  (20,000)  people  the  estimated  cost 
varied  with  different  methods  of  distribution  from  one 
hundred  and  ninety-one  to  two  hundred  and  seven  thou- 
sand dollars  ($191,000.00  to  $200,000.00).  If  underaken 
at  the  present  time  and  made  sufficient  for  a reasonable 
future  growth  the  cost  of  the  necessary  twenty-inch  pipe 
line — ten  and  seven-tenths  (10.7)  miles  long — the  pump- 
ing station  and  accessories  would  not  be  less  than  two 
hundred  and  seventy-five  thousand  dollars  ($275,000.00), 
exclusive  of  the  expenditure  necessary  for  the  acquire- 
ment of  land  and  water  rights,  which  would  be  large. 
Mr.  Blake  reported  the  area  of  the  watershed  of  these 
ponds  to  be  five  and  two-tenths  (5.2)  square  miles  or 
considerably  less  than  that  indicated  by  the  State  topo- 
graphical maps.  On  this  basis  the  possible  daily  draft* 
would  be  about  three  million,  seven  hundred  and  fifty 
thousand  (3,750,000)  gallons  and  would  not  exceed  five 
million  (5,000,000)  gallons  per  day  if  the  area  of  eight 
and  three-tenths  (8.3)  miles,  shown  by  the  State  maps 
as  contributory  to  these  lakes,  is  accepted  as  correct ; in 
both  cases  these  estimates  being  predicated  on  lowering 
the  water  ten  feet  in  years  of  minimum  run-off.  It  is 
therefore  evident  that  despite  the  large  storage  the 
Wrentham  ponds  have  not  much  greater  daily  capacity 
than  can  be  obtained  from  the  present  source  by  the  con- 
struction of  reservoirs. 

More  important  is  the  question  of  quality.  In  1886 
the  water  of  Whiting  Pond  was  reported  to  have  con- 
siderable color,  a fact  which  alone  would  render  it  un- 
satisfactory to  consumers  accustomed  to  a ground  water 
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supply.  Since  1886  the  development  of  Whiting  Pond 
or  Lake  Pearl  as  a pleasure  resort  and  the  almost  com- 
plete surrounding  of  Lake  Archer  by  cottages  has  greatly 
lessened  the  qualitative  value  of  these  waters.  Neither 
in  economy,  capacity,  or  quality  of  the  water  do  the 
Wrentham  lakes  compare  with  the  present  source  of 
supply  as  it  may  be  developed  and  a more  detailed  in- 
vestigation of  these  ponds  is,  therefore,  not  justified. 

Only  a very  exceptional  quality  of  surface  water  would 
be  satisfactory  to  Attleboro  after  its  use  of  a cool,  color- 
less and  odorless  ground  water  and  it  is  probably  safe 
to  conclude  that  no  surface  supply  can  be  found  in  any 
of  the  adjacent  watersheds  which,  in  these  finer 
elements  of  quality,  would  prove  acceptable.  In  other 
words,  the  supply  must  be  a ground  water  and  the  pos- 
sibility of  obtaining  this — aside  from  the  area  of  water- 
shed and  other  surface  indications— »can  only  be  proved 
by  examination,  by  test  wells,  of  the  sub-surface  condi- 
tions and  prolonged  pump  test  in  the  dry  period  of  the 
year.  The  supply  from  the  present  source  is  of  high 
quality — not  only  from  a sanitary  standpoint  but  in  soft- 
ness and  low  iron  contents.  Such  a water  is  not  always 
easily  found  and  particularly  in  the  amount  which  must 
be  proved  to  be  obtainable  in  any  new  supply  before  the 
abandonment  of  the  present  source  would  be  justifiable. 
In  fact  it  is  probably  safe  to  conclude  that  the  amount 
of  four  million  (4,000,000)  gallons  which  it  is  estimated 
can  be  obtained  from  the  present  source,  by  development 
of  storage  reservoirs,  cannot  be  taken  from  the  ground 
at  any  place  except  by  similar  provision  of  means  for  the 
conservation  of  the  run-off  of  surface  water  either  in 
natural  reservoirs  or  in  artificial  basins.  It  therefore  fol- 
lows, that,  without  a detailed  investigation,  our  consid- 
eration of  the  possibility  of  other  ground  water  sup- 
plies must  necessarily  be  limited  to  a comparison  of  their 
probable  cost  with  that  of  the  development  of  the  pres- 
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ent  works  on  the  assumption  that  a certain  place  water 
suitable  in  quality  and  sufficient  in  quantity  can  be  ob- 
tained— an  assumption  which,  obviously,  may  easily 
prove  impossible  of  fulfillment. 

Perhaps  the  most  suggestive  location  for  a new  sup- 
ply and  one  which  in  distance  from  Attleboro  and  prob- 
able cost  will  most  favorably  represent  the  possibility  of 
any  new  supply  of  ground  water  is  on  the  Wading  River 
in  Norton.  The  length  of  pipe  line  would  be  about  fif- 
teen thousand  (15,000)  feet,  the  necessary  size  of  pipe 
sixteen  to  eighteen  (16  to  18)  inches  in  diameter  and  the 
first  expenditure  to  develop  a supply  equal  to  that  ob- 
tainable by  the  reservoir  proposed  for  first  construction 
on  the  Seven  Mile  River,  would  be  not  less  than  one 
hundred  and  twenty-five  thousand  dollars  ($125,000.00). 
This  includes  the  cost  of  a single  pipe  line,  driven  well 
system,  pumping  station  and  accessories  and  an  allow- 
ance for  land  and  water  rights.  The  operating  expenses 
would  be  higher  than  for  the  present  works  and  the 
town  would  be  depended  on  a single  pipe  line — with- 
out duplication  of  mains  such  as  have  been  provided  be- 
tween the  source  now  in  use  and  the  point  of  consump- 
tion. As  a result  it  would  probably  be  considered  ad- 
visable to  keep  the  present  station  in  commission,  thus 
involving  an  additional  expense  in  maintaining  the 
system. 

It  is  to  be  noted  that  the  cost  of  a new  supply  has  to 
be  compared  with  the  future  cost  of  developing  the 
present  source.  The  expenditure  already  made  for  inter- 
cepting works,  water  rights,  pumping  plant  and  force 
mains  would  still  require  the  payment  of  interest  and 
installment  on  bonds  even  if  the  works  were  practically 
abandoned.  On  this  basis,  comparing  the  cost  of  water 
from  the  present  source  developed  to  a daily  capacity  of 
one  million,  se.ven  hundred  thousand  (1,700,000)  gallons, 
with  that  of  a new  supply  obtained  in  Norton,  it  appears

that  the  latter  would  involve  an  expense  per  gallon  of 
water  in  the  standpipe  at  least  one-third  (1-3)  greater 
than  will  be  required  by  an  extension  of  the  present 
system. 

When  a longer  forecast  is  made  of  future  requirements 
and  the  possibility  of  developing  in  the  watershed  of  the 
Wading  River  a supply  of  four  million  (4,000,000)  gal- 
lons per  day  from  the  ground  is  considered,  the  probable 
necessity  of  storage  to  conserve  and  equalize  the  sea- 
sonal run-off,  m'akes  any  attempt  to  estimate  the  ex- 
pense practically  impossible  without  a prolonged  inves- 
tigation by  pump  test  in  a dry  season.  It  may  be  stated, 
however,  that  with  a watershed  of  thirty  square  miles 
and  assuming  the  wells  so  placed  that  the  stream  bed 
will  be  dry  in  the  minimum  period  of  the  year,  a storage 
of  three  hundred  and  fifty  million  (350,000,000)  gallons 
would  be  required  to  make  up  the  deficiency  btween  a 
run-off,  based  on  the  Sudbury  records,  and  a daily  de- 
mand of  four  million  (4,000,000)  gallons.  This  must  be 
provided  either  in  surface  reservoirs  or  in  the  ground 
and  in  the  latter  case  would  require  an  area  of  three- 
quarters  (3-4)  of  a square  mile  over  which  the  water 
table  could  be  lowered  ten  feet — a requirement  which 
could  be  met  only  by  exceptionally  favorable  conditions 
or  by  an  expenditure  similar  to  that  suggested  for  the 
development  of  the  Seven  Mile  River.  From  these  gen- 
eral considerations,  therefore,  it  does  not  appear  that  the 
watershed  of  the  Wading  River  offers  any  economical 
advantages  which  would  justify  the  abandonment  of  the 
present  works,  even  if  supply  satisfactory  in  quality 
could  be  obtained,  and  it  is  believed  that  this  conclu- 
sion will  apply  with  equal  or  with  greater  force  to  a com- 
parison of  the  cost  of  other  possible  ground  water  sup- 
plies with  that  of  the  development  of  the  present  source.

Gentlemen — The  seventeenth  annual  report  of  the 
Water  Registrar,  covering  the  year  ending  December 
31,  1909,  is  herewith  submitted: 

Total  collections  from  all  sources,  $42,055.27;  the 
amount  from  water  rates,  $37,349.44,  showing  a net  gain 
over  1908  of  $2,243.78. 

The  large  amount  collected  in  1908  from  all  sources 
included  an  uncollected  bill  from  the  N.  Y.,  N.  H.  & H. 
R.  R.  Co.  for  the  abolition  of  grade  crossings  of 
$6,220.3 7,  which  was  paid  over  to  construction  account, 
leaving  the  balance  of  $39,673.30  the  income  from  all 
sources;  of  this  amjount  $35,105.66  was  from  water  rates, 
the  balance  from  miscellaneous  sources. 

The  department  is  to  be  congratulated  on  its  con- 
tinued good  record  of  collecting  all  water  bills  for  seven 
consecutive  years. 

The  balance  of  $4.00  which  shows  in  the  financial 
statement  is  a case  where  the  water  was  shut  off  for  non- 
payment, the  house  is  unoccupied  and  the  whereabouts 
of  the  owner  is  unknown.

ATTLEBOROUGH  WATER  WORKS. 

Water  Ordinances 

Section  i.  Water  Commissioners  shall,  at  their  first 
meeting,  after  the  annual  Town  election,  choose  from 
their  number  a chairman.  Two  members  shall  be  a 
quorum  for  the  exercise  of  the  powers  and  performance 
of  the  duties  of  the  Water  Commissioners.  The  Com- 
missioners m'ay  appoint  and  remove  at  their  discretion 
a clerk,  who  shall  also  be  Water  Registrar,  a superin- 
tendent and  such  employees  or  agents  as  they  may  deem 
necessary,  and  may  prescribe  their  duties.  They  may 
fix  the  salaries  of  such  clerk,  employees  and  agents  sub- 
ject to  the  instructions  and  control  of  the  Town. 

Sec.  2.  The  Water  Board  shall  have  the  exclusive 
and  entire  charge,  superintendence  and  oversight  of  all 
land,  structures,  works  and  apparatus  designed  and  pro- 
vided for  obtaining  and  supplying  pure  water  for  the 
uses  of  the  TQwn.  They  shall  have  the  exclusive  control 
and  management  of  the  uses,  repairs  and  extensions  of 
such  work  and  structures,  whether  newly  determined 
upon  or  otherwise. 

Sec.  3.  The  Water  Board  shall  have  control  and 
jurisdiction  over  all  sources  of  supply  possessed  by  the 
Town,  and  all  lands  appurtenant  thereto,  owned  or  law- 
fully controlled  by  the  Town,  and  they  may  exercise  all 
rights  as  to  entry  upon  and  passage  over  private  prem- 
ises which  are  now  or  may  become  vested  in  the  Town, 
belonging  or  relating  to  the  management  of  the  water 
works  and  supply  of  water? 

Sec.  4.  The  Water  Board  shall  use  diligent  care  for 
the  protection  and  security  of  all  sources  of  water  from 
which  a supply  is  obtained,  so  that  the  purity  thereof 
may  not  be  impaired. 

Sec.  5.  The  Water  Board  shall,  as  often  as  once  in 
each  calendar  month,  meet  and  examine  all  bills  and 
claims  incurred  by  them  in  the  prosecution  of  their  duty 
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and  all  claims  approved  shall  be  certified  by  them  before 
payment  of  the  same  by  the  Town  Treasurer. 

The  Water  Board  shall  keep  a full  record  of  their 
proceedings,  and  they  shall,  at  the  annual  Town  meeting 
make  a report  in  detail  to  the  Town  of  their  official  acts 
and  doings  for  the  year  preceding,  with  estimates  of 
expenditures  and  receipts  for  the  year  succeeding,  and 
such  suggestions  and  recommendations  as  may  seem  to 
them  for  the  benefit  of  the  Town. 

Sec.  6.  The  Water  Board  shall  make  all  proper 
arrangements  for  the  sufficient  supply  of  water  for  use 
at  fires,  and  for  furnishing  the  same  in  the  most  efficient 
and  suitable  manner.  They  shall,  in  consultation  with 
the  Selectmen,  arrange  for  such  supply  of  water  as  may 
be  required  for  operating  any  public  fountains,  or  orna- 
mental public  water  works,  for  flushing  and  cleansing 
public  sewers  and  drains,  for  sprinkling  streets,  and  for 
any  other  use  clearly  distinct  from  that  of  ordinary 
water  takers. 

Sec.  7.  The  Water  Board  shall  have  exclusive  charge 
of  the  supply  of  water,  may  make  all  the  necessary 
arrangements  therefor,  and  such  rules  and  regulations 
and  rates  as  they  may  deem  to  be  judicious. 

Sec.  8.  The  following  rules  and  regulations  are 
hereby  established,  and,  together  with  such  rules,  regu- 
lations and  rates  as  shall,  from  time  to  time,  be  made  by 
the  Water  Board,  under  the  authority  of  the  preceding 
section,  shall  be  considered  a part  of  the  contract  with 
every  person  who  takes  the  water,  and  the  fact  of  taking 
shall  be  considered  as  expressing  assent  on  the  part  of 
the  taker  to  be  bound  thereby. 

Whenever  any  of  them  is  violated,  although  two  or 
m'ore  parties  may  receive  the  water  through  the  same 
pipe,  the  water  shall  be  cut  off  and  not  let  on  again 
except  by  order  of  the  Water  Board,  and  on  payment 
of  one  dollar,  and  in  case  of  such  violation,  any  payment 
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for  the  water  by  the  person  committing  such  violation 
shall  be  forfeited. 

Rules  and  Regulations. 

1.  Application  for  the  use  of  water  must  be  made 
in  writing  at  the  office  of  the  Water  Registrar  in  the 
prescribed  form,  and  must  state  fully  and  truly  the  use 
which  it  is  to  be  applied. 

No  water  shall  be  supplied  by  takers  to  persons  not 
entitled  to  its  use. 

2.  All  persons  taking  the  water  shall  keep  the  service 
pipes  within  their  premises  in  good  repair  and  protected 
from  frost  at  their  own  expense,  and  they  shall  be  held 
liable  for  all  damages  resulting  from  their  failure  to  do 
so.  They  shall  provide  a stop  and  waste  cock,  to  be 
properly  located  inside  the  building,  and  have  the  pipes 
so  arranged  that  the  water  can  be  drawn  from  them 
whenever  there  is  danger  of  its  freezing. 

3.  They  shall  prevent  all  voluntary  waste  of  water, 
and  shall  not  allow  water  to  run  through  their  fixtures 
to  prevent  freezing,  and  there  shall  be  no  concealment 
of  the  purpose  for  whic'h  the  water  is  used. 

4.  No  alteration  shall  be  made  in  any  of  the  pipes 
or  fixtures  inserted  by  the  Town  except  by  persons 
authorized  by  the  Water  Board,  who  shall  be  allowed 
to  enter  the  premises  to  examine  the  appartus,  the 
quantity  of  water  used  and  the  manner  of  its  use  and  to 
ascertain  whether  there  is  any  unnecessary  waste. 

5.  The  Town  reserves  to  itself  the  right,  whenever 
the  Water  Board  deems  it  necessary  to  repair  the  works, 
to  shut  off  the  water  in  whole  or  in  part. 

6.  The  Water  Registrar  or  Superintendent,  or  their 
agents  or  assistants  may  enter  the  premises  of  any  water 
taker  to  examine  the  quantity  used  and  the  manner  of 
its  use  and  to  cut  off  the  water  for  non-payment  of  rent 
or  fines,  or  any  violations  of  these  regulations  or  for  any 
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other  necessary  purpose  connected  with  the  discharge  of 
their  duties. 

7.  Owners  shall  be  responsible  for  water  supplied  to 
their  premises.  When  water  is  supplied  to  more  than 
one  taker  through  a single  service,  the  bill  may  be  made 
either  to  the  owner  of  the  estate  or  by  the  direction  of 
the  owner  to  the  tenants ; but  in  case  of  non-payment 
the  water  may  be  shut  off,  notwithstanding  one  or  more 
takers  may  have  paid  their  proportion  to  such  owner  or 
the  Town. 

8.  A taker  may  be  required  at  any  time  to  attach  to 
the  service  pipe  of  his  premises  a meter  of  suitable  size, 
when  at  the  discretion  of  the  Water  Board  it  seems  for 
the  interest  of  the  Town.  And  in  all  such  cases  the  rates 
for  the  current  year  shall  be  adjusted  by  the  meter  read- 
ings, even  if  a bill  by  fixture  rates  has  already  been 
settled. 

9.  All  service  pipe  and  stop  cocks  will  be  supplied 
and  put  down  to  the  sidewalk  line  by  the  Town.  All 
work  beyond  the  sidewalk  line  shall  be  done  under  the 
direction  and  approval  of  the  Water  Board  by  the  water 
taker  and  at  his  expense  both  for  labor  and  material. 

10.  In  all  cases  of  non-payment  of  water  rent  in 
thirty  days  after  the  same  is  due,  or  violating  the  above 
rules  the  water  may  be  shut  off.  The  sum  of  $1  will  be 
charged  for  letting  it  on. 

11.  Since  January  1,  1902,  no  person  or  persons 
are  allowed  to  connect  two  or  more  houses  together 
through  one  service  connection  with  the  main  water  pipe 
unless  by  special  permit  from  the  Water  Board;  and  if 
any  are  so  connected  in  the  future  without  permission 
the  water  may  be  shut  off  from  the  service  in  use  until 
a new  service  connection  is  made  with  the  connecting 
house. 

On  all  services  where  two  or  more  houses  are  now 
connected  through  one  service  the  owner  shall  not  have 
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the  benefit  of  the  sliding  scale  of  water  rates  until  the 
average  of  each  house  so  connected  amounts  to  the  same 
as  allowed  by  the  same  rates  for  a single  house. 

12.  The  Water  Board  reserves  to  itself  the  right  to 
shut  off  the  water  at  the  street  service  from  the  property 
of  any  person  or  persons  disconnecting  or  taking  out  a 
water  meter  on  their  premises  without  permission,  and 
water  so  turned  off  shall  not  be  let  on  again  until  a 
satisfactory  settlement  for  same  offense  is  made  with  the 
Water  Board. 

13.  All  persons  or  firms  wishing  to  have  private  hy- 
drants or  sprinklers  connected  with  the  town  water 
supply  shall  make  application  to  the  Water  Board  and 
sign  an  application  for  same,  by  which  they  agree  to 
comply  with  the  by-laws  of  the  department,  and  also  file 
a plan  of  piping  for  the  entire  system  and  the  water  will 
rtot  be  turned  on  until  the  system  is  inspected  by  the 
Board  or  their  representatives. 

The  Water  Board  shall  inspect  the  system  as  often 
as  they  deem  necessary,  and  if  any  repairs  are  necessary 
they  shall  be  made  by  them  at  the  expense  of  the  owner. 

All  outside  piping  connecting  with  the  Town  system 
shall  be  laid  by  the  Water  Department  at  the  expense 
of  the  owner. 

All  valves  and  private  hydrants  shall  be  sealed  by  the 
Water  Department. 

14.  All  persons  or  firms  having  private  fire  connec- 
tions for  sprinklers  and  private  hydrants  on  the  premises 
or  in  buildings  are  forbidden  to  use  the  water  for  any 
purpose  excepting  fires,  and  shall  not  open  any  private 
hydrant  in  or  out  of  the  building  for  any  other  pur- 
poses, excepting  fire,  unless  by  permission  of  the  Watei 
Board. 

For  any  violation  of  this  by-law  the  Water  Board  may 
impose  a fine  of  not  less  than  $5.00  and  not  more  than 
$20.00. 
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If  water  is  used  for  any  other  purposes  than  for  fires 
the  Water  Board  shall  estimate  the  amount  so  used 
and  shall  charge  regular  rates. 

If  the  fine  or  bill  for  water  is  not  paid  when  presented 
the  Water  Board  may  shut  off  the  water  furnished  the 
private  hydrants  or  sprinklers  from  the  town  supply 
until  such  fine  or  bill  for  water  is  paid  and  the  sum  of 
two  dollars  shall  be  charged  for  turning  it  on. 

15.  All  services  shall  be  laid  by  the  Water  Board 
from  the  sidewalk  to  the  cellar  at  the  expense  of  the 
owner.  The  Water  Board  may  make  an  estimate  of  the 
cost  of  the  owner’s  part  and  may  demand  a deposit  for 
the  same  before  laying  the  pipe. 

Applicants  wishing  a service  pipe  laid  when  there  is 
frost  in  the  ground  shall  pay  the  extra  expense  caused 
by  the  frost,  on  the  part  laid  by  the  town. 

16.  Applications  for  extensions  of  mains  througli 
private  ways  or  grounds  shall  in  no  case  be  granted  un- 
less the  owner  thereof  executes  a proper  instrument 
securing  to  the  town  the  right  of  permanent  occupation, 
free  from  any  acts  of  interference  that  shall  affect  the 
safety  of  the  pipe,  and  securing  to  the  department  free 
right  of  entrance  for  purposes  of  inspection  and  main- 
tenance. 

17.  The  town  pond,  South  Attleborough,  shall  be  open 
for  fishing,  Tuesdays  and  Fridays,  to  residents  of  the 
Town  of  Attleborough  only,  upon  application  at  the 
water  office  for  permission.  No  fishing  through  the  ice 
will  be  allowed.  There  shall  be  no  dead  fish  left  around 
the  pond  or  thrown  into  the  water.  No  nuisances  shall 
be  committed  around  the  pond  or  from  boats,  and  every 
care  shall  be  taken  by  persons  fishing  not  to  contaminate 
the  purity  of  the  water.  Persons  having  permits  shall 
show  them  to  any  officer  of  the  Town  or  Water  Depart- 
ment when  called  upon  to  do  so.  Anyone  caught  fishing 
without  a permit,  or  in  any  way  violating  this  by-law, 
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will  be  refused  permission  to  fish  and  will  be  prosecuted 
to  the  full  extent  of  the  law. 

Sec.  9.  The  water  rates  and  meter  rents  shall  be  pay- 
able semi-annually  in  advance  on  the  first  days  of  Janu- 
ary and  July  of  each  year.  All  charges  for  specific 
supplies  or  supplies  for  fractional  parts  of  the  year  shall 
be  payable  in  advance  and  before  the  water  is  let  on.  In 
all  cases  where  the  consumption  of  water  is  ascertained 
by  meters,  any  excess  of  the  minimum  rates  shall  be 
payable  annually,  quarterly  or  monthly,  as  may  be  re- 
quired by  the  Water  Board.  Bills  for  the  same  shall  be 
due  when  rendered. 

Sec.  10.  If  any  person  shall  turn  on  or  turn  ofif  the 
water  in  any  public  water  pipes  or  reservoirs  without  the 
license  of  the  Water  Board  he  shall  be  liable  to  a penalty 
of  not  less  than  $3  nor  more  than  $20  upon  conviction 
thereof  before  a trial  justice  or  court  having  jurisdiction 
of  offenses  arising  under  town  by-laws.

Report  of  the  Inspector  of  Cattle, 
Provisions  and  Milk 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  of  Attleboro: — 

Gentlemen : — I herewith  submit  my  ninth  annual 
report  as  Cattle  and  Milk  Inspector  for  the  year  ending 
December  31,  1909: 

I made  my  annual  inspection  of  all  the  cattle  and  swine 
in  town  in  October  as  usual. 

Visits  have  been  made  to  159  stables,  where  880  cows, 
109  young  cattle,  699  swine,  16  bulls,  4 oxen,  were  kept. 

The  number  of  cattle  quarantined  and  killed  this  year 
having  the  disease  known  as  tuberculosis  was  6,  against 
11  last  year.  The  quality  of  the  cattle  in  town  never 
was  better  since  I have  had  the  inspection  of  them.  I 
have  had  some  complaint  of  poor  milk,  but  invariably  it 
has  been  the  fault  of  the  persons  in  charge.  Keep  the 
barn  and  cattle  strictly  clean.  Do  not  use  milk  from  a 
new  milch  cow  until  the  ninth  milking,  and  not  then  if  it 
will  not  scald  without  thickening. 

There  has  been  no  cases  of  glanders  in  town  this  year. 
There  was  one  case  of  rabies  in  town  this  year. 

I have  sold  133  milk  licenses  this  year — 13  more  than 
last  year.

I also  cut  276  webs  of  the 
brown-tail  moth.

Report  of  the  Chief  of  Police 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  of  the  Town  of 
Attleborough : 

I herewith  submit  my  first  annual  report  as  Chief  of 
Police  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1909. 

Since  my  appointment  as  Chief  of  Police  on  the  23rd 
day  of  March,  I have  had  nine  months  in  which  to  do  a 
year’s  work. 

In  the  first  place,  I wish  to  thank  the  Board  of  Select- 
men for  their  hearty  support  and  co-operation  with  me 
in  the  performance  of  my  duties.  I wish  to  thank  the 
police  officers  of  Attleborough,  both  regular  patrolmen 
and  special  officers,  for  the  efficient  manner  in  which 
they  have  performed  their  duties.  I wish  to  thank  the 
citizens  of  the  town  and  the  press  who  have  rendered 
their  aid  and  support  toward  the  enforcement  of  the  law. 

My  first  step  was  to  investigate  the  condition  of  the 
officers  as  to  their  equipment.  I found  many  of  the  men 
to  be  without  any  equipment  which  would  aid  them  in 
the  protection  of  lives  and  property.  Supplies  were  pur- 
chased, and  at  the  present  time  our  officers  are  as 
well  equipped  as  any  in  the  Commonwealth. 

At  the  time  of  my  appointment,  there  were  many  per- 
sons who  became  partly  intoxicated  and  then  created 
disturbances  on  the  streets  and  street  cars.  With  the 
ready  aid  of  the  police  officers,  who  were  instructed  to 
give  everyone  a chance,  to  deal  equally  and  impartially 
with  all,  and  to  see  that  the  laws  should  be  enforced,  I 
have  been  able  to  suppress  all  disturbances  on  cars, 
trains,  and  upon  the  streets. 

It  is  well  at  this  time  that  I should  take  space  to  thank 
the  managers  and  employees  of  the  various  railway 
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companies  for  then  timely  aid  and  support,  which  have 
been  of  great  value  to  us  upon  many  occasions. 

I feel  that  we  have  a sufficient  number  of  regular  pat- 
rolmen at  the  present  time;  and,  that  with  the  appoint- 
ment of  a few  efficient  special  officers  to  take  the  places 
of  those  resigned,  it  will  be  possible  to  perform  the  next 
year’s  work  without  additional  numbers. 

Taking  into  consideration  the  established  rule  that 
-there  should  be  at  least  one  regular  patrolman  for  every 
1,000  inhabitants,  and  the  proximity  of  our  town  to  sev- 
eral licensed  cities,  I feel  that  the  town  should  compli- 
ment itself  upon  the  fact  that  it  has  only  one  regular 
officer  to  every  5,000  inhabitants,  and  that  it  is  rated  as 
one  of  the  most  peaceable  and  law  abiding  towns  in  the 
Commonwealth. 

The  following  figures  will  well  show  what  has  been 
done  during  the  past  year: 


Amount  received  from  fines  in  1907 $ 917.46 

Amount  received  from  fines  in  1908 * 1,072.62 

Amount  received  from  fines  in  1909 2,784.64 

Amount  received  from  Clerk  of  Court 

since  December  31 $ 811.50 

Amount  in  Treasury  at  end  of  year.  . . . 1,907.02 


In  addition  to  the  above,  $485.00  worth  of  stolen  pro- 
perty has  been  returned  to  the  owners. 

It  will  easily  be  seen  that  this  increase  in  receipts  will 
serve  to  make  the  police  department  an  aid  rather  than  a 
burden  to  the  town. 

I would  recommend  that  the  salary  of  patrolmen  be 
raised  to  $3.00  per  day  from  the  first  of  October  to  the 
first  of  April.  My  reason  for  this  is  that  men  are  obliged 
to  go  to  a great  expense  to  provide  themselves  with  over- 
coats and  other  clothing  to  keep  warm  during  the  winter 
months.  To  maintain  a neat  and  respectable  appearance, 
such  as  our  officers  do  maintain,  entails  no  little  expense 
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during  the  summer  months,  and  I approve  and  recom- 
mend an  increase  in  salary  to  defray  the  additional  ex- 
pense of  the  winter  months. 

I recommend  the  appropriation  of  $500.00  to  be 
deposited  with  the  Town  Treasurer  and  to  be  drawn  up- 
on by  the  police  department  for  the  suppression  of  the 
illegal  sale  of  intoxicating  liquor,  the  illegal  sale 
of  cigarettes  and  the  detection  and  prevention  of 
other  crimes.  I believe  an  appropriation  of  $6,000.00 
will  be  sufficient  for  the  ensuing  year.  I believe  that  it 
is  time  for  the  people  of  the  town  to  think  about  a site 
and  an  appropriation  for  a police  station.  Our  present 
quarters  are  inadequate,  our  cells  are  in  a room  which  is 
sometimes  damp,  sometimes  poorly  heated,  and  always 
dark.  I believe  that  a place  should  be  provided  where 
men  held  as  prisoners  could  be  held  in  dry,  well-venti- 
lated and  well-heated  rooms. 

During  the  past  year  we  have  had  no  fatalities,  very 
few  breaks  and  these  of  minor  consequence,  and  with  a 
successful  year  behind  us  and  the  changes  in  the  Inter- 
state commerce  law  in  effect,  the  prospect  of  a more  suc- 
cessful one  ahead.

Report  of  the  Park  Commissioners 

for  1909 


To  the  Citizens  of  Attleboro: 

The  most  important  feature  of  construction  during 
the  past  year  was  the  building  of  the  most  difficult  sec- 
tion of  the  main  road  around  the  park.  On  account  of 
the  heavy  grading  it  has  always  been  put  over  for  an- 
other year,  hoping  that  the  funds  available  would  be 
more  liberal.  This  particular  section  was  impassible  for 
carriage  travel  and  the  gaining  use  of  the  park  by  the 
public  made  it  imperative  to  improve  it,  and  this  has 
been  accomplished  almost  exclusively  with  material 
found  on  the  grounds.  In  addition  to  this  section  of 
road  a considerable  work  has  been  done  on  the  roads  and 
walks,  the  walks  being  dug  down  to  a depth  of  two  feet 
and  filled  in  with  stone  and  top  dressed  with  crushed 
stone. 

An  acre  of  bare  land  near  County  Street  was  regraded, 
covered  with  loam  and  seeded  down,  and  before  the  sea- 
son closed  this  piece,  which  had  never  seen  a lawn 
mower  was  obliged  to  have  the  grass  moved  several 
times.  Two  of  the  dry  wells  at  the  Casino  building  were 
found  to  be  defective  and  these  were  rebuilt. 

About  two  weeks  was  spent  in  trimming  trees  and 
cleaning  up  leaves,  etc.  A fire  would  do  comparatively 
little  damage  now. 

A handsome  fountain  now  adorns  the  basin  which  was 
installed  a couple  of  years  ago,  this  being  made  possible 
through  the  generosity  of  the  widow  and  children  of  our 
late  beloved  fellow  townsman,  John  W.  Wolfenden,  and 
is  erected  by  them  to  his  memory. 
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We  wish  to  express  an  appreciation  for  many  other 
gifts.  The  grove  of  trees  donated  to  the  park  two  years 
ago  by  the  ladies  of  the  Pierian  Club,  have  thriven  won- 
derfully well,  all  but  one  of  the  original  trees  having 
lived  and  done  well,  and  the  space  reserved  for  planting 
by  this  club  will  soon  be  one  of  the  beauty  spots  of  the 
park. 

Mr.  Dexter  O.  Newell,  the  florist,  donated  this  year 
over  400  potted  plants  which  enabled  us  to  make  a num- 
ber of  handsome  beds. 

'Mr.  J.  D.  Mowry  contributed  15  rock  maples  this 
spring  which  are  all  living  and  thrifty,  and  Mr.  Hiram 
Chase  has  given  a number  of  shrubs  which  we  have 
planted. 

Mr.  William  Small  furnished  a lot  of  running  vines 
which  went  to  ornament  the  tool  house,  and  before  the 
summer  was  far  along  they  quite  effectually  hid  the  un- 
attractive building  which  later  on  will  be  moved  to  the 
rear  of  the  park. 

Mr.  Walter  Newman  gave  enough  summer  cypress  to 
completely  line  on  both  sides  the  new  path  from  the 
Casino  to  the  main  driveway,  and  its  beautiful  green  in 
summer  and  brilliant  red  in  the  fall  made  it  extremely 
attractive. 

A large  repair  bill  on  lawn  mowers  was  saved  through 
the  use  of  the  chairman’s  factory  repair  shop. 

The  gifts  to  the  park  are  extremely  pleasing  to  your 
Commissioners  for  aside  from  their  aid  in  the  work,  they 
show  the  gaining  interest  in  the  park. 

Very  little  water  has  been  running  in  the  fountain 
basin  in  the  past,  but  now  that  a fountain  is  installed, 
more  water  will  be  used  and  this  will  necessitate  a line 
of  drain  pipe  which  we  think  will  be  wise  to  run  to  the 
skating  pond,  as  this  will  not  only  take  care  of  the  over- 
flow from  the  basin,  but  will  help  to  keep  the  pond  full. 

There  is  need  of  a shelter  building  near  the  pine  grove. 
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Many  parties  come  prepared  to  enjoy  the  park  for  a con- 
siderable portion  of  the  day,  and  in  case  of  sudden 
showers,  have  no  shelter  in  which  to  eat  their  lunch,  and 
find  it  a long  way  to  go  to  the  Casino  in  the  rain.  An 
adequate  building  will  neither  be  large  nor  expensive, 
and  should  be  built  the  coming  season. 

In  years  gone  by  the  town  provided  band  concerts 
through  the  summer  months,  and  a return  to  this  good 
custom  would  be  pleasing  to  a very  large  number  of  the 
citizens.  There  is  a bandstand  at  the  park,  and  the  cars 
make  it  easily  accessible  from  almost  every  point  in 
town. 

The  growing  cost  of  the  maintenance  of  the  park  has 
been  mentioned  in  all  of  the  late  reports  of  the  Park 
Commissioners,  and  the  cost  of  keeping  up  the  portions 
of  the  park  which  have  been  worked  over  is  fast  passing 
the  cost  of  constructive  work,  and  we,  therefore,  recom- 
mend that  Two  Thousand  Dollars  in  addition  to  the  reg- 
ular appropriation  be  appropriated  for  maintenance  pur- 
poses so  that  the  regular  appropriation  may  be  used  for 
the  much  needed  constructive  work  which  has  been 
mentioned.

Report  of  the  Trustees  of  the 
Public  Library 


The  admirable  report  of  the  librarian,  appended  here- 
to, leaves  little  for  the  trustees  to  say  concerning  the 
work  of  the  library  during  the  year  1910. 

We  desire,  however,  to  call  the  attention  of  the  public 
to  the  wider  scope  of  the  work  done,  in  an  educational 
and  technical  way,  than  has  been  accomplished  in  for- 
mer years.  With  this  object  in  view,  lectures  on  literary 
and  scientific  subjects  have  been  given  in  the  Assembly 
Hall  by  men  eminent  in  their  line  of  work,  and  it  has 
been  most  gratifying  to  the  trustees  to  note  that  the 
lectures  have  been  well  attended. 

As  in  former  years,  a generous  amount  of  the  money 
available  for  the  purchase  of  new  books,  has  been  ex- 
pended for  books  of  reference ; also  many  books  of  a 
technical  value  to  those  employed  in  the  leading  industry 
of  the  town  have  been  purchased.  We  desire  to  call 
especial  attention  to  this  fact,  in  order  that  all  interested 
in  designing,  coloring,  or  in  any  other  departments  of 
jewelry  manufacture,  can  avail  themselves  of  the  really 
valuable  works  on  these  subjects,  now  on  the  shelves 
of  the  library. 

Through  the  generosity  of  one  of  our  citizens,  a be- 
ginning has  been  made  on  what  we  hope  will  result  in 
a large  .endowment  fund  for  the  use  of  the  library.  His 
gift  of  $2,000  was  accepted  with  a vote  of  the  trustees, 
that  the  principal  should  be  kept  intact,  and  known  as 
the  “Daniel  H.  Smith  Fund,”  the  interest  to  be  expended 
for  the  purchase  of  books. 

The  library  is  under  obligation  to  Mr.  Sheffield  for 
his  gift  of  a flag  staff  and  two  flags  for  the  building ; also 
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for  the  beautiful  large  globe  that  has  been  placed  in  the 
main  room  of  the  library.  Among  other  gifts  the  library 
received  during  the  year,  more  than  fifty  valuable  scien- 
tific works  from  Mr.  Edward  A.  Sweeney. 

The  library  extension  work  has  proven  more  popular 
during  the  last  few  months  of  the  year;  and  if  the  people 
in  the  outlying  districts  evince  sufficient  interest  to  war- 
rant the  outlay,  the  work  will  be  expanded  and  con- 
tinued. 

A financial  report  will  be  found  below.  The  trustees 
ask  for  an  appropriation  of  $7,000,  the  same  as  last  year, 
although  a larger  amount  could  be  very  wisely  spent  for 
the  purchase  of  new  books.

REPORT  OF  THE  LIBRARIAN 

To  the  Trustees  of  the  Attleborough  Public  Library: 

I herewith  submit  the  librarian’s  annual  report.  Be- 
low is  a statement  somewhat  in  detail  of  the  work  done 
in  the  various  departments  of  the  library  during  the 
past  year. 


Accessions. 

During  the  year,  1550  new  volumes  have  been  added 
to  the  library:  1337  by  purchase;  105  by  gift;  108  by 
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binding  periodicals.  Besides  these  127  lost  and  worn- 
out  books  have  been  replaced ; 80  books  have  been  dis- 
carded entirely  as  not  worthy  of  'replacement. 

It  is  most  gratifying  to  compare  the  book  purchases 
and  the  book  gifts  of  this  year  with  those  of  other  years 
and  to  be  able  to  note  an  increase  in  both  instances. 
Among  our  accessions  this  year  we  note  stereographs  of 
Palestine,  Italy,  Ireland  and  Greece. 

Binding.

The  number  of  books  rebound  this  year,  the  numbei 
replaced  and  the  number  discarded,  all  go  to  show  that 
the  general  condition  of  the  books  in  the  library  is  bet- 
ter than  it  has  been  for  some  time  past.  This  is  un- 
doubtedly due  to  the  fact  that  the  books  can  be  better 
taken  care  of  in  the  new  building,  and  that  a good  deal 
of  useless  material  which  it  was  hard  to  get  at  in  the 
old  building  has  been  disposed  of. 

Book  Lists. 

Among  the  list  of  books  printed  during  the  year  in 
the  Attleboro  Daily  Sun  and  in  the  Pawtucket  Times 
are  lists  on  the  following  subjects:  Forestry,  Music, 

Mendelssohn,  Darwin,  Lincoln. 

At  the  time  the  publication  of  a quarterly  Library 
Bulletin  was  begun,  the  lists  of  new  books  which  had 
appeared  in  the  newspapers  were  discontinued.  At  the 
request  of  a number  of  borrowers,  the  publication  of 
such  lists  has  been  resumed.  They  now  appear  every 
two  weeks,  just  before  the  new  books  are  put  on  the 
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shelves.  The  Bulletin  is  a cumulation  of  these  lists ; it 
contains  besides  a short  note  on  the  character  of  the 
books.  Specal  lists  have  been  printed  in  separate  num- 
bers of  the  Bulletin,  viz. : A list  of  the  periodicals  sub- 
scribed to  by  the  library ; a list  of  stories  to  read  aloud ; 
and  a list  of  books  of  interest  to  jewelers. 

Books,  Care  Of. 

The  number  of  books  lost  from  the  shelves  during 
1909  has  been  7 from  the  children’s  department;  11 
from  the  adult. 

In  October  the  Board  of  Health  began  to  send  to  the 
library  notices  of  cases  of  contagious  diseases.  It  is  now 
possible  to  keep  books  from  being  returned  from  families 
where  cases  of  such  illness  have  occurred. 


Books  Lent. 


The  library  was  open  for  circulation  of  books  307 
days  in  1909.  The  number  of  volumes  lent  for  home

While  the  total  circulation  for  the  year  falls  about 
1,000  below  that  of  last  year,  the  general  improvement 
in  the  class  of  books  read  is  encouraging.  There  is  a 
marked  increase  in  the  number  of  books  read  on  reli- 
gion, sociology  and  the  fine  and  the  useful  arts.  The 
two  latter  classes  dealing  as  they  largely  do  with  sub- 
jects pertaining  to  the  trades,  will  pro'bably  be  more  and 
more  read  as  the  library  increases  its  collection  of  books 
along  these  lines.  The  percentage  of  fiction  read  was 
three  per  cent,  below  that  of  last  year. 

Catalogue  Department. 

The  recataloguing  of  the  children’s  department,  begun 
a little  more  than  a year  ago,  has  practically  been  com- 
pleted. A catalogue  case  has  been  purchased  and  placed 
in  the  children’s  room.  The  adult  fiction  catalogue  is 
now  being  recatalogued,  the  simplicity  in  the  form  of 
the  new  card  is  a great  advantage.  The  installation  of 
a new  typewriter  has  greatly  facilitated  the  work  in  this 
department. 

Children’s  Work,  see  School  Work. 


Exhibits. 

There  have  been  12  exhibits  of  the  Library  Art  Club 
during  1909.  In  addition  to  these  a tuberculosis  exhibit 
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was  held  in  the  basement  of  the  library  from  June  5 to 
June  11.  On  those  days  Library  Hall  was  used  for  lec- 
tures on  the  same  general  subject.  This  exhibit  was  the 
means  of  bringing  to  the  library  over  4,000  people. 

Mr.  C.  Arnold  Slade  again  this  year  lent  the  library  a 
number  of  his  paintings,  done  during  a year’s  stay 
abroad. 

An  invitation  has  been  sent  the  schools  to  exhibit  art 
work,  sewing  and  other  work  of  interest  to  the  public, 
in  the  halls  in  the  library  so  admirably  adapted  to  the 
purpose. 


Extension  Work. 

The  Library  Aid  Association  last  year  voted  the 
library  $300  to  be  used  for  the  work  of  extension 
when  the  work  was  begun.  February  10,  1909, 

books  were  delivered  at  a certain  point,  at  a 
certain  hour  on  Thursday,  every  two  weeks,  and  were 
collected  in  like  manner  on  Tuesday.  This-  was  true  in 
the  case  of  Dodgeville,  of  Hebronville  and  of  South 
Attleboro.  According  to  plans  made  by  borrowers  in 
South  Attleboro,  it  was  agreed  that  each  should  pay  a 
small  sum  to  have  the  books  delivered  to  and  collected 
from  his  home.  The  plan  has  worked  successfully.  In 
Dodgeville,  the  books  have  been  sent  to  the  mill  from 
the  beginning,  the  few  borrowers  getting  the  books 
there  themselves.  This  plan  was  not  satisfactory  in 
Hebronville.  Permission  was  kindly  granted  by  the 
Fire  Department  to  use  the  hose  house  at  that  place  and 
during  December  Miss  Elizabeth  Gow  has  been  in 
charge  of  the  room  on  Saturday  evenings  from  6 to  9 
o’clock,  the  borrowers  coming  there  to  chose  their  own 
books  from  50  that  are  sent  down  and  exchanged  every 
two  weeks.  The  plan  now  is,  with  the  permission  of  the 
School  Board,  to  change  the  room  to  the  school  build- 
ing where  there  is  more  space  and  where  there  will  be 
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an  opportunity  to  keep  periodicals  on  file,  so  that  the 
room  rfiay  be  used  also  as  a reading  room.

Gifts. 

The  library  has  been  particularly  fortunate  this  year 
in  the  matter  of  gifts.  As  has  already  been  stated  under 
the  heading  of  accessions,  105  books  have  been  given. 
Among  these  were  60  volumes  of  such  works  as  those  of 
Darwin,  Huxley,  Tyndall,  Spencer,  from  Mr.  E.  A. 
Sweeney ; several  reference  and  other  books  from  Mr. 
Sheffield  ; three  much  needed  copies  of  the  History  of 
Attleborough  from  Mrs.  Sheffield ; a number  of  unbound 
Atlantic  Monthlies  from  Miss  Alice  A.  Daggett ; some 
volumes  from  Mr.  J.  W.  Luther ; the  subscription  to  sev- 
eral magazines. 

Besides,  the  library  has  received  from  Mr.  Sheffield 
two  handsome  flags  and  a globe.  The  North  Purchase 
Club  has  given  a clock  in  memory  of  Mrs.  Miriam 
Rowe  Briggs.  The  principal  gift  received  in  money  is 
the  $2,000.00  given  by  Mr.  D.  H.  Smith. 

Lectures. 

A new  feature  of  the  library’s  work  this  year  has  been 
the  course  of  lectures  arranged  for  by  the  trustees.  The 
first  of  these  lectures  was  given  by  Miss  Mabel  Hill  of 
the  Lowell  Normal  School;  her  subject  was  “'Songs  of 
Democracy.”  The  second  lecture,  on  March  15,  was 
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given  by  Dr.  Louis  N.  Wilson  of  Clark  Univer- 
sity; his  subject  was  “Peasant  Life  in  Russia.”  Mr.  C. 
C.  Lee  of  Harvard  University  opened  the  fall  season  on 
November  16,  lecturing  on  the  subject,  “With  Dr.  Gren- 
fell in  Labrador.”  Rev.  T.  W.  Illman  of  Stoughton  lec- 
tured Dec.  15  on  “Dr.  Oliver  Wendell  Holmes.”  The 
program  for  the  rest  of  the  winter’s  lectures  is  as  fol- 
lows: Jan.  19,  Prof.  J.  A.  Brooks  of  Brown  University, 
“Aerial  Navigation”;  February  19,  Prof.  A.  B.  Lamb  of 
New  York  University,  “Water”;  March  2,  Everett  W. 
Lord,  Secretary  for  New  England  on  the  'Child  Labor 
Committee,  “Vocational  Suggestion” ; Dr.  F.  D.  Lam- 
bert of  i ufts  College,  March  16,  subject  not  yet  an- 
nounced. 

Library  Hall  has  also  furnished  a place  for  lectures 
given  under  the  auspices  of  such  of  the  town  clubs  as 
The  New  Century;  The  Teachers’  Association;  The 
North  Purchase;  The  Attleboro  Equal  Suffrage  League. 

Registration. 

The  total  number  of  borrowers  registered  at  the 
library  up  to  January  i,  1910,  was  3,821.  Of  these  74 
have  given  up  their  cards,  leaving  us  with  3,747  bor- 
rowers to  date.  There  have  been  768  registrations  dur- 
ing the  year. 

School  Work. 

There  has  been  a marked  increase  in  the  number  of 
books  sent  to  the  outlying  schools  this  year. 

(Beginning  with  the  school  year  in  the  fall,  an  effort 
has  been  made  to  have  someone  in  the  children’s  room 
every  afternoon  from  3 130  to  6,  to  help  the  children  to 
find  material  for  school  work.  The  librarian  reserves 
the  same  hours,  more  particularly  to  help  the  teachers 
and  others  wishing  to  look  up  material  difficult  to  find. 
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The  fact  that  the  book  covers  have  been  taken  from  the 
children’s  books  makes  their  room  look  more  attractive, 
and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  with  a catalogue  of  their  own 
the  children  may  learn  to  use  the  tools  of  the  library  in- 
telligently. 

During  the  year  one  talk  on  library  matters  was  given 
the  scholars  of  the  eighth  grade  of  the  Sanford  street 
school. 

Miss  Durand  of  the  library  has  started  a “stry  hour” 
for  the  children.  She  will  through  the  winter  tell  stories 
every  other  week  on  Saturday  at  3 o’clock. 

The  numbers  of  the  first  volume  of  the  Library  Bulle- 
tin have  been  put  in  binders  and  sent  to  all  schools  in 
town.  We  trust  that  they  will  be  useful  for  reference. 

Conclusion. 

The  library  had  the  pleasure  of  entertaining  the  Mas- 
sachusetts Library  Club  at  its  meeting  of  October  28. 
The  library  is  indebted  to  a number  of  the  jewelers  in 
town,  for  conducting  members  of  the  club  through  the 
shops. 

There  have  been  two  changes  in  the  library  assistants 
during  1909.  Miss  Bliss  has  been  granted  a year’s  leave 
of  absence  and  Miss  Durand  of  the  Syracuse  University 
Library  School  has  taken  her  place.  Miss  Fritch,  who 
has  had  charge  of  the  library  on  Sunday,  has  given  up 
her  position  because  of  her  absence  from  home.  Miss 
Parmenter  has  taken  her  place. 

Statements  in  detail  in  regard  to  the  work  of  the 
library  have  been  given  in  the  body  of  the  report.  The 
new  features  in  the  work  of  the  year  have  been  the  send- 
ing of  books  to  Dodgeville,  Hebronville  and  South  At- 
tleboro, and  the  introduction  of  a lecture  course.  Other- 
wise the  general  work  of  the  library  has  been  conducted 
along  the  same  lines  as  in  recent  years.  That  does  not 
mean,  however,  that  suggestions  for  improvement  in 
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service  rendered  by  the  library  will  not  always  be  wel- 
come. “Co-operation”  is  a great  Word  of  this  age,  it 
nicely  defines  the  relation  that  should  exist  both  be- 
tween individuals  and  the  library,  and  between  such  in- 
stitutions as  the  s'hops,  the  cluhs,  the  schools,  the 
churches  and  the  library.

Report  of  the  Committee  on 
Sewerage 


The  Committee  on  Sewerage,  which  at  a special 
meeting  of  the  Town,  held  May  20,  1909,  was  authorized 
to  purchase  land  for  filter  beds,  and  to  engage  an  en- 
gineer to  prepare  plans  for  a sewerage  system  with  esti- 
mate as  to  cost,  etc.,  beg  to  submit  a report  of  their  ac- 
tion during  the  year. 

The  Committee  purchased  of  the  H.  C.  Read  heirs  the 
tract  of  one  hundred  acres  as  described  in  its  former 
report ; the  Reads  reserving  a small  section,  which  they 
have  agreed  to  transfer  to  the  town  upon  its  demand, 
and  for  a fixed  price.  As  the  Committee  has  stated,  this 
land  is  sufficient  in  area  to  provide  for  the  needs  of  the 
town  for  many  years.  There  are  small  lots  or  portions 
of  land,  however,  belonging  to  other  parties,  that  lie  be- 
tween the  so-called  Read  farm  and  the  river.  In  the 
judgment  of  the  Committee,  it  is  desirable  that  the  town 
should  own  these  few  acres,  so  that  access  to  the  river 
could  be  obtained  at  any  point  desired.  It  is  the  purpose 
of  the  Committee  to  purchase  this  land  at  a fair  valua- 
tion. 

After  careful  consideration,  the  Committee  selected  an 
experienced  and  reliable  engineer,  Mr.  John  J.  Van  Val- 
kenburgh  of  South  Framingham.  Since  his  appointment 
Mr.  Valkenburgh  has  devoted  almost  all  of  his  time  to 
a careful  and  thorough  study  of  the  existing  conditions. 
He  has  made  surveys  of  the  entire  territory,  including 
the  site  of  the  proposed  filter  beds  and  every  street 
where  sewers  will  be  ultimately  laid  in  town.  Because 
of  the  thorough  manner  in  which  this  work  is  being 
done  by  the  engineer,  his  report  to  the  Committee,  and 
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consequently,  the  Committee’s  report  to  the  town,  will 
not  be  completed  in  time  to  present  to  the  annual  meet- 
ing. The  Committee  expects  to  be  able  to  make  a com- 
plete report  before  the  first  of  May. 

As  a result  of  the  engineer’s  labors,  however,  the 
Committee  feels  justified  in  promising  to  the  town  a 
plan  for  a system  of  sewerage  that  will  be  operated  by 
gravity,  that  will  be  economical  to  install,  and  inexpen- 
sive to  maintain. 

The  additional  time  taken  in  order  that  the  report 
may  be  complete  and  comprehensive  is  so  manifestly  to 
the  advantage  of  the  town,  that  the  Committee  feels  no 
hesitancy  in  asking  a short  delay  before  submitting  its 
final  report.
